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Coast Guard Anniversary

HE 157th anniversary of the found- 

ing of the United States Coast Guard 
is to be celebrated on 4 Aug. 1947. The 
Service resumed its normal peacetime 
role under the Treasury Department on 
1 Jan. 1946 after 
operating as a 
part of the Navy 
since 1 Nov. 
1941. Its princi- 
pal activities are 
now those of 
search and res- 
ene, maintenance 
of aids to navi- 
gation, merchant 
murine inspec- 
tion and law en- 
forcement on the 
high seas and 
navigable waters 
of the United 
States. 

While the 
Coast Giuard has 
now laid aside its wartime role, it finds 
that its regular peacetime duties have 
been considerably amplified as a direct 
or indirect result of the war, and that 
it is being affected by many technological 
advances made during the past few years. 
In search and rescue the use of the high 
frequeney direction finders, developed 
during the war, now play an important 
peacetime role. The helicopter has also 
been developed as an important adjunct 
im search and rescue activities, especial- 
ly where planes meet with accidents in 
remote or inaccessible regions. 

In the merchant marine safety field. 
the Coast Ginard finds itself concerned 
Principally with the safety features of 
ship construction and repair, and with 
safety equipment: the enforcement of 
disciplinary controls over merchant ma- 
tine personnel; and the broad enforce- 
ment of duties of the Navigation laws in- 
duding the International Safety at Sea 
Conventions. It also enforces the motor- 
boat act. In the maintenance of the aids 
to marine and air navigation, the service 

investigating the peacetime value of 
LORAN, a pulse radio navigation system. 
applied to long-range position finding: 
RADAR in collision-prevention: and 
RACON, a fixed frequency transponder, 
in coast-wise piloting. 

Perhaps little known is the fact that 
the Coast Guard in peacetime performs 
Services for neurly every government de- 
partment. It enforces anchornge laws 
and those against obstructing navigable 
Waters and oil pollution for the War 
Department: criminal laws on the high 
Seas and certain immigration laws for 
the Department of Justice: the Anti- 
Smuggling Act and the internal revenne 

Ws on the high seas for the Treasury 
Department: the Alien Fishing Act and 
the game Iuws in Alaska for the Interior 

partment. Its ships maintain Ocean 
Weather stations. which furnish weather

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Unification Approved; 


Sec. of Defense Named 


With the Army, Navy, and Air Force 
as co-equals, the Armed Forces of the 
United States were unified under a single 
civilian Secretary of Defense on 26 July. 

On that date President Truman ap- 
proved the “National Security Act of 
1947,” implemented it with an executive 
order stating the functions of each Serv- 
ice, and nominated Secretary of the Navy 
James Forrestal to be the nation’s first 
Secretary of Defense. 

The President delayed his departure 
for his dying mother’s home by 17 min- 
utes in order to sign the unification bill. 
The Senate unanimously confirmed Mr. 
Forrestal’s nomination before it ended the 
First Session. 

Statements calling for unanimity of 
spirit and purpose in the new “National 
Military Establishment” were immediate- 
ly issued by General of the Army Dwight 
PD. Eisenhower, USA, Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, USN, and General 
A. A. Vandegrift, USMC, ranking Service 
chiefs. 

The Navy Department also cancelled an 
order waiving U. S. Navy Regulations to 
permit Naval officers to voice professional 
and personal opinions on unification be- 
fore committees of Congress. 

The section of the Act providing for 
appointment of a Secretary of Defense 
and certain technical provisions defining 
terms and assuring the validity of the 
Act, became effective immediately upon 
the bill's enactment. However, the law 
provides that all the other provisions do 
not hecome effective until “the day after 
the day upon which the Secretary of De- 
fense first appointed takes office, or the 
sixtieth day after the date of the en- 
actment of this Act,” whichever date is 
earlier. 

Thus, the actnal setting up of the new 
“National Security Organization.” with 
its various boards and separate Depart- 
ment of the Air Force, will not come into 
effect until the day after Secretary For- 
restal takes the oath of office—which date 
has not yet heen set. Should by any chance 
this ceremony be long delayed the Act 
would automatically go into effect on 24 
Sept. 

However. it is the general belief in the 
Services that the gigantic task of un- 
tangling the Air Force from the War 
Department and the completion of the 
job of organizing three Departments un- 
der one head will take all of two years. 

The Air Force staff branches are en- 
gaged in a detailed study of all the fune- 
tions now being performed by the Army 
Air Forces and those to be performed by 
the new United States Air Force to de 
termine those which merely need con- 
tinuation, those which will have to he 
taken over from varions War Department 
agencies, and those which will require en- 
tirely new provisions. The validity to the 
Air Force of Army Regulations and Cir- 
culars and the issuing of assignments to 
Air personnel through the medium of 
War Department Special Orders may 
have to be continued for some time dur- 
ing the transition period until they can 
be unwoven in an orderly manner and

Points in Army Bill 

Major points in the newly enacted Of- 
ficer Personnel Act of 1!47 were set forth 
this week by Brig. Gen. John E. Dahl- 
quist, USA, Deputy Director of Person- 
nel and Administration. General Dahl- 
quist, under whose direction the War De- 
partment’s version of the Act was 
framed, gave six points indicating “what 
the Act does,” and two points “what the 
Act does not do.” General Dahlquist’s 
statement follows: 

“1. Assures sufficient officers in each 
grade at ull times aud permits promotion 
of officers to fill vacancies. This will 
mean, initially, that officers with 15-16 
years’ service will be permanent Lien- 
tenant Colonels; those with 10-11 years’ 
service will be Majors; those with six 
years’ service will be Captains. Under 
the previous law an officer could not be 
promoted regardless of shortage until he 
completed 3-10-17-23 years’ service. 

“2. Assures officers at all times, regard- 
less of vacancies, of permanent promo- 
tion to First Lieutenant, Captain, Major,

Promotion Bill Awaits 
Only Presidential OK 


The Army and Navy promotion bill, HR 
3830, was passed by the Senate and House 
on 26 July. 

The engrossed bill reached the White 
House 31 July to take its place among 
about 200 measures awaiting Presidential 
approval. Under the law the President 
has until 12 Aug. to sign the measure. 

There being no time for a conference 
committee study of the bill, Chairman 
Chan Gurney (R-SD) proposed a last- 
minute change in the Navy’s rank ceiling, 
which the upper house agreed to, so that 
the House would accept the Senate ver- 
sion immediately. 

Senator Gurney’s amendment, which he 
said would be necessary to ensure House 
approval of the bill, ga¥e the Navy a 
ceiling of four four-star Admirals, a com- 
promise between three voted by the House 
and five proposed originally by the Senate 
Committee on Armed Services. 

This leaves ceilings on four-star rank 
standing at five for the Army, four for the 
Navy, four for the Air Force, and one 
for the Marine Corps. 

The Senate also added a further safe- 
gard provision for the Corps of Engineers. 
In Section 502, which authorizes appoint- 
ment in Regular Army grades without 
specification of branch, arm, or service, 
the Senate added the following pvoviso: 

“That ass'gniments, transfers, and renssign- 
ments of officers of the Corps of Engineers 
to and from duties Involving the civil func- 
tions of the Corps of Engineers shall be made 
only by approval of the Secretary of War 
upon the recommendation of the Chief of En- 
gineers.” 

This amendment was proposed by Sena- 
tor C. W. Brooks (R-IIL.), who, with Sena- 
tor Gurney steered the bill through the 
Senate over the repeated objections of 
Senator Tom Connally (D-Tex.), who at 
one time held the 333-page bill to his 
mouth and protested that “I do not have 
to swallow 300 pages when I do not know 
what the 300 pages are about.” 

Senator John H. Overton (R-Ind.), 
who had proposed several amendments 
designed to favor the Corps of Engineers, 
protested that although the House Com- 
mittee had spent considerable time on the 
promotion bill, the Senate Committee had 
spent what he estimated to be only 12 
hours. 

Senator Spessard L. Holland (R-Fla.) 
protested that the promotion bill does not 
provide adequately for Air Corps officers 
under the newly-established U. 8. Air 
Force. He declared : 

“It seems to nie that In the Air Corps there 
is a peculiar necessity for providing very 
clearly that the membership of the selection 
boards shall reflect, at least In fair proportion, 
the constitution or constituency of the corps 
that is being passed upon by those selection 
boards, because there never will be a time 
when any more than a very small proportion 
—almost a neg'igible percentage—of the fly- 
ing officers will be graduates of the Acad- 
emies, unless there is a complete departure 
from what has been the case up to now.” 

Other Senators, however, praised the 
bill for terminating the Army’s automatic 
promotion-by-seniority system, and insti- 
tuting a selection system in its place.

Medical-Dental Pay Increased 

After considerable discussion, mostly in 
praise of the outstanding record of the 
Army and Navy Medical Departments in 
World War TI, the House of Representa- 
tives on 26 July passed by a vote of 148 
to 6 the bill to increase the pay of medical 
and dental officers. 


Because adjournment was nearing, the 
House did not insist on its own more 
liberal bill, but accepted the measure 
passed by the Senate which omits the 25 
per cent extra pay for specialists and per- 
mits the $100 a month extra for doctors 
and dentists to go on for only three to 
five years after which the Secretaries 
must report on the results. 


There was little vocal opposition to the 
measure, Representative MacKinnon (R- 
Minn.), being one who contended that to 
increase medical pay would “lower the 
morale of every other officer in the Armed 
Services.” He also contended that $100 a 
month is “not any substantial inducement 
te doctor in private practice, if he is any 
g Rad 


The text of the bill as enacted by Con- 
gress (it now is awaiting the President’s 
signature) is as follows: 


TITLE I 


Pay of Physicians, Surgeons, and Dentists 


Sec, 101. The Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 
(56 Stat, 359), as amended, is hereby further 
amended by inserting immediately after sec- 
tion I thereof the following new section: 


“Sec, 1A. (a) The term ‘commissioned offi- 
cers’, as used in this section, shall be in- 
terpreted to mean only (1) those commissioned 
officers of the Medical and Dental Corps of 
the Regular Army and Navy and commis- 
sioned medical and dental officers of the Regu- 
lar Corps of the Public Health Service who 
are on active duty on the effective date of this 
section; (2) those officers who are hereafter 
commissioned in the Medical and Dental Corps 
of the Regular Army and Navy or as medical 
and dental officers of the Regular corps of the 
Public Health Service during the 5-year period 
immediately following the effective date of 
this section; (3) such officers, now or hereafter 
commissioned in the Medical and Dental 
Corps of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the Naval 
Reserve, the National Guard, the Army of the 
United States, or as medical and dental offi- 
cers of the Reserve Corps of the Public Health 
Service, who may, during the 5-year period 
immediately following the effective date of 
this section, volunteer and be accepted for 
extended active duty of 1 year or longer; (4) 
general officers appointed from the Medical 
and Dental Corps of the Regular Army; the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, the National Guard, 
or the Army of the United States who are on 
active duty on the effective date of this sec- 
tion; (5) general officers who may hereafter 
be appointed from those officers of the Med- 
ical and Dental Corps of the Regular Army, 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the National 
Guard, or the Army of the United States 
who are included in (1), (2), or (3) above, 

“(b) In addition to any pay, allowances, or 
emoluments that they are otherwise entitled 
to receive, commissioned officers as defined 
in subsction (a) of this section shall be en- 
titled to pay at the rate of $100 per month 
for each month of active service following the 
date of enactment of this section: Provided, 
That such sum shall not be included in com- 
puting the amount of increase in pay author- 
ized by any other provision of law or in com- 
puting retired pay; Provided further, That 
the total amount which may be paid to any 
one officer under the authority contained in 
this section shall not exceed $36,000; And pro- 
vided further, That the commissioned officers 
described in subsection (a) (3) of this sec- 
tion shall receive the pay provided by this 
—— only during periods of volunteer 


Sec. 102. This title shall become effective 


on the first day of the first calendar month 
following its enactment, and the payments

TITLD Il 
Original Appointments of Medical and Dental 
Officers 


Sec. 201. Subject to any limitation of the 
commissioned strength of the Army and Navy 
prescribed by law the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, is hereby 
authorized to make original appointments to 
permanent commissioned grades, with rank 
not above that of colonel in the Medical and 
Dental Corps of the Army, and not above 
that of captain in the Medical and Dental 
Corps of the Navy in such numbers as the 
needs of the services may require. Such ap- 
pointments shall be made only from qualified 
civilian doctors of medicine and dentists who 
are citizens of the United States, and who 





shell have such other qualifications as the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe for their respective serv- 
ices. The doctors of medicine and dentists 
so appointed In the Navy shall be carried as 
additional numbers in rank, but shall not in- 
crease the authorized numbers of commis- 
sioned officers of the Medical and Dental Corps 
of the Regular Navy. The doctors of medicine 
and dentists so appointed in the Army shall 
be credited for purposes of promotion with 
the minimum number of years of service now 
or hereafter required for promotion of offi- 
cers of the Medical and Dental Corps to the 
grade in which appointed. 

Sec, 202. The Secretary of War and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy are authorized to prescribe 
from time to time such regulations as may 
be necessary for the administration of this 
title within their respective departments. 





Study Atom Tests 


Army and Navy atomic bomb experts 
met with civilian and military leaders of 
all Services 29 July in what is believed to 
have been a consideration of further atom 
bomb tests. Rumor had it that the dis. 
cussion centered around the advisability 
of holding the deep under-water test 
which was scheduled to follow the two 
experimental explosions held at Bikini 
last year. 

It was Secretary Forrestal’s first joint 
meeting since his appointment and con- 
firmation as Secretary of Defense. Also 
attending the meeting, which was held at 
the Pentagon, were Secretary of War 
Royall, who delayed his departure for 
Europe to be at the conference: Fleet Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, Chief of Staff 
to the President; Admiral W. H. P. 
Blandy, USN, who commanded the joint 
Bikini tests; and about 100 others. 





Processing Travel Claims 

Maj. Gen. Edmond H. Leavey. Army 
Chief of Transportation. this week asked 
the cooperation of military personne! and 
veterans who still have pending claims 
for reimbursement for travel performed 
or for transportation of personal and 
household effects and baggage. There are 
approximately 20.000 such claims await- 
ing adjudication and settlement. 

“Sneh a high number of claims ean not 
be redneed immediately or on short no- 
tice,” General Leavey said. “Some sort 
of a system had to he established. Con- 
sequently, all claims are adindicated in 
the order of priority that they sre re 
ceived. The only deviation from this rule 
will he for the settling of an estate of 
a deceased person. The public's under- 
standing and cooperation in this matter 
is urgently requested.” 

Tnder the present rate of adindication, 
with no changes in the number of per- 
sonnel working, and considering that 
adjudication and clerical time will be ap 
proximately equal, it is helieved that 
ahont eighty weeks will he required to 
reduce the hacklog to a current basis. 
This reduction in time has been made 
possible hy “stream-lining” the adjudica- 
tion process.

S the resnlt of a meticulous examina- 
tion of the personal records of several 
hundred officers of the Regular Army it 
was confirmed last winter thst there was 
a definite need for the adoption of some 
better merit measuring device. Withont 
a much more dependable index than is 
available such vital personnel actions as 
selection for promotion, separations, and 
special assignments in line with career 
management, would be practically impos- 
sible with fairness and impartiality to the 
ind vanenal ned and of positive bene- 

fit to the ¥ as a whole. 

Unevaluated efficiency reports, taken 
alone, provide at best an unreliable guide 
to the determination of true merit. The 
existing n»merical general efficiency rat- 
ings (GER’s), based only on certain 
selected sections of the efficiency reparts, 
are inadequate. But if the efficiency re- 
ports are combined by exnerienced officers 
with the 201 file and all other records 
pertaining to the individual a more ac- 
curate result is obtainable. Finally, by 
presenting for consideration such some- 
times obscure factors as the degree of re- 
sponsibility of the officer’s assignments, 
the exact relationship between him and 
his next superior, his background, job- 
rank relationship, the conditions under 
which his service was nerformed, etce.. 
a result is obtained which by actual test 
was found to be surprisingly and almost 
completely accurate for determining his 
characteristics, potentialities and limita- 
tions. 

Application to Selection 

A personnel bill which was before 
Congress, the passage of which then ap- 
peared probable and imminent, and which 
provided for the immediate application 
of the selective system for promotion in 
the higher grades, and the eventual ap- 
plication to all grades, required rapid 
action by the War Department to prod- 
duce an objective and valid basis for such 
action. In addition, there would be con- 
tinuing need for an objective and valid 
basis for use-in career management. 

Accordingly last April the War Depart- 
ment Personnel Records Board was es- 
tablished by the Secretary of War to 
analyze and brief the records of the 
officers of. the Regular Army. It started 
work at once and has continued since 
with the.examination, as a first priority, 
of the records of some 3,000 permanent 
colonels and lieutenant colonels. It is not 
an evaluation Board. It is charged with 
the presentation of the salient facts of 
an officer’s career, in a concise form, 
which can be employed readily and ac- 
curately by future selection or evaluation 
groups who will be charged with the ar- 
ranrement of officers in accordance with 
merit. 

The Board consists of two general offi- 
cers, twenty-five other senior officers, all 
with ten years’ service in the Regular 
Army or more, and the necessary re- 
corders and clerks. Lt. Gen. Lucian K. 
Truscott has been President of the Board 
since it formation. He has drawn upon 
his extended experience throughout a 
distingnished career to formulate the de- 
tails of its policies and procedures. 

All the records available in the War 
Department. irrespective of where they 
are maintained, pertaining to each offi- 
cer whose case is being examined. are 
Studied fully by a senior officer member 
of the Board selected for this duty be- 
cause of rank, experience and demon- 
Strated maturity of judgment. Each of 
these officers is felt to be fully qualified 
for the important task which has been as- 
signed to him. In studying each case they 
begin basically by discarding the great 
bulk of unessential data which clutters 
the records, and by selecting from the 
vital data remaining that which most 
accurately pictures the subject officer's 
accomplishments, characteristics, quali- 
fications and potential. Selection of es- 
sential data is by no means confined to 
efficiency reports. Information is recorded 
from recommendations for promotion and 
decorations; reclassification and disci- 
Plinary action; official and semi-official 
correspondence in the files; orders ; medi- 
cal records; and many other sources. 
When this condensation has been com- 
Pleted it is then charted on a form de-

are the forms devised by the War 
Department Personnel Records Board to 
provide a concise summary of the record 
of each officer of the Regular Army. These 
forms will be used by the various selec- 
tion boards set up under the new promo- 
tion bill. They also will be available for 
the selection of officers to attend higher 
schools, special assignments, for the use 
of the Career Management Branch, etc. 


The Board already hag been at work 
making out these brief forms for all 
colonels and lieutenant colonels of the 
Regular Army. When these have been 
completed it will proceed to the lower 
grades until similar forms have been 
completed for each officer of the Regular 
Army. At present this task is proceeding 
at the rate of about 150 completed forms 
each week. 

The forms reproduced herewith have 
been filled out to show its operation for 
an actual officer (the case is a true one 
with the name and identification dis- 
guised.) The “Notes” referred to in the 
horizontal line below the efficiency ratings 
in the uper chart, appear below that form 
and are as follows (based on an actual 
case):

‘tion division ; and Lt. Col. J. H. Nichaelis, 
aide to General Eisenhower. 

Meanwhile, General Omar N. Bradley, 
USA, Veterans Administrator, has made 
arrangements to leave 15 Aug. on the six- 
week tour of Army installations in Eu- 
rope and the Mediterranean which Presi- 
dent Truman announced last week he 
would take. The announcement ‘stated 
that General Bradley would be on leave 
of absence from the Veterans Administra- 
tion and would return to that post after 
the tour. However, it is the belief that 
the tour is being made in preparation for 
his eventual assumption of the office of 
Chief of Staff of the Army when General 
Pisenhower leaves to become President of 
Columbia University.

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New AGF Training Methods 


All Army Ground Forces recruits will 
receive the benefits of new training and 
off-duty programs tested successfully by 
the Ft. Knox, Ky., UMT Experimental 
Unit, it was announced this week by 
General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
Army Ground Forces. 

Basic training organizations which will 
revamp their training programs to com- 
ply with General Devers’ directive are 
the newly reactivated 4th Infantry Di- 
vision, Ft. Ord, Calif.; 5th Infantry Di- 
vision, Ft. Jackson, 8. C.; 9th Infantry 
Division, Ft. Dix, N. J., and the 8rd 
Armored Division at Ft. Knox. These 
units train all Army replacements other 
than those for Air Forces. 

Methods and policies to be adopted im- 
mediately by the four divisions, formerly 
designated Replacement Training 
Centers, include off-duty activity pro- 
gram, increased moral and _ religious 
guidance, instruction in “Citizenship and 
Merality” in the training schedule, and 
formation of local civilian advisory com- 
mittees, For disciplinary purposes, use of 
trainee courts and the demerit systems 
will be left to the discretion of the divi- 
sion commanders. 

This incorporation of proved UMT 
policies and methods into division train- 
ing procedure, was brought about through 
the findings of a board of officers formed 
by General Devers and composed of Maj. 
Gen. W. W. Eagles, Commanding General, 
9th Infantry Division, Ft. Dix, N. J.; Maj. 
Gen. J. A. Doe, Commanding General, 4th 
Infantry Division, Ft. Ord, Calif.; Brig. 
Gen. J. M. Devine, Commanding General, 
UMT Experimental Unit, Ft. Knox; Brig. 
Gen. J. H. Church, Commanding General, 
5th Infantry Division, Ft. Jackson, S. C., 
and Brig. Gen. R. T. Maddocks, Com-

Two Worlds, Says Gen. Devers 


While the United States’ vote has 4). 
ways been for one world, our vote “has 
invariably been countered with a veto, 
and we now have two worlds,” General 
Jacob L. Devers, AGF Commander, said 
28 July in addressing a Soldiers and 
Sailors Reunion in Salem, Il. 

“Our efforts at disarmament through 
the United Nations,” General Devers said, 
“beginning with an epen and above board 
offer to disarm ourselves of our most 
powerful weapon, have been defeated, 
Our efforts to set up a world security 
police force have been thwarted. Our con. 
cern at threats to the political and terri- 
torial integrity of small nations has been 
branded as ‘imperialism,’ by those who 
are themselves the aggressive imperial- 
ists. 

“In short, we are forced to recognize 
the fact that there is, as yet, no interna- 
tional security within the framework of 
the United Nations. Nor is there any na- 
tional security fur any of its member 
states.” 








Colonel Murray’s Sentence 

HQ Eighth Army, Yokohama—Lt. Gen. 
Robert L. Eichelberger, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Eighth Army, has approved so much 
of the sentence adjudged against Col. 
Edward Jackson Murray ag provided for 
dismissal from the service, total for- 
feiture of pay and coufinement at hard 
labor for eight years. Colonel Murray was 
originally sentenced by an eight man 
court martial to ten years’ hard labor. 
The sentence was reduced by General 
Eichelberger because of the Colonel’s war 
record. The sentence is subject to confir- 
mation by the Secretary of War. 

Colonel Murray, former Bank of Japan 
Custodian, was found guilty 29 May on 
charges of misappropriation of property 
in custody of the United States, false 
declarations to U. S. customs, and con- 
duct unbecoming an officer. Colonel Mur- 
ray is at present in the Eighth Army 
stockade. Date of his return to the States 
has not been determined.

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Sec. Forrestal Presents DSM’s 

In the presence of a large gathering of 
ranking admirals of the Navy, Secretary 
of Defense Forrestal on 29 July presented 
Distinguished Service Medals to Admiral 
W. H. P. Blandy, USN, Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam E. Riley, USMC, and Capt. Harry 
Raymond Thurber, USN. 

The ceremony took place in the Secre- 
tary’s office under the floodlights of news- 
reel and news photographers with the 
Secretary reading the citations, pinning 
on the medals, and personally congratu- 
lating each of the three officres. 

The citations were as follows: 

Admiral Blandy 

“For exceptionally meritorious service to 
the Government of the United States in a 
duty of great responsibility as Commander, 
Joint Task Force ONE, during Operation 
CROSSROADS, from January 11 to Novem- 
ber 1, 1946. Admiral (then Vice Admiral) 
Blandy displayed sound judgment, broad 
vision and initiative in organizing, planning 
and directing the activities of a Joint Army- 
Navy Task Force during Operation CROSS- 
ROADS. His leadership and high standards of 
performance inspired the confidence and 
loyalty of a large Task Force which include? 
not only Military and Naval personnel but 
also civilian elements, Successful in complet- 
ing an operation of vast scope and of great 
importance to the future defense of the 
United States, he rendered distinctive service 
to the Navy and to his country. Admiral 
Blandy’s courage, determination and out- 
standing performance of duty reflect the 
highest credit upon himself and the United 
States Naval Service.”

“For exceptionally meritorious service to 
the Government of the United States in a 
duty of great responsibility as Assistant War 
Plans Officer and subsequently as Assistant 
Chief of Staff, War Plans, on the Staff of the 
Commander, South Pacific Area and South 
Pacific Force, from 22 July 1943 to 8 April 
1944. Displaying profound knowledge of the 
eapabilities and limitations of all arms in- 
volved in amphibious warfare as well as pains- 
taking care and sound judgment in plan- 
ning, Brigadier General Riley was instru- 
mental in formulating plans for the assault 
of Vella Lavella, Bougainville, Green and 
Emirau Islands which materially advanced 
the progress of the war and resulted in the 
saving of large numbers of lives of Allied 
troops.

“For exceptionally meritorious service to 
the Government of the United States in a 
duty of great responsibility as Assistant Chief 
of Staff and Operations Officer and, during 
certain periods of planning and combat op- 
erations, as Acting Chief of Staff, on the 
Staff of the Commander, South Pacific Area, 
from December 24, 1942, to March 24, 1944. 
Particularly qualified for this assignment by 
his sound grasp of the overall strategic as- 
pects of sea, air and amphibious warfare and 
by his keen knowledge of every Naval Weapon 
together with its most advantageous employ- 
ment, Captain Thurber discharged his exact- 
ing responsibilities with sound and coura- 
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Secretary of Defense Forres- 
tal presenting the Distin- 
guished Medal to Capt. Harry 
Raymond Thurber, USN, at 
ceremonies in his office 29 
July.

Monoplanes for Primary Flight 

The Navy plans to abandon use of light 
biplanes for primary training of Naval 
Aviators, and in the future will solo all 
students in the SNJ Texan. The Navy 
found many disadvantages in learning to 
fly a very light biplane, when ultimately 
one must fly heavy, high-speed mono- 
planes. 

The change-over is expected to give the 
Navy better aviators “in a shorter period 
of time, and at less cost,” the Navy an- 
nounced. The SNJ’s have been used suc- 
cessfully in an experimental program at 
the Naval Air Training Command, Cor- 
pus Christi, since March, under Rear 
Adm, Clifton A. F. Sprague, USN. 

The SNJ Texan has retractable landing 
gear, flaps, controllable pitch propeller, 
radio equipment. and is fully equipped 
for instrument flight. Weighing approxi- 
mately 6000 pounds when loaded, it has 
flight characteristics similar to those of 
the present-day single-engine combat air- 
craft. 





Adm. Standley Foresees Trouble 

Admiral William H. Standley, USN- 
Ret., former Chief of Naval Operations 
and former Ambassador to Russia, told 
a meeting of U. S. Naval Academy 
Alumni in San Diego 17 July that the 
entire world seems to be waiting for a 
handout from the United States and that 
he foresees more trouble, especially in 
China and India. 

He stressed the futility of appropriat- 
ing some 400 millions to fight Communism 
in Europe, while at the same time sharp- 
ly cutting appropriations for the Armed 
Forces at a time when we need, above all, 
a show of great strength. He stated that 
he believes that the United Nations has 
reached the limits of its tolerance of 
vetoes and of every other form of ob- 
struction by Russia. He stressed the 
futility of the U. N. Organization until its 
Constitution is radically altered, and un- 
til its decisions are backed up by strong 
enforcing agency of Armed Forces. He 
warned that unless vigorous action is 
taken that the U. N. might ultimately be- 
come as dead as the old League of Na- 
tions, and that the proposed multi-mil- 
lion dollar U. N. Center in New York 
might well become just another tomb- 
Stone such as the old League of Nations 
building in Geneva.

Midshipmen’s Cruise 


The first Midshipmen’s Practice Squad- 
ron of the U. S. Navy to visit Europe in 
nine years has sailed for Cuba after a 
month’s stay in northern WBuropean 
waters, where our warships and person- 
nel attracted particularly favorable at- 
tention. 

Ten thousand Officers, Midshipmen and 
Enlisted Men, including both Regulars 
and a large number of Reservists who are 
on leave from civilian occupations, were 
put ashore by the two battleships, two 
aircraft carriers, four destroyers of the 
squadron, and various other ships which 
serviced them during their stay on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

While on general liberty and during or- 
ganized sightseeing tours they visited the 
ports of Rosyth, Scotland; Goteborg, 
Sweden; Copenhagen, Denmark; Oslo, 
Norway; Portsmouth, Plymouth, Green- 
wich and Woolwich, England, and many 
nearby cities, including Stockholm, 
Sweden; Edinburgh, Scotland, and Lon- 
don. 

There was not a single case of mis- 
behavior on the part of any member of 
the squadron, and their conduct was the 
subject of widespread praise from the 
general public, the press and Government 
and local officials in each of the countries 
visited. 

Their performance was particularly 
gratifying to Admiral Richard L. Conolly, 
Commander of U. S. Naval Forces, East- 
ern Atlantic and Mediterranean, who was 
in operational command of the squadron 
during the European phase of the cruise, 
and Rear Adm. John Perry, Commander 
of Carrier Division Six and tactical com- 
mander of the squadron. 

Admiral Conolly received a number of 
complimentary letters from officials of 
towns and cities visited. 

Somewhat typical of press comments 
made throughout the cruise is this ex- 
cerpt from the 28 June edition of The 
Edinburgh Scotsman. 

x . The crowd of eager, well set-up, 
polite and vigorous young men, in their blue 
uniforms and white caps, who have en- 
livened Edinburgh this week, leave us to- 
day to continue their practice cruise in 
other waters; and we sha!] miss them, Their 
behavior has given an excellent impression 
of the American Navy, and must have done 
much to further an even better understand- 
ing between the peoples of Scotland and 
America.” 

While in Europe the squadron’s ships 
were provisioned by U. S. Navy fleet aux- 
iliaries to prevent depletion of foodstocks 
in the countries visited during the cruise. 
In addition, personnel going ashore in 
communities where foodstocks were par- 
ticularly low took lunch boxes with them.

Test VOS Seaplane 


Successful rough water landing tests, 
carried out under severe conditions of 
strong winds and high waves, have been 
completed by the latest version of the 
Navy scout observation seaplane, the 
Curtiss SC-2 Seahawk at the Naval Air 
Test Center, Patuxent, Md. 

The single-place Navy scout observation 
plane passed all tests successfully. Some- 
times almost completely covered by spray 
and water thrown up during its landing 
and take-off runs, the plane recorded dam- 
age only of a minor nature, and the tests, 
part of the routine service acceptance 
trials for a plane of its type, were con- 
sidered eminently successful. To improve 
its role as a search and rescue plane, a 
permanent seat located inside the fuse- 
lage has been installed.

Coast Guard, approximately 450 com- 
missioned officers will be released or re- 
vert to lower grades on 1 Sept. 

The Secretary of the Treasury last 
week approved the report of the Officer 
Selection Board recommending this re- 
duction. The board had been in session 
at Headquarters for the past few months. 

After these reductions in rank are 
effected, a total of about 1,840 commis- 
sioned officers will be left on active duty 
in the Coast Guard.

data to the Weather Bureau of the De- 
partment of Commerce and in addition 
while on weather stations furnish radio- 
beacon service, act as plane guards and 
render assistance when necessary. The 
Coast Guard enforces the Svonge Fish- 
ing Act and certain quarantine laws. In 
addition to these responsibilities there 
are the duties specifically entrusted to 
it by Congress in acts passed to imple- 
ment international treaties and agree- 
ments such as the International Ice 
Patrol, the Northern Pacific Halibut Act, 
the Pelagic Deep Sea Sealing Act, the 
Whaling Treaty Act, and the Migratory 
Bird Act. The Coast Guard also, under 
Pxecutive Order, assists in keeping open 
channels and harbors by means of ice 
breaking. within the reasonable demands 
of commerce. 

The act of 28 Jan. 1915, establishing 
the Coast Guard, as amended, provides 
that it shall be “a military service and 
constitute a branch of the land and naval 
forces of the United States at all times” 
operating under the Treasury in time of 
peace and as part of the Navy in time 
of war or when the President shall so 
direct. 

To assure the continuance of its peace- 
time program, and the availability of its 
forces in time of war, the Coast Guard 
maintains its own Academy, comparable 
to the sister institutions at West Point 
and Annapolis. This Academy has now 
reverted to its normal four-year course 
of training. graduates being commissioned 
in the regular service. 

On August 4th, many of our stations 
and vessels will hold “open house” and 
I hope that citizens throughout the 
country will avail themselves of this 
opportunity to become acquainted with 
the Coast Guard’s facilities, and to learn 
further of its activities and services per- 
formed in the public interest.

The 1,840 officers will include approxi- 
mately 830 Regular officers, about 550 
Reserve officers, including those on mer- 
chant marine inspection duty, and 460 
officers temporarily promoted from war- 
rant and enlisted grades. 


Public Law 219 also contains authority | 








for the Coast Guard to integrate the 
merchant marine inspection officers into 
the Regular Establishment. Bligible for 
this integration are 463 former employees 
of the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation, formerly under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce.

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B-29 Carries 42,000 Ib. Bomb 


Modification of a B-29 Superfortress for 
the Army Air Forces to enable it to 
carry a 42,000-pound bomb developed by 
the Ordnance Department has been com- 
pleted at the Wichita Division plant of 
the Boeing Aircraft Company. A portion 
of the body section under the wing was 
cut away to make sufficient space for the 
huge case of the bomb. i 

Aluminum alloy reinforcements, were 
placed throughout the bomb bay area. 
Quarter-inch aluminum alloy plates were 
attached to the catwalks in the bomb bay 
to provide adequate support for the bomb. 
The rear bomb bay doors were removed 
and the front bay doors were cut away to 
allow the nose of the bomb to protrude. 
When the bomb is attached to the Super- 
fortress, approximately half of the mis- 
sile hangs below the normal surface of 
the B-29 fuselage. 

The bomb is held in place by two mul- 
tiple-link chains, each approximately 414 
inches wide. When the bomb release is 
activated, one end of each chain falls free 
and the bomb drops from the plane. The 
chaing are then drawn up into the bomb 
bay by means of an electric motor. When 
the B-29 takes off with the 42,000-pound 
bomb, it will have the heaviest bomb load 
ever carried aloft by an airplane.

Photographing every ineh of terrain be- 
tween Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio and 
Bolling Field, Washington, D. C., the 
Army’s newest photographic plane, the 
jet-propelled FP-80, arrived at Bolling 
Field to participate in the Air Force Day 
activities exactly 51 minutes after it took 
off from the Ohio base. 

Streaking through the skies at 450 
miles an hour at an altitude of 42,500 feet 
the photo ship traveled over, and photo- 
graphed, a trail which early Americans 
needed 150 years to build. 

Lt. Jack Sullivan, the flying photogra- 
pher who piloted the converted “Shooting 
Star” shot one continuous strip of photo- 
graphs 25 feet long that show an area 
of 16,000 square miles of terrain. Upon 
his arrival at Bolling Field Lt. Sullivan 
stated that it took longer to reach his 
eight mile altitude than it did to fly on 
into Washington.

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AAF Non-coms Help Run Units 

In a move unprecedented in the history 
of the Army Air Forces, squadron com- 
manders have been directed to avail 
themselves of the long years of training 
and experience of senior noncommissioned 
officers in the operation and administra- 
tion of their units. 

The directive was issued by Gen. 
George C. Kenney, commanding the Stra- 
tegic Air Command, Wash., and is to 
be placed into effect immediately at Ft. 
Worth Army Air Field, Tex., Davis- 
Monthan Field, Tucson, Ariz., Roswell 
Army Air Field, N. M., and Kearney 
Army Air Field, Neb., all Eighth Air 
Force bases and part of SAC. . 

According to General Kenney, “elder 
statesmen” noncoms are the elements 
around which a military unit is built 
and being models for other enlisted per- 
sonnel, are to be given added responsibili- 
ties. 

In general, the plan provides for the 
election of a committee of five non- 
commissioned officers by the master, tech- 
nical and staff sergeants of the squadron. 
Only noncoms of those grades are eligi- 
ble for committee membership and the 
unit first sergeant is the only permanent 
member. A new council will be elected 
quarterly thereby permitting diversifica- 
tion of views and permitting all noncoms 
to assist in the operation and administra- 
tion of the squadron. 

All enlisted men will be invited to sub- 
mit complaints, grievances or recom- 
mendations relating to the unit’s welfare. 
Men may appear before the council singly 
or in groups of five to voice their views. 
According to the directive, the soldier 
council will concern itself with conditions 
pertaining to its squadron except where 
applicable to the entire air base such as 
improvements to post exchanges, consoli- 
dated messes, libraries, cafeterias, gym- 
nasiums, etc. All matters considered by 
the committee will then be submitted to 
the squadron commander for required ac- 
tion when possible.

Air Force officers. 

The AAF received messages of felici- 
tations from the Secretary of the Navy, 
the Chief of Naval Operations, and the 
Commandant of the Coast Guard. Troops 
of the 82d Airborne Infantry Division, 
Fort Bragg, took active part in Air Force 
Day ceremonies at Selfridge Field, Mit- 
chel Field, and Randolph Field. 

General Jacob Devers, USA, Comman¢- 
ing General, Army Ground Forces, spoke 
before the New Jersey Wing of the Air 
Force Association at Newark Airport as 
a highlight of the Newark ceremonies. 

General Car] Spaatz, USA, Command- 
ing General of the AAF, addressed the 
Air Force Day banquet in Washington. 
Citing control of the air as the first re 
quirement of peace, he declared: 

“So long as we control the air ap 
proaches to our country, we can hope to 
preserve democracy no matter what the 
intentions of any enemy, anywhere. That 
was true in 1907: we didn’t know it then, 
It is true in 1947; we do know it now.” 

The Air Force Day dinner, sponsored by 
the Air Force Association and the Aero 
Club, heard Secretary of Commerce 
Averell Harriman as principal speaker.

James H. Doolittle, president of the AAF, 
was master of caremonies. 

Maj. Gen. William E. Kepner, USA, 
Commanding General of the Technical 
Division of Air Traini>g Command, Scott 
Field, IL, gave an Air Force Day speech 
in Pittsburgh. 

Overseas, Air Force Day observances 
were held in Tokyo, Wiesbaden, Hickam 
Field, and Clark Field. Aerial shows at 
Tokyo and Wiesbaden included fighters, 
bombers and cargo planes of the AAF.

A feature of the day’s aerial activities 
was a flight over Bast Coast cities by the 
16 Lincoln four-engine bombers of Squad- 
ron 617 of the British Royal Air Force, 
which are visiting this country. 

AAF installations in the San Antonio 
area, including Kelly, Randolph and 
Brooks Fields, and the San Antonio AAF 
Military Training Center, staged an air 
show in connection with a full day’s pro 
gram. The air show included B-29’s and 
Lockheed P-80 Shooting Stars, flying to- 
gether; North American P-51 Mustangs 
dive bombing and perfroming acrobatics 
with P-80s; North American B-25 
Mitchells and Martin B-26 Marauders 
racing and skip-bombing; helicopter and 
air evacuation demonstrations; an aerial 
combat and low-level bombing demon- 
stration, and airborne troops parachut- 
ing from troop carrier planes.

HD first session of the 80th Congress saw considerable progress toward attain- 

ment of the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL’s editorial objectives as set forth in its 
“Priority List” carried at the top of this column during the life of that session. In the 
face of threats to cut appropriations by as high as 25 per cent, the total Army, Navy, 
and Air budget suffered a reduction of only approximately five per cent, thus permit- 
ting progress toward the building of trained and equipped post-war Regular estab- 
lishments. Through the Atomic Energy Commission and the new National Science 
Foundation, as well as through the Joint Research and Development Board, the 
Office of Naval Research, and the Research and Development Division of the War 
Department General Staff, we are in a position to carry on scientific research in 
atomic bombs, biological and radioactive agents, and the defenses against them. New 
promotion systems, designed to prevent the necessity of reverting all officers to their 
lower temporary ranks after the official end of the war, have been enacted and will 
soon be put to the test of actual operation. The Service Schools, including the Na- 
tional War College, the Armed Forces Staff College, and the Industrial College of 
the Armed Forces, have grown in operation and prestige and their standing will 
increase under the new unification program. High objectives have been set for the 
National Guard and for the Reserve Components, but despite efforts of the War 
Department and of patriotic National Guard and Reserve officers to build up these 
organizations, their actual strengths lag. To fill out these units, as well as to afford 
protective training to all our youths, Congress must pass the Universal Military 
Training program. Thus far only the House Committee on Armed Services has acted, 
which at least is a start for it means that the matter will be unfinished business be- 
fore the House when the next session convenes. While progress has been made along 
many lines there yet remains much to be done. Particularly pressing are Service pay 
and the related problem of rebates via the income tax, and the necessity of providing 
proper retirement rights for the Regular Army. Despite lagging pay scales and in- 
creased costs, Congress has moved to terminate even the small tax exemptions here- 
tofore granted active personnel. To meet this situation, pay scales must be boosted, 
both for the active and retired lists. Retirement in highest temporary war ranks, now 
provided for the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, must in all equity be extended 
to include the officers and enlisted men of the Army. Widows’ pensions, too, 
demand attention, the only increase passing both Houses of this Congress being that 
for widows of Civil and Spanish War veterans. To bring about these further needed 
reforms, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL will give its best efforts. 


OW that we are to have selection for promotion, let us give such credit as is due 

to the old system of seniority, which in spite of its many defects, served the 
country so well from the time of the establishment of the Republic until it was aban- 
doned in the case of the Navy in 1907 and now in that of the Army and United States 
Air Force in 1947. In this age of streamlining for atomic warfare the disposition is 
to regard as archaic practically everything done in the past and this extends even to 
the fundamental principles of war which never change except in the method of their 
application. As we review the campaign achievements of the old Army and Navy and 
Marine Corps, we find responsible for them successive devoted bands of officers and 
higher ranks of enlisted men who, grousing with reason about their many years in 
low grades with low pay, nevertheless in times of peace and pacifism, labored with 
intelligence and zeal to prepare the country for war and in doing so eked out to the 
last penny the niggardly appropriations made available to them. They were sustained 
in the determination to continue in the Services by their patriotism and their keen 
interest in the art of war, and by the security afforded them, which is not so true under 
the new law. It was these soldiers and sailors and later the air men who were ready 
for duty in the overseas wars of the last half century. From them came a host of 
leaders who had spent years in low grades before being selected for high command, 
leaders who commanded armies, fleets and air forces, and in the discharge of their 
responsibilities applied the experience they had gained in the inferior ranks. Shining 
examples of this fact are Pershing; Marshall, the two MacArthurs, Eisenhower, Brad- 
ley, Clark, Dewey, Leahy, King, Nimitz, Halsey, Mitchell, Arnold, Spaatz, and num- 
erous others who gained distinction. There was dead wood in those days, there were 
mediocrity, and worse still, incompetency, and it was well nigh impossible to get rid of 
the poor and worthless kind of timber. But the earnest officers of the time needed no 
other spur than their devotion to the art of war. The aim of the selection law is to 
apply a lesson of war and eliminate incompetence before hostilities begin, and while 
this is an ideal which everyone must approve, it is obvious that the greatest care must 
be observed to prevent the discard of officers with the qualifications that war needs. 
Many of the criticisms of the proposed law, which, without identification of the 
authors and now destroyed, we furnished to Congress, were effective in causing 
changes, but there remains the fear of injustice from mal-administration. Experience 
forced the Navy to ask Congress to make important changes in its promotion system, 
and informed deviations were made from it in the system fixed for the Army and 
United States Air Force. We are confident that the Departments of the Army, Navy 
and Air intend to,apply the law with the utmost fairness, an essential policy in the 
interest of morale, and a moral responsibility in view of the enormous power the law 
gives those Departments over the lives and careers of our officers. Cliques must not 
be allowed to form, in fact nothing done to arouse suspicion that political or ambi- 
tious or selfish interest is entering in any way into selections for promotion, or, also 
we suggest, in the matter of assignments to Arms and Services. Congress should and

_ SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The Reds continued this week to add fuel to the fire which is 
keeping the international situation boiling hot, and with its propaganda pot Is empha- 
sizing the blackness of the American kettle. Action for the integration of Eastern 
European economy and mutual support has been practically accomplished, and the 
stage is set for expanded battle with the Marshall plan. Finnish trains have heen re- 
quired to black out when approaching Soviet fortified bases on the Gulf of Finland, 
and Sweden has made complaints at Soviet espionage in her restricted military area, 
which followed immediately upon her participation in the Paris Marshall plan con- 
ference. Further flouting the Yalta agreement for the establishment of Democratic 
government, the Red regime of Roumania, has repressed the Peasant Party. China 
is protesting against Soviet activities in Mongolia, and Moscow retorts with the state- 
ment that our intervention in Greece has caused agitation in other parts of the world 
in order to obtain our financial or military aid. At the meeting of the United Nations 
Security Council at Lake Suecess on Thursday, Russia used her vete, this for the 
eleventh time, and killed the majority approved American proposal to establish and 
maintain peace in the Balkans. The Soviet action is but another demonstration of the 
determination of the Kremlin not to cooperate with the Western System—hostility to 
the Marshall plan again was shown at Lake Success—and to continue the policy of 
seeking politica! domination through refusal really to meet the United States at any 
point. The Balkans, known breeder of wars, have become a greater issue for us than 
was dreamed of before the war. The fate of this region, indeed in large measure 
world peace, is at stake in the conflict of the political, economic and moral powers be- 
tween Russia and ourselves, with the British on the side lines, Realization of the 
danger in the situation has caused Secretary Marshall to decide to press for recon- 
sideration of the Balkan question by the Security Council and if that effort fails as 
is expected. then an appeal will be made to the General Assembly when it meets in 
the Fall. Repeated Soviet use of the veto is making she United Nations a fatuous or- 
ganization save for its value to Moscow in spreading communistic propaganda. We, 
on the other hand. have made no such use of the UN. Indeed in the matter of foreign 
brondcasts we have had to reduce the service 40 per cent because of lack of funds. 
There is rising in our country a strong sentiment for suggesting that the United Na- 
tions adjourn until the time when sufficient peace prevails to enable harmonious nexo- 
tintions and settlements. The smaller nations, unless backed, as by Russia in the case 
of the Balkans, fully understand that their disputes will be determined by the Big 
Powers accordingly as the interests of those Powers direct. The British Government 
has offered to arbitrate in the Indonesian war and the United States supperting It 
has expressed a willingness to make a loan to the Dutch Government either directly 
or to recommend that the International Bank do so. Meanwhile Australia and India 
have brought the war before the Security Council of the United Nations, Australia 
on the basis that it constitutes a breach of the peace and India on the grounds that it 
is likely to endanger peace if it continues. Subsequently, the United States made an 
offer to arbitrate, which the Dutch UN indicated would be accepted after “law and 
order” has been reestablished. On this basis the Council postponed cousideration of 
Australia’s “branch of peace” plea. 

Britain’s desperate financial and economic crisis has caused the Atlee Govern- 
ment to consider the reduction of the strength of its occupation force in Germany. We 
had intended to cut our Occupation Force on 1 July to 93 thousand men, but develop- 
ments, probably in connection with Britain’s situation, caused the abandonment of 
this plan. On the ground that she just simply cannot afford the expenditure, the 





British wished to place upon the agenda of the impending conference on means to. 


increase Ruhr coal production, a proposal for the United States to accept a greater 
share of the occupation costs of the two zones than its present 50 per cent. We re- 
fused to permit this proposal to be discussed. As to the Ruhr, the report of Mr. Robert 
Moses of New York City, who investigated mine operations there, declares there will 
be no early rapid rise in coal production unless and until there is a totally different 
kind of management and control than those which now prevail. “The dullest mind,” 
Mr. Moses says, “ean realize that there is not the remotest hope of reaching this goal 
(400,000 tons daily) in any reasonable length of time unless there is a prompt drastic 
reorganization and change of policies.” The British will not like what Mr. Moses says 
of their administration and policy. 

Secretary of War Royall has arrived in Germany and is discussing with General 
Clay all questions of importance in connection with the military Government of that 
defexnted enemy state. General Clay is quoted as saying that he is not engaged “in 
any feud whatsoever” with the State Department, but.it is unfortunate that press 
reports have exaggerated the General’s protest of the State Department’s last minute 
cancellation of the new level for industry plan for Germany. This cancellation was 
due to French objection. At the forthcoming meeting of Messrs Marshall, Bevin and 
Bidault, it is expected that an agreement will be made on the future policy to be 
pursued in Germany based largely upon the Marshall plan. Accompanying Secretary 
Royall to Germany are: Col. Raymond M. Cheseldine, Civil Affairs Division; Col. 
Frank T. Folk, Office of the Assistant Secretary of War; Col. Sidney F. Giffin, Plans 
and Operations Division; Lt. Col. Arthur W. Allen, jr., Aide; and Lt. Col. John K. 
Waters, Aide. , 

Army Reserves—Col. William H. Neblett, President of the Reserve Officers Asso- 
ciation, said yesterday the “professional militarists” of the nation are ignoring plans 
for a citizen defense force in the historic civilian concept of national security. In an 
article featured in the August issue of 7'he Reserve Officer, Colonel Neblett said the 
present military establishment is based upon a Japanese and German concept which 
the War Department officially has condemned, but actually is fostering. 

In War Department Circular 119 (24 April 1946), Colonel Neblett said, the Ger- 
man and Japanese concepts of a military force are disapproved because in the German 
and Japanese armies the function of a citizen soldier was that of a private, or, at most, 
a noncommissioned officer. Their system was to build a professional army, to which 
citizens would be added as fillers, with no plan for developing “the latent military 
leadership and genius of the people as a whole.” 

Colonel Neblett asserted that “if the War Department had kept its promise to 
build the sort of army it approved in Circular 119,” the nation now would likely have 
“more than 5,000,000 organized reserves,” Instead, he pointed out, emphasis has gone 
into a “small” regular army of 1,070,000 and a Regular Navy of 652,000, both costing 
an aggregate of more than ten billion dollars per year. . 

The War Department, the Colonel added, “seems to have abandoned all plang for 
@ reserve except insofar as it will serve as a pool from which to recruit the Regular

Army to planned strength. ... The plan of the professional fs to have such a huge 
regular force that there will be no need for a citizen reserve. ..." 


The Income Tax—In the face of rising costs of living and in spite of the efforts 
being made to attract and keep efficient personnel in the permanent establishments, 
Congress, in the closing hours of its first session, rushed through a bill carrying a pro 
vision which will terminate all military income tax exemptions for active duty per. 
sonnel after 31 Dec. 1948. Thus, the special $1,500 military exemption now given 
conunissioned personnel and the complete income tax exemption granted enlisted 
personnel will apply to this year’s and next year's tax, after which all those on 
active duty will be subject to the full force of the income tax even to the extent of 
having the withholding tax applied to their monthly checks. The incongruity of draft- 
ing and enacting legislation to attract qualified personnel into the Services and then 
passing other bills to require them to refund part of their salaries to their employer 
would seem to be apparent to all. Yet the measure was passed on the consent calendar 
without objection, although one member, Senator McMahon (D.-Conn.) did call 
attention to the fact that “only a few days ago we increased the pay of doctors in 
the Army $10) a month” and asked Senator Millikin (R.-Colo.), who was handling the 
measure on the floor, if he had “taken into consideration the fact that this provision 
would about take that increase away.” Senator Millikin replied that he had taken 
that fact into consideration and also had taken into consideration that by extending 
the exemption through 1948, instead of only through the current year as the House 
bill had provided, he was decreasing the revenue of the Treasury by “millions of 
dollars.” While the members thus admitted that Congress is taking back in taxes 
the increases it granted to some categories of officers, it is to be hoped that the Joint 
Pay Recommendations which the Departments are preparing will be strong enough 
to drive home to Congress the hardships such a policy will wark on Service personnel 
and the damage it will do to morale and efficiency, that either complete exemption 
from income taxes or pay increases sufficient to compensate for them will be granted 
Either course should include the pay of retired personnel, who even now, are hard 
hit by the dual blow of loss of pay below their active duty income plus the full force of

Signal Corps—Col. Panl lL. Neal. Commanding Officer of the Signal Corps Engi- 
neering Laboratories, has been appointed a War Department Associate Member of 
the Committee on Electronics established by the Joint Research and Development 
Board. 

Lt. Col. John C, Monahan has been designated Chief, Military Training Branch, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, succeeding Col. Floyd T. Gillespie who has been 
assigned to the European Command at Frankfurt, Germany. 

The first peacetime Signal Corps Supply School in the history of the Corps, now 
mid-way through its second course at Camp Holabird, Baltimore, is preparing for 
the third course, scheduled to begin 8 Sept. 1947. The five months’ work, ending early 
in February 1948, will cover all phases of supply duties and depot operations, both in 
the Zone of the Interior and overseas, Officers desiring to be enrolled in the School 
should make application through channels to the Chief Signal Officer. A required 
qnalification is completion of the Officers’ Basic Course (Signal Corps) or equivalent 
experience or training. 

Col. George A. Bicher, Signal Corps, has been awarded the Most Excellent Order 
of the British Empire in the degree of Honorary Officer for “the provision of intel- 
ligence of the greatest operational value to the British and United States forces.” 
Col. Bicher is at present ussigned to the Army Security Agency. 


Finance Department—Col. Carl Witcher, Finance Officer, U. S. Army, Washing- 
ton, D. C., completed 40 years of active service recently. He entered the Army on 5 
July 1907 from Witcherville, Arkansas, which was founded by and named after his 
grandfather. Colonel Witcher joined the Finance Department in January, 1921, and 
for many years Was associated with the Army Finance School when it was located in 
Washington. 

The Finance Office, U. S. Army, Washington, in addition to paying military and 
civilian personnel of the War Department in the Washington area, pays for the trans- 
portation of Army personnel and supplies. During fiscal year 1945, the Transportation 
Division of Colonel Witcher’s office, headed by Lt. Col. R. L. Brightwell, paid 14,632,- 
438 transportation instruments involving $1,876,467,331.35 as compared with $64,121,- 
057.61 worth of business in fiscal year 1941. 

Peak monthly disbursements for the Washington finance office, which includes 
the disbursing office in the Pentagon, reached $1,017,988.295.54 during May, 1946, and 
a peak of $915,234.025.28 was taken in as collections during March, 1946. Disburse- 
ments for June, 1947, reached $636,644,977.24 and collections were $464,260,006.81, 
Colonel Witcher also acts as the custodian of many trust funds of the War Department, 
such as the Kermit Roosevelt Memorial Fund; carries several special deposit accounts 
in connection with payments to certain foreign nationals on duty in the United States; 
acts as the funding agent for overseas disbursing officers by replenishing their official] 
disbursing accuunts with the Treasury as necessary. 


Naval Air Transport Service—An inspection of some of the stations served by 
NATS in the Caribbean was made recently by ComNATSLant and ComNATS Opera- 
tions Officer. Among their comments was high praise for the facilities and services fur- 
nished to NATS by NAS Guantanamo and NAS Coco Solo. It was stated that the 
terminal facilities pravided at these stations including many items for the comfort 
of passengers and plane crews were among the best at any stations where NATS op- 
erates. 

At a formal inspection on 30 June Comdr. R. L. Friede, AVH, USN, relieved 
Comdr. K. L. Gage, AVH, USN, as Commander, Air Ferry Squadron One. 

A space control school for air transport officers and others expecting duty with 
detachments was set up at NAB Agana on 14 July. Two hour classes are held twice 
daily. The syllabus, covering most of the complex problems that confront an ATO, is 
of 20 days’ duration. 


National Guard—The Guard now is active in every State, the Territory of Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and the District of Columbia, following authorization recently granted 
for Nevada to organize her National Guard units. Authority to organize the Nevada 
National Guard units was granted following a personal visit to the National Guard 
Bureau by Brig. Gen. Marlowe M. Merrick, newly-appointed Adjutant General of 
Nevada, who said the Guard had not been organized previously because the state 
legislature made no appropriation for it. . 

During the week ending 18 July, a total of 39 ground units and five air units 
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were granted Federal recognition, raising to 2.760 the number of units whose person- 
nel are receiving Federal pay for regular training activities. 

Pennsylvania units of the Air National Guard will convene on 16 Ang. for na 
week’s summer training. according to an announcement by The Adjutant General, 
Brig. Gen. Frank A. Weber. The 53d Wing Headquarters and 103d Air Communica- 
tions Squadron will be quartered at the Harrisburg State airport, New Cumberland. 
Reading’s 148th Fighter Squadron will attend camp at Reading Air Base. 

General Weber also announced the retirement of Maj. Gen. Edward J. Stackpole, 
Commanding General, Pennsylvania National Guard, on 15 July. 

The Pennsylvania National Guard's first postwar encampment will be held 9-23 
Aug. at Indiantown Gap military reservation. More than 6,000 officers and men are 
expected te participate. 

The 118th Infantry of South Carolina and the 133d Fighter Squadron of New 
Hampshire have had all of their units Federally recognized, it was announced by 
Maj. Gen. Milton B. Miltonberger.

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Text of New Promotion Act for Officers of Army 


OLLOWING is the full text of Title 
V of the “Officer Personnel Act of 
1947” governing permanent and tempo- 
rary, promotion and mandatory retire- 
ment of officers of the Army, including 
the Air Corps. 
Regular Army Office-s—Authorized Strergth 

Sec. 501. There is authorized a strength of 
fifty-one thousand active list commissioned 
officers in the Regular Army, exclusive of the 
numbers authorized by law for the Army 
Nurse Corps, the Women's Medical Specialist 
Corps, professors of the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, and any numbers authorized 
by special provisions of law providing for 
Officers in designated categories as addition- 
al numbers. 

Regular Army Officers—Appointrent—As- 
signment in Branch—Authorized Strength 
of Branches 
Bec, 502. (n) In addition to the officers per- 
manently appointed in general officer grades 
above that of maior general (authorized by 
other provisions of law). Regular Army offi- 
cers shall be permarently appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, in the Regular Army in 
the commissioned officer grades of major gen- 
eral, brigadier general, colonel, Neutenant 
colonel, major, captain, first lieutenant, and 

second lHentenant, 

(b) Officers holding permanent appoint- 
ments in any general officer grade In the 
Regular Armv shall be known as general offi- 
cers of the Regular Army. Appointments of 
officers in general officer grades tn the Reg- 
ular Army shall be made in the Medical Corps, 
in the Denta’ Corps, in the Veterinary Corps, 
and as chaplains: but otherwise they shall 
be made in the Regular Army withort spect- 
fication of branch, arm, or service. When the 
appotntments are In the Medical Corps, the 
Dental Corps, the Veterinary Corps, and as 
chaplains, general officers of the Regular 
Army may be specifically referred to as gen- 
eral officers, Medical Corps, Peeular Army: 
general officers, Denta’ Corps, Regular Army; 

neral officers, Veterinary Corps, Regular 

rmy; and general officers, chaplains, Reg- 
ular Army, 

(c) Apnointmerts of officers in commis- 
gioned officer grades below that of brigadier 
gereral in the Regular Army shall he made 
in the Alr Corps, in each of the several corrs 
of the Medical Dervartment, as chaplains, and 
as professors of the United States Military 
Academy: but otherwise they shall be made 
in the Regular Army without specification of 
branch, arm, or service. Those appointed 
without anecification of branch, arm, or serv- 
ice shall be agssiened (and may from time to 
time be transferred and reassigned) by the 
Secretary of War in the several branches, 
arma, and services of the Regular Army (ex- 
¢einding the Air Corps, the several corps of the 
Medical Department, and the chanlains) ac- 
cording to the professional qualifications of 
the officers concerned and the needs of the 
branches, arms, and services: Provided, That 
arsignments, transfers, and reassignments of 
eficers of the Corps of Engineers to and 
from duties involving the civil functions of 
the Corrs of Engineers shall be made only 
hy approval of the Secretary of War upon 
the recommendation of the Chief of Engi- 
neers. 

(d) The anthorized active Hat commiaaioned 
officer strength of the Air Corp# of the Reg- 
ular Army: of each of the several corps of the 
Medica! Department of the Regular Army: of 
the Chaplatns of the Regular Army: and of 
each of the several corps, arma, and services 
of the Regu'ar Army in which officers are 
assigned (as distinguished from those in 
which officers are appointed); shall, from 
time to time, be determined by the Secretary 
of War (within the authorized active list com- 
missioned officer strength of the Regular 
Army and within any limitations provided by 
laws enacted after January 1, 197). 

(e) Under regulations prescribed by the 
Becretary of War, officers appointed or as- 
signed in one branch, arm, or service, may be 
(etailed in, or for duty with, any other 
branch, arm, or service. 

(f) Persons now vested with office in the 
Regular Army in the several commissioned 
ofticer grades under appointments as officers 
in the several branches, arms, and services 
(excluding those appointed in the Air Corps, 
the several corps of the Medical Department, 
as Chaplains, and as professors of the United 
Btates Military Academy) shall he deemed to 
held aneb office under appointments in the 
Megular Army without specification of branch, 
arm, or service and to he assigned in the 
branch, arm, or service specified in their ap- 
pointments. 

4g) This section shall not become effective 
antil December 31, 1947, for the purpose dur- 
dng the interim of administering the Act of 
December 28, 1945 (Public Law , Seventy- 


minth Congress, 59 Stat. 68%), as amended, 
end other Acts or provisions of law provid- 
‘ing for the appointment of persons as addi- 
ional officers of the Regular Army; but other- 
‘wire this section shall he effective on the date 
f enactment of this Act. 





General Officers of the Regular Army—Au- 
thorized Numbers—Seniority List—Date 
of Rank 

Sec. 503. (n) There is authorized on the ae- 
tive list of the Regular Army a strength 
of genera! officers of the Regular Army (ex- 
elusive of the numbers of general officers an- 
thorized for the several corps of the Medical 
Department and the chap!ains) equal to three- 
fourths of 1 per centvm of that number 
which equals the authorized active list com- 
missioned officer strength of the Regular 
Army, less the authorized active list com- 
missioned officer strengths of the severnl 
corps of the Medical Department and the 
chaplains, of which, not more than 50 per 
centum may he in permanent grade ahove 
that of brigadier genera’: and, in addition, a 
strength of general officers of the Regular 
Army in the Medical Corps equal to one-half

nent grade above that of colonel in the Army, 
exclusive of Medical Department and chap- 
lains, specified in the preceding proviso, there 
shall be in the Army less the Air Corps and 
in the Air Corps, respectively, not more than 
such numbers as are derived by allotments 
to each, proportional toe the respective 
strengths authorized for the Army promotion 
list and the Alr Corps promotion list; and 
of each such allotment there shall be not 
more than 50 per centum in permanent grade 
above that of brigadier general: And pro- 
vided further, That, whenever the application 
of the percentages specified in this section re- 
sults in a fraction of a whole number, frac- 
tions of one-half and greater shall be counted 
as a whole number and fractions of less than 
one-half shall be disregarded: And provided 
further, That the numbers of general officers 
set forth in this subsection and in the several 
provisos thereof shall be exclusive of general 
officers on the active list of the Regular Army 
who are specifically anthorized by Acts of 
Congress to hold appointments in the Diplo- 
matic or Consular Service of the Govern- 
ment or to hold any civil office under the 
Government or any instrumenta‘ity thereof. ~ 

(b) There shall be maintained a seniority 
list of the general officers of the Regular 
Army. The first name on the list shall he 
that of the general officer most senior in per- 
manent general officer grade; the second name 
on the list shall be that of the senior next 
below the first; the third on the list shall be 
that of the senior next below the second; and 
so on throughout the list. 

(c) Date of Rank—(1) The date of rank 
of an officer appointed in the grade of briga- 
dier general in the Regular Army shall be 
the date of appointment: Provided, That if 
at time of appointment he holds office in tem- 





porary grade of brigadier general or any 
higher temporary grade, his date of rank 
shall be the date of rank held in such tem- 
porary grade, or formerly held in the tem- 
porary grade of brigadier general if appointed 
to higher temporary grade from that grade; 
but in no event shall such date of rank be 
earlier than that of the junior officer in the 
permanent grade of brigadier general in the 
Regular Army. 

(2) The date of rank of an officer appointed 
in the grade of major general in the Regular 
Army shall be the date of rank held by such 
officer in the grade of brigadier general in 
the Regular Army: Provided, That, if at time 
of appointment he does not hold office in 
permanent grade of brigadier general, but 
does hold office in the temporary grade of 
brigadier general or higher temporary grade, 
his date of rank sha’l be the date of rank 
held in such temporary grade, or formerly 
held in the temporary grade of hrigadier 
general if appointed to higher temporary 
erade from that grade: And provided further, 
That anch date of rank chall not he eartier 
than that of the Junior officer In the nerma- 
rent grade of major general in the Regular 
Army, 

(A) The provisions of this section shall he 
effective Immediately mnon the enactment of 
thia Act and the following Acte and rarte of 
Acta and all other laws or narta of laws tn- 
eanstatent ar In eanfilet with the provisions 
of thia section are hereby repealed:

“Officers of the Navy serving in the grade 
of vice admiral, officers of the Army serving 
in the grade of lieutenant general, and officers 
of the other services mentiored in the title 
of this Act serving in corresponding grades, 
sha!l be entitled, while so serving, to the pay 
and allowances of a rear admiral (upper 
half) and to a personal money allowance of 
500 per year. Officers of the Navy serving 
in the grade of admiral, officers of the Army

Regular Army Officers—Anthorized Numbers 
in Grades Be'ow Brigadier General—Pro- 
motion Lists—Seniority—Date of Rank 

Sec. 505. (a) The names of all active list 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army 
in permanent grades below that of brigadier 
general (except professors of the United 
States Military Academy, officers of the Army 
Nurse Corps, and Women's Medical Special- 
ist Corps, and officers in special categories 
excluded by some express provision of law) 
shall be carried on promotion lists as herein- 
after prescribed and such officers may he 
referred to as promotion-list officers, As used 
in this section the phrase “total authorized 
promotion-list strength” means the author- 
ized active list commissioned officer strength 
of the Regular Army, exclusive of the num- 
bers authorized by law for the Army Nurse 
Corps, the Women's Medical Specialist Corps, 
professors of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, any numbers authorized by special pro- 
visions of law providing for officers in desig- 
nated categories as additional numbers and 
the number of active list general officers 
of the Regular Army. 

(b) (1) The authorized numbers in each of 
the several grades in each of the several pro- 
motions lists shall be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War by a schedule of percentages 
in grades for each list (there being authorized 
for each grade a percentage of the total 
strength authorized for that list), which 
schedule of percentages may he different for

each promotion list, but the numbers thus au- 
thorized in each of the several grades in each 
of the several promotion lists shall not ex- 
ceed any limitations prescribed by laws en- 
acted after January 1, 1947, and sha‘l not ex- 
ceed in any promotion list the following per- 
centages of the total strength authorized 
for that list: 8 rer centum in grade of col- 
onel, 14 per centum in grade of lientenant 
colonel, 19 per centum in gradg of major, 23 
per centum in grade of captain®18 per centum 
in grade of first lientenant, and 18 per centum 
in grade of second lieutenant: Provided, That 
in the Medical Corps, Dental Corps, and chap-

(2) The number authorized by the Secretary 
ef War for each grade in each promotion list 
may be exceeded by the number of vacancies 
existing in higher grades in that list. The an- 
thorized numbers in grades below colonel 
shall from time to ‘time be temporarily in- 
creased as provided in sections 508 and 509 of 
this title in order to give effect to the promo- 
tion system prescribed in those sections, 

(c) Promotion Lists.—(1) The Army pro- 
motion list shall contain the names of all 
promotion-list officers except officers of the 
Air Corps, the several corps of the Medical 
Department, and chaplains. 

(2) The Air Corps promotion list shall con- 
tain the names of all promotion-list officers 
of the Air Corps. 

(3) The Medical Corps promotion list shall 
contain the names of all promotion-list offi- 
cers of the Medical Corpss 

(4) The Dental Corps promotion list shall 
contain the names of all promotion-list offi- 
cers of the Dental Corps, 

(5) The Veterinary Corps promotion list 
shall contain the names of a'l promotion-list 
officers of the Veterinary Corps. 

(6) The Medical Service Corps promotion 
list shall contain the names of all promotion- 
list officers of the Pharmacy Corps, the Med- 
feal Administrative Corps, and the Medical 
Service Corps. 

(7) The chaplains promotion list shal’ con- 
tain the names of all promotion-list chaplains, 

(d) Date of Rank and Seniority in Perma- 
nent Grade.—(1) On each of the several pro- 
motion lists, names of officers shall he ar- 
ranged by grade in which the officers hold 
permanent appointments in the Regular Army 
in the fol'’owing order: First, colonels; sec- 
ond, lieutenant colonels: third, majors; fourth, 
captains: fifth, first lieutenants, and, sixth. 
second lieutenants. The words “grade,” “sen- 
jor,” and “seniority” as used in this section 
mean “permanent grade,” “senior in perma- 
nent grade.” and “permanent grade senior- 
ity,” respectively. 

(2) Among officers of the same grade and 
promotion list, names shall be arranged as 
provided in this title and seniorify among 
snéh officers shall be established thereby, The 
officer whose name appears first on the list 
shall be the senior, the officer whose name 
appears second on the list shall be the senior 
next below the first, the officer whore name 
appears third on the list shall be the senior 
next below the second, and so on throughout 
the list. 

(3) Among officers of the same grade whose 
names are not contained on the same promo- 
tion list, the officer with the earliest date of 
rank shal! be the senior, and in cases of same 
date of rank, the officer with the greatest 
amount of continuous active commissioned 
service in the Regular Army shall be the 
senior, and in cases where this is the same, 
seniority shall be as established at time of 
original appointment in the Regular Army, 
and in cases not covered by the foregoing, 
as established hy the Secretary of War. Any 
officer transferred from one branch, arm, or 
service to another, the officers of which are 
contained on a different promotion list, shall 
have his name entered upon such new promo- 
tion list among the officers in his grade in 
accordance with their relative seniority as 
hereinabove defined, 

(4) Unless specifically provided otherwise, 
Upon appointment of a promotion-list officer 
in any grade, such officer's name shall be 
Placed at the hottom of the list of officers 
of the grade in which appointed, 

(e) (1) The Army and Air Corps promotion 
lists described in this section shall he estahb- 
lished by entering thereon the names of the 
officers concerned without change in the order 
of their precedence on the promotion list as 
established under the law prior to enactment 
of this Act: Provided, That the provisions 
of subsection 517 (a) of this title shall first 
be carried out. 

(2) The Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Vet- 
erinary Corps, Medical Service Corps, and 
Chaplains promotion lists described in this 
section shall he established by entering there- 
on the names of the officers concerned without 





change in the order of their precedence de- 
termined by the total amount of service cred- 
itable to them for promotion purposes under 
existing law and in cases of an equal amount 
of such service, the officer with the greatest 
amount of continuous commissioned service 
on the active list of the Regular Army shall 
have precedence, and in cases where this is 
the same, precedence shall be in accordance 
with permanent seniority standing as estalb- 
lished at time of original appointment in 
the Regular Army, and in cases not covered 
by the foregoing, ;recedence shall be as estab- 
lished by the Secretary of War: Provided, 
That the provisions of subsection 517 (b) of 
this title shal] first be carried out. 

(f) This section shall not become effective 
until December 31, 1947, for the purpose, dur- 
ing the interim, of administering the Act of 
December 28, 1945 (Public Law 281, Seventy- 
ninth Congress, 59 Stat. 663), as amended, 
and other Acts or provisions of law providing 
for the appointment of persons as additional 
officers of the Regular Army; but otherwise 
this section shall be effective on the date of 
enactment of this Act, Effective December 31, 
1947, section 24a of the National Defense Act.

of the Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 505; 10

Regular Army Officers—Procurement of 

Additional Officers 

Sec. 506. (a) Within the authorized active 
list commissioned officer strength of the Reg- 
ular Army, the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, is author- 
ized to appoint additional officers in the Reg- 
ular Army in commissioned officer grader as 
hereinafter in this section prescribed, sub- 
ject to the conditions and limitations set 
forth. 

(bh) All persons appointed officers In the 
Regular Army pursuant to this section shall 
he citizens of the United States, at least twen- 
ty-one years of age, of good moral! character, 
physically qualified for active military serv- 
ice, and shall have such other qualifications 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War. 

(c) For the purpose of determining grade, 
position on promotion list, permanent grae 
seniority, and eligibility for promotion, each 
person initially appointed and commissioned 
an officer in the Regular Army shal’, at time 
of appointment, be credited with an amount 
of service equivalent to the total period of 
active Federal service performed after attain- 
ing the age of twenty-one years as a com- 
missioned officer in the Army of the United 
States or any component thereof subsequent 
to December 31, 1947, and prior te such ap- 
pointment, but in no event shall any person 
he credited for such purposes with more than 
five vears of such service. In addition to the 
foregoing and for the purposes hereinabove 
specified, each nerson appointed and com- 
missioned an officer of the Medical Corps of 
the Regular Army shall, at time of appoint- 
ment, be credited with an amonnt of service 
equal to four years: each person appointed 
and commissioned an officer of the Dental 
Corps. each person appointed a Chap'ain of 
the Regu’ar Army, and each person apnointed 
and commissioned an officer of the Regular 
Army with a view to assignment in the Judge 
Advocate General's Department, shall, at time 
of appointment, be credited with an amount 
of service equal to three rears: each person 
sppointed and commissioned an officer of the 
Veterinary Corps shall, at time of appoint- 
ment, be credited with an amount of service 
equal to two years: and each nerson ap- 
pointed and commissioned an offiver of the 
Medical Service Corps who at the time of ap- 
pointment holds a degree of doctor of philes- 
ophy or comparable degree recognize’ by the 
Surgeon Gereral in a scierce allied ta medi- 
cine may, subject to regulations as prescrihed 
by the Secretary of War. he credited at the 
time of appointment with an amonnt of serv- 
ire equal to three years. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing or any other provisions of law, no 
person formerly a cadet at the United States 
Military Academy may he appointed and com- 
missioned an officer of the Reenlar Army 
prior to the date on which his classmates at 
the Tnited States Military Academy are grad 
nated and appointed officers: and anv person 
who was a cadet at, but did not graduate 
from, the United States Military Academy, 
shall not. upon aprointment as a commis 
sioned officer of the Regular Army, he cred- 
ited with a period of service greater fhan the 
service credited to any member of his cass 
at the Academy whose service in the Army 
has been continnous since graduation. 

(4) Upon the basis of service credited as 
provided in subsection (c) of this section, 
the commissioned officer grade in which a 
person shall he appointed shall he deter- 
mined as follows: Persons who have no service 
credit and those who are credited with less 
than three years’ service shall be appointed 
in the grade of second lieutenant: persons 
who are credited with three or more years’ 
service, but less than seven years’ service, 
shall be appointed in the grade of first lien- 
tenant; persons who are credited with seven 
or more years’ service shall be appointed in 
the grade of captain. The names of such rer- 
sons so appointed shall be placed upon the 
applicable promotion list immediately helow 
those officers of the same grade having the 





same or next greater perlod of service, 

(e) No person shall be initially appointed 
in the Regular Army in any commissioned 
officer grade under the provisions of this sec- 
tion when the length of time from date of 
birth to date of appointment exceeds: For 
a’'l persons except those hereinafter specif- 
ically mentioned, twenty-seven years; for per- 
sons appointed in the Medical Corps, the 
Dental Corps, and the Veterinary Corps and 
persons appointed with view to assignment in 
the Judge Advocate General's Department, 
thirty-two years; for persons appointed in 
the Medical Service Corps, thirty years: for 
persons appointed as chaplains, thirty-four 
years: Provided, That for any person, the 
number of years from date of birth to date 
of appointment hereinabove specified shall, 
respectively, be increased by the number of 
years, months, and days, of active Federal 
service performed by such person after at- 
taining the age of twenty-one years as a com- 
missioned officer in the Army of the United 
States or any component thereof subsequent 
to December 31, 1947, and prior to such ap- 
pointment, but not by more than five years: 
And provided further, That‘until June 30, 
1958, the Secretary of War may, in his dis- 
cretion, waive such maximum age limitations 
for any person who served in the armed 
forces of the United States prior to September 
2, 1945. 

(f) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, when any cadet of the United States 
Mi'itary Academy has completed the pre- 
scribed course of instruction, he may upon 
graduation be promoted and appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Regular Army, and 
whenever any such appointment would re- 
sult in there being a number of active list 
commissioned officers In the Regular Army 
in excess of the authorized active list com- 
missioned officer strength, such strength shall 
he temporarily increased as necessary to au- 
thorizve such appointment, The graduates of 
each class shall be assigned relative seniority 
among themselves under regulations pre- 
ascribed by the Secretary of War and no endet 
upon graduation, promotion, and appointment 
shall be given any service credit under the 
provisions of subsection (c) of this section. 

(z) The provisions of this section shall be- 
come effective December 31, 17. Until De- 
cember 31, 1947, Initial arpointments of per- 
sons as commissioned officers In each of the 
several arms and services of the Regular Army 
shall continue to he made In accordance with 
the provisions of the Act of December 28, 
145 (Public Law 281, Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress: 59 Stat. 673). as amended, and other 
provisions of law anthorizing appointments 
of persone as additional officers of the Reg- 
niar Army, but effective December 31, 1947, no 
further appointments shall he made ander the 
provisions of the Act of December 28, 1945, as 
amended (snpra). Effective December 31, 1947, 
each commissioned officer of the Medical Corps 
who on that date has lees than four years’ 
service credit, each commissioned officer of 
the Dental Corps, each Regular Army Chap-

Regular Army Offirers—Selection Boards— 
Promotion Generally 

See, 507. (n) (1) Un'ess expressty provided 
othe-wise bv some provision of law, general 
officers of the Reguiar Army and promotion 
list offiv-ers of the Regular Army shall be per- 
manently promoted to and appointed in the 
grades of mator general, brigadier general. 
eolonel, Ventenant colone', major. and cap- 
tain In the Regniar Army only when recom- 
mended for promotion to those grades by a 
selection hoard as provided in this title, 

(7) Selection boards shall be convened from 
time to time In such nomber and under such 
reguiations as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe, Roard members shall be arpointed 
by the Secretary of War. There sha"! not be 
less than five members on each hoard. 

(3) Selection boards shall serve for such 
length of time as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe, but no one hoard shall serve longer 
than one year. No officer shall serve on two 
consecutive selection hoards for the same 
grade, when the second of such boards con- 
sidere any of the officers who were consid- 
ered but not recommended for that grade by 
the first. 

(4) Board members must be senior In per- 
manent grade and temporary rank to anv offi- 
cer being considered by their hoard, They 
must be Regular Army officers holding com- 
missions in a grade above that of lentenant 
colonel either in the Regular Army or ander 
temporary appointment in the Army of the 
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United States, 

(5) A majority of the total membership 
ofany board must agree on each of the offi- 
cers recommended fur promotion by that 
board, 

(6) The President may remove from the 
recommended list the name of any officer 
recommended for promotion to any grade by 
any selection board who in his opinion ts 
not qualified for promotion, Any officer whose 
name is removed from the recommended list 
for any grade by the President or who, after 
nomination by the President for any grade, 
cannot be appointed because of advice by the 
Senate that the appointment does not have 
its consent, shall continue to be eligible for 
consideration for promotion as though he had 
not been considered for that grade by the 
selection board which had recommended him, 
and the next succeeding selection board may 
select and recommend the officer concerned 
fur promotion, and thereupon his name shall 
again he paced on the recommended list and 
when promoted such officer shall take the 
same date of rank and place on the promo- 
tion list he would have had had he been pro- 
moted as a result of his original selection;

(c) Any officer eligible for consideration hy 
a selection hoard shall have the right to for-

case: Provided, That such communication 
shall not contain any reflection upon the 
character, condnet, or motives of or criti- 
cism of any officer.

Regular Armv Officers—Promotion to Grades 
of Cantain, Major, and Lientenant Colonel— 
Elimination of Those Not Promoted 

See. 509. (a) After Jannary 1, 1949, promo- 
tion-list officers shall be promoted to and ap- 
pointed in the permanent grades of captain, 
major, and lientenant colonel in the Regular 
Army. or eliminated from the active list, as 
hereinafter in this section ‘prescribed, 

(b) Irrespective of the existence of any va- 
cancies, each promotion-list officer In perma- 
nent grade of first lientennnt, captain, and 
major shall be considered by a selection board 
for promotion to the permanent grade of can- 
tain, mator, and HNentenant colonel, sufficiently 
in advance of the date on which he com- 
pletes seven, fourteen, and twenty-one years® 
service, respectively, so that such officer, if 
recommended by the selection board, may 
be promoted to and appointed tin such grade 
on the date on which he completes such length 
of service (“years’ service” as used in this 
section means and includes all service cred- 
itable for promotion purposes). 

({c) Based upon the number of vacancies ex- 
isting and anticipated tn any promotion list 
in the grade of captain. mator, and leutenant 
colonel, respectively, the Secretary of War 
may direct a selection board to consider and 
recommend for promotion to such grades offi- 
cers of that list in permanent grade of first 
Heutenant, captain, and major, respectively, 
irrespective of the length of service of such 
officers. 

(4) In no instance shall any officer be con- 
sidered by any se‘ection board for promotion 
to the grade of captain, major, or lieutenant 
colone! more than two years prior to the date 
on which it is anticipated he will, if recom- 
mended by such board. be appointed in that 
grade, Whenever any officer is considered by 
any selection board under any provision of 
this section for promotion to the grade of 
eaptain, maior, or Nentenant colonel in any 
promotion list, such hoard shall also con- 
sider all officers of that officer's grade and 
promotion list whose names appear above his 
on that list and are not carried on the recom- 
mended list for the next higher grade: Pro- 
vided, That no officer: who has been twice 
considered and not recommended for promo- 
tion to any one grade shall thereafter again 
be considered for promotion under the pro- 
visions of this section. 

(e) (1) When officers in the grade of first 
Neutenant, captain, and major are to he con- 
sidered by a selection board fot promotion 
to the grade of captain, major, and Heutenant 
colonel, respectively, to fill vacancies In these 
grades, existing or anticipated, the Secretary 
of War, in his discretion, may follow the 
procedure described in paragraph (3) of this 
subsection, or he may direct the selection 
board to consider officers in the grades of first 
Heutenant, captain, or major (as the case 
may be) in the order of their seniority as 
their names appear on the promotion list 
concerned, recommend those who are fully 
qualified for promotion to the grade con- 
cerned, pass over those who are not fully 
qualified for promotion to such grade, and 
continne such procedure until a specified 
number of recommended officers is obtained. 

(2) When officers in the grade of first lieu- 





tenant, captain, and major must be considered 
by a selection board for promotion to the 
grade of captain, major, and lieutenant col- 
onel, respectively, by reason of completion 
of years of service, or by reason of being on 
a promotion list above an officer of that list 
-who must be considered fur that reason, the 
Secretary of War, in his discretion, may fol- 
low the procedure described in paragraph (3) 
of this subsection, or he may furnish to the 
selection board a list of officers to be con- 
sidered for promotion to the grade concerned 
and direct such board to recommend from 
among the officers so listed all those and 
only those considered by the board to be 
fully qualified for promotion to that grade. 

(3) In either of the circumstances described 
in paragraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection, 
the Secretary of War may, in lieu of the pro- 
cedures there prescribed, furnish to a selec- 
tion board a list of officers to be considered 
for promotion to the grade concerned and di- 
rect such board to select and recommend 
from among those listed a specified number 
for promotion to that grade, the officers to 
be selected to be the best qualified for those 
listed for consideration. If this procedure is 
followed, the Secretary of War shall pre- 
scribe the number to be selected but in no 
event shall that number be less than 80 per 
centum of those officers listed for cunsidera- 
tion. 

(f) The names of officers of any promotion 
list who are selected and recommended for 
promotion to any grade under the provisions 
of this section sha‘l be carried on a perma- 
nent recommended list of officers of that pro- 
motion list for promotion to that grade. The 
names of those recommended by any selec- 
tion board shall be entered on the applicable 
recommended list with the same precedence 
standing among themselves as exists on the 
applicable promotion list, No officer of any 
recommended list shall be appointed In the 
grade for which recommended ahead of any 
other officer whose name appears above his 
on such recommended list, 

(z) The phrase “deferred officer” as used 
in this section means any officer considered 
and not recommended by any selection board 
for the grade of captain, major, or lieutenant 
colonel under the provisions of this section. 
Each “deferred officer” shall suffer loss tn 
precedence for promotion purposes to those 
officers who were recommended by the se- 
lection board which failed to recommend 
him, and shall suffer a reduction in his years 
of service for promotion purposes, if neces- 
sary, so that, one year subsequent to the 
time he would have been appointed in the next 
higher grade had he been recommended, he 
shall not have for promotion purposes more 
than seven years’ service if in grade of first 
lieutenant, fourteen years’ service if in grade 
of captain, and twenty-one years’ service if 
in grade of major; however, such loss in 
precedence for promotion purposes and such 
loss In years of service for promotion pur- 
poses shall not result in any loss in seniority 
by such “deferred officer” until his juniors 
are promoted to the next higher grade. 

(h) Deferred officers in any grade shall be 
considered a second time by the next selec- 
tion board designated for consideration of 
officers of his grade and promotion list and 
if recommended by such board his name shall 
be entered on the applicable recommended 
list with the other officers recommended by 
such board and with the same precedence 
among themse'ves as exists on the applicable 
promotion list but below the names of officers 
placed on such recommended list by any 
earlier board. If an officer fails of selection 
for any grade but is subsequently recom- 
mended and promoted to that grade, his 
failure in the grade from which promoted 
shal] not in any sense be counted as a failure 
of selection when he is subsequently con- 
sidered for further promotion, If a “deferred 
officer” is not recommended by the next con- 
secutive selection board, he sha!'l, on that 
date which is one vear and thirty davs anb- 
sequent to the date on which he wonld have 
been appointed in the next higher grade had 
he heen recommended by the first of two eon- 
secutive selection hoards. be eliminated from 
the active list of the Regular Army and re- 
tired or separated, as the case may he (see 
section 514 of this title): Provided, That, if 
on such date, he is within two years of he- 
coming entitled to retirement under the pro- 
visions of section 514 of this title, the date 
of elimination shall be the date on which he 
becomes entitled to retirement, rather than 
that hereinabove prescribed, and he shall be 
retained on the active list in the permanent 
grade held until qualified for retirement and 
then retired, unless sooner retired or sepa- 
rated under some other provision of law. 

(i) For the purpose of administering the 
provisions of this section, the date on which 
a deferred officer would have been appointed 
in the next higher grade, if he had been rec- 
ommended by the first of such two consecu- 
tive selection boards, shall be counted as the 
date of appointment in such grade of which- 
ever officer, junior to him on the list prior to 
his loss in seniority, is first to be appointed in 
such grade, or the date on which, had he not 
suffered loss in years of service, he would 
have completed for promotion purposes, seven 
years’ service if in grade of first lieutenant, 
fourteen years’ service if in grade of cap- 
tain, and twenty-one years’ service if in 
grade of major, whichever of said two dates 





is the earlier. 

(J) Officers of any promotion list, whose 
names are carried on any recommended list 
for promotion to any grade under the pro- 
visions of this section, may be promoted and 
appointed in the grade for which recom- 
mended whenever there is a vacancy in the 
number authorized for that grade in that 
promotion list. Promotions and appointments 
to fill vacancies may be made at any time, 
but it is not mandatory that the authorized 
numbers in grades in the several promotion 
lists be maintained, 

(k) Irrespective of any vacancy in any 
grade, whenever any officer whose name is 
carried on any recommended list under the 
provisions of this section, ¢ompletes for pro- 
motion purposes, seven years’ service if in 
grade of first lieutenant, fourteen years’ serv- 
ice if in grade of captain, and twenty-one 
years’ service if in grade of major, the au- 
thorized number of officers in the grade of 
captain, major, and lieutenant colonel, re- 
spectively, in the applicable promotion list, 
shall be temporarily increased, if necessary, 
to authorize the appointment in that grade 
of such officer and all officers of his grade 
and promotion list whose names appear above 
his on the recommended list, and such offi- 
cers shall be simultaneously appointed in 
that grade, retaining among themselves their 
existing re‘ative senlority, 

(1) In addition to the procedures described 
in subsection (e) of this section, whenever 
in the Alr Corps promotion list there are 
vacancies in the grade of captain, major, or 
Heutenant colonel, resrectively, and, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of War, there are 
or will be an inadequate number of officers 
in that grade with certain special qualifiea- 
tions required for the Air Corps, he may di- 
rect a selection board to select a ‘specified 
number of Alr Corps promotion-list officers 
having such special qualifications for pro- 
motion to that grade. The se'ection in such 
instance shall be accomplished under the 
same rules that nonply generally in this sec- 
tion, except that officers not selected shall not 
be deemed to have been considered for pro- 
motion within the meaning of subsections (ad) 
and (g) of thi« section. Officers selected un- 
der this procedure shall be appointed in the 
grade for which selected only to fi'l vacancies 
in the numbers authorized in that grade. 

(m) Promotion of promotion-list officers to 
grades of captnin, major, and lieutenant col- 
onel shall continne te be made under exist- 
ing law until December 31, 1947: thereafter, 
promotions to these grades shall be snspended 
until promotions are made on or nbout July 1. 
mS to fil) initial requirements In these 
grades under the provisions of section 518 
of this title, and thereafter, promotions to 
these grades shell again be suspended until 
December 31, 1148, 

Regular Army Officers—Promotion to Grade 
of Colonel 

Sec. 510 (a) After the date of enactment 
of this Act, promotion-list officers shal) be 
promoted to and appointed in the permanent 
grade of colonel in the Regular Army only 
as hereinafter in this section prescribed, ex- 
cept in those cases governed by the proviso 
to the first sentence of subsection 507 (d) of 
this tit'e. 

(b) Based upon the number of vacancies ex- 
isting and anticipated in any promotion list 
in the grade of colonel and the number of of- 
ficers desired in that grade in that promotion 
list, the Secretary of War shall direct a se- 
lection board to select and recommend a pre- 
scribed number of officers of that promotion 
list for promotion to that grade and shall 
furnish to such board a list of the names of 
the officers to be considered, The list of names 
furnished for consideration shall inc'’ude the 
name of the senior officer of that promotion 
list below the junior in the permanent grade 
of colonel whose name is not carried on the 
Tecommended list for promotion to the grade 
of colonel and the names of additional snch 
officers in the order that their names appear 
next below his on that promotion list, as the 
Secretary of War mav prescribe, and until 
June 30, 1948, In addition thereto may in- 
elnde the names of any officers In permanent 
grade helow that of co'onel who served dur- 
ing the current war in any general officer 
grade under temporary appointment, From 
among the officers named for consideration, 
the designated selection board shall select and 
recommend the prescribed number. The offi- 
cers selected and recommended shall be those 
who, In the opinion of the board, are the 
best qualified officers of those listed for con- 
sideration: Provided, That whenever in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War the number 
of officers in the permanent grade of colonel 
in each of the several branches included in 
the Army promotion list is or may become 
seriously unbalanced, he may, in his discre- 
tion, direct that, of the officers to be selected 
and recommended for the grade of colonel, 
specified numbers be selected for service in 
specified branches: And provided further, 
That whenever in the opinion of the Secre- 
tary of War, in the Air Corps promotion list, 
there is or will be an inadequate number of 
officers, in the permanent grade of colonel, 
possessing certain special qualifications re- 
quired for the Air Corps, he may, in his dis- 
cretion, direct that, of the officers to be se- 
lected and recommended for the grade of col- 
onel, specified numbers possess certain spec- 





ified qualifications, 

(c) The names of officers of any promotig, 
list who are selected and recommended fo 
promotion to the grade of colonel in the Reg. 
ular Army shall be carried on a permaneyt 
recommended list of officers of that promo. 
tion list for promotion to that grade. Th 
names of those recommended by any seles 
tion board shal] be entered on the applicable 
recommended list at the foot thereof in the 
same precedence standing among themselves 
as exists on the applicable promotion list, No 
officer of any recommended list shall be ap. 
pointed in the grade of colonel ahead of any 
other officer whose name appears above hig 
on such recommended Hist. Officers whose 
names are carried on any such recommended 
list may be promoted and appointed in the 
grade of colonel only when there is a vacancy 
in the number authorized for that grade ip 
that promotion list. Promotion appointments 
to fi'l vacancies in the grade of colone! in the 
Regular Army may be made at any time, but 
it is not mandatory that authorized numbers 
in that grade in the several promotion lists 
be maintained. 

(ad) The ratio of the number of officers of 
any promotion list which the Secretary of 
War names for consideration by any selection 
board for promotion to the grade of colond 
in the Regular Army, to the number of officers 
which he directs such selection board to 
select from among those so named, may be 
as desired by the Secretary of War but no 
officer shall ‘be considered or selected by any 
selection hoard more than two years prior 
to the date on which it is anticipated he will, 
if setected, be appointed in that grade, After 
June 30, 1949, officers must have completed 
at leust one year's service -under permanent 
appointment tn the grade of leutenant colonel 
in the Regular Army before being nominated 
or appointed in the grade of colonel in the 
Regular Army. 

Regular Army Officers—Promotion to Grade 

of Brigadier General 

Sec. 511. (n) After the date of enactment of 
this Act, promotion-list officers shall be pro- 
moted to and appointed in the permanent 
grade of brigadier general In the Regular 
Army only as hereinafter in this section pre- 
ascribed, except in those cases governed by 
the provisions of section 513 of this title, 
and except In those cases governed by the 
proviso to the first sentence of subsection 507 
(d) of this title. 

(b) Based upon the number of vacanctes ex- 
isting and anticipated in the grade of briga- 
dier general in the Regular Army and the 
number of officers desired in that grade, the 
Secretary of War shall direct a selection board 
to select and recommend a prescribed num- 
ber of officers for promotion to that grade, 
and, in order to Insure that the Army will 
have adequate numbers of officers in the 
grade of brigadier general with experience 
qua'ifying them for service in or with the 
several branches, arms, and services, he may, 
in his discretion, direct that, of the number 
to be selected and recommended, specified 
numbers have experience qualifying them for 
service in or with certain specified branches, 
arms or services. Phe Secretary of War shall 
furnish to such board a list of the names 
of the officers to be considered. The list 
of names furnished for consideration shall 
include the names of the senior officers helow 
the junior in the permanent grade of briga- 
dier general whose names are not carried on 
the recommended list for promotion to the 
grade of brigadier genera) and the names of 
additional such officers in the order that their 
names appear next below theirs on the ap- 
rlicable promotion lists, as the Secretary of 
War mav prescribe, and, until June 30, 18, 
in addition thereto may include the names 
of any officers in permanent grade below 
that of brigadier general who served during 
the current war in any general officer grade 
under temporary appointment. From among 
the officers named for consideration, the dvs- 
ignated selection board shall select and rec- 
ommend the prescribed number, including any 
prescribed numbers whose experience qual- 
ifies them for service in or with a desig- 
nated branch, arm, or service. The officers 
selected and recommended shall L> those who, 
in the opinion of the board, are the best 
qualified officers of those listed for consid- 
eration, 

(c) The names of officers who are selected 
and recommended for promotion to the grade 
of brigadier general in the Regular Army 
shall be carried on a permanent recommended 
list of officers for promotion to that grade. 
Upon selection, the names of such officers 
shall be placed on the recommended list 
at the foot thereof arranged among them- 
selves according to precedence to he deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War. The number 
of officers to be selected and recommended by 
designated selection boards for promotion to 
the grade of brigadier general in the Regular 
Army shall be determined by the Secretary 
of War. It is not mandatory that the Secre- 
tary of War direct the selection and recom- 
mendation of numbers sufficient to produce 
the number authorized for that grade; but 
officers who are selected and recommended 
for promotion to that grade by any such se- 
lection board, and whose names are not re- 
moved from the recommended list by the 
President, shall be nominated, and by and 
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Army Promotion Act 
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with the advice and consent of the Senate ap- 

inted, In that grade as soon as there Is a 
vacancy in the number authorized for that 
grade. 

(a) The ratio of the number of officers 
which the Secretary of War names for con- 
sideration by any selection board for promo- 
tion to the grade of brigadier general In the 
Regular Army, to the number of officers 
which he directs such selection board to se- 
lect from among those so named, may be as 
desired by the Secretary of War, but no offi- 
cer shall be considered or selected by any 
selection board more than one year prior to 
the date on which it is anticipated he will. 
if se’'ected, be appointed in that grade. After 
June 30, 1949, officers must have completed at 
Jeast one year’s service under permanent ap- 
pointment in the grade of colonel in the 
Regular Army, before being nominated or ap- 
pointed in the grade of brigadier general in 
the Regular Army. 

Regular Army Officers—Promotion to Grade 
of Major General 

Sec. 512. (n) After the date of enactment 
of this Act, Reguinr Army officers shall he 
promoted to and appointed in the permanent 
grade of major general in the Regular Army 
only as hereinafter in this section prescribed, 
except in those cases governed by the pro- 
visions of section 513 of this tit’e and except 
in those cases governed by the proviso to the 
first sentence of subsection 507 (d) of this 
title, 

(b) Based upon the number of vacancies ex- 
isting and anticipated in the grade of major 
general in the Regular Army and the number 
of officers desired in that grade, the Secretary 
of War shall direct a selection board to select 
and recommend a prescribed number of offi- 
cers for promotion to that grade, and, in 
order to insure that the Army will have ade- 
quate numbers of officers in the grade of ma- 
jor general with’ experience qualifying them 
for service in or with the several branches, 
arms, and services, he may, in his discretion, 
direct that, of the number to be selected and 
recommended, specified numbers have experi- 
ence qualifying them for service in or with 
certain specitied branches, arms, or services. 
The Secretary of War shal) furnish to such 
board a list of the names of the officers to be 
considered. The list of names furnished for 
consideration shall include the name of the 
senior officer in the permanent grade of brig- 
adier general whose name is not carried on 
the recommended list for promotion to the 
grade of major general and the names of ad- 
ditional such officers in the order that their 
Bames appear next below his on the general 
officers’ seniority list, as the Secretury of War 
may prescribe, and, until June 30, 1948, In 
addition thereto may Include the names of 
any officers in permanent grade be'ow that 
of major general who served during the cur- 
rent war in any general officer grade under 
temporary appointment. From among the of- 
ficers named for consideration, the designated 
Belection board shall select and recommend 
the prescribed number, including any pre- 
scribed numbers whose experience qualifies 
them for service in or with a designated 
branch, arm, or service. The officers selected 
and recommended shall be those who, in the 
Opinion of the*board, are the best qanalitied 
officers of those listed for consideration. 

(c) The names of officers who are selected 
and recommended for promotion to the grade 
of major general in the Regu'ar Army shall 
be carried on a permanent recommended list 
of officers for promotion to that grade. Upon 
selection, the names of such officers shall be 
Placed on the recommended list at the foot 
thereof arranged among themselves accord- 
ing to precedence to be determined by the 
Secretary of War. The number of officers to 
be selected and recommended by designated 
selection boards for promotion to the grade 
of major general in the Regular Ariny shall 
be determined by the Secretary of War. It 
is not mandatory that the Secretary of War 
direct the selection and recommendation of 
numbers sufficient to produce the number 
authorized for that grade; but officers who 
are selected and recommended for promotion 
to that grade by any such selection board, 
and whose names are not removed from the 
recommended list by the President, shall be 
Bominated, and by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate appointed, in that grade 
as soon as there ts a vacancy in the number 
authorized for that grade, 

(d) The ratio of the number of officers 
which the Secretary of War names for con- 
sideration by any selection board for pro- 
motion to the grade of major general in the 
Regular Army, to the number of officers which 
he directs such selection board to select from 
among those so named, may be as desired 
by the Secretary of War, but no officer shall 
be considered or selected by any selection 
board more than one year prior to the date 
on which it is anticipated he will, if selected, 
be appointed in that grade, After June 30, 
1949, officers must have completed at least 
One year’s service under permanent appoint- 
ment in the grade of brigadier general in the 
Regular Army, before being nominated or ap- 
Pointed in the grade of major general in the 
Regular Army. 





General Officers—Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs 
of Services —- Promotion to General Officer 
Grade With a View to Assignment as Chief 

or Assistant Chief of Service 


Sec, 513. (a) Each of the offices of chiefs 
of branches, arms, or services, and each of 
the offices of their assistants as provided by 
law, respectively, shall be filled by the Presl- 
dent appointing, by and with the advice aud 
consent of the Senate, an officer, not below 
the grade of lieutenant colonel, whe has dem- 
onstrated by actual and extended duty tn 
such arm, branch, or service or on similar 
duty thar he is qualified for such assignment, 
and who has been recommended for such of- 
fice by a board of officers as prescribed in 
subsection (b) of this section, Upon the ap- 
pointment of a Regular Army officer to any 
such office, he shal] at the same time, if he 
does not a’ready hold permanent appoint- 
ment in the Regular Army in the grade called 
for by such office, be permanently appointed 
in grace of major general or brigadier general 
in the Regular Army, whichever Is the rank 
specified for such office, An officer appointed 
to any such office shall normally continue tn 
that assignment for a tour of duty of four 
years but such assignment may be terminated 
at any time, or such tour may be extended 
by the President in his discretion. The terml- 
nation of an officer's assignment as chief or 
assistant chief of a branch, arm, or service 
shall have no effect upon the permanent gen- 
eral officer grade held by him, Whenever any 
Regu'ar Army officer is to be appointed as a 
chief or an assistant chief of a branch, arm, 
or service and at the same time in the perma- 
nent grade of major general or brigadier 
general in the Regular Army, whichever ts 
the rank specified for such office, the total 
authorized number of officers In that grade 
shall be temporarily tnereased If uecessary 
to authorize such appolntmenut, but such tem- 
porary increase in authorized numbers in such 
grade shall continue only ontil a vacaney 
shall oceur in such grade, Officers now serv- 
ing as chiefs of branches, arms, or services, 
and thelr respective assistants, will net be 
affected by this section, This section shall 
become effective for ench such office on the 
date that office is vacated by the present in- 
cumbent. This section shall not apply to the 
office of Chief of the National Guard Bureau. 

(b) Officers shall be recommended to fill 
the office ot chief of a branch, arm, or service, 
or the office of an assistant chief of a branch, 
arm, or service, as follows: The Secretary of 
War shall appoint a board of five general of- 
ficers which shall inc'ude the then incumbent, 
if any, of the office to be filled and at least 
two other officers, If available, of a rank 
above that of the position for which selec- 
tions are to be made who have had actual 
and extended service in the branch con- 
cerned. The Secretary of War shall furnish 
to such board a list of the officers to be con- 
sidered by it and shall specify the number 
to be recommended, which number shal! not 
be less than three, The list to be considered 
shall include all Regular Army officers of the 
branch concerned tn the permanent grade 
of colonel, all Regular Army officers above 
the grade of colone! who have demonstrated 
by actua] and extended duty tn such arm, 
branch, or service, or on similar duty, that 
they are qualified for such assignment, and 
may in addition thereto and to the extent 
determined advisable by the Secretary of War, 
include the names of Regular Army officers 
of the branch concerned in the permanent 
grade of lieutenant colonel in the order that 
their names appear upon the promotion list 
concerned, and the names of officers of any 
component of the Army of the United States 
serving on extended active duty in grades 
above lieutenant colonel who have demon- 
strated by actual and extended duty in the 
branch, arm, or service concerned, or on sim- 
ilar duty, that they are qualified for such as- 
signment. From among the officers named 
for consid®ration the board shall select and 
recommend the prescribed number. From 
among those recommended by such board, 
the President may appoint an officer in the 
position concerned, If the President declines 
to appoint any of those so recommended or 
if those he may nominate cannot be appointed 
because of advice by the Senate, the Secretary 
of War shal) convene a board to select and 
recommend additional officers in accordance 
with the procedure heretofore prescribed, Of- 
ficers who are recommended and who are not 
appointed shall be deemed not to have been 
recommended but this shall in no way prej- 
udice their eligibility for selection and re- 
ommendation for the grade of major general 
or brigadier general under the provisions of 
sections 511 and 512 of this title, 

(c) Section 4c of the National Defense Act, 
as amended (10 U. 8. C. 8, 482a, 6, 1026, 27, 
532, 28, 29, 533, 13, 534), is further amended 
by deleting therefrom all words except the 
words: “Any officer who shal] have served 
four years as chief or assistant chief of a 
branch or as commanding general of the Gen- 
eral Headquarters Air Force and who may 
subsequently be retired, shall be retired with 
the rank, pay, and allowances authorized by 
law for the highest grade held by him as 
such chief, assistant chief, or commanding 
general: Provided, That this provision shall 
not reduce the rank, pay, or allowances with 
which such officer would otherwise be enti- 
tled to retire.” 





Regular Army Officers — Elimination From 
Active List—Mandatory Retirement or 
Separation 

Sec, 514. (a) (1) After that date which ts 
six months after the date of enactment of 
this Act, unless provided otherwise by seme 
provision of law, each commissioned officer 
of the Regular Army (other than a professor 
of the United States Military Acndemy), who 
is not retired or separated at an enrlier date 
under applicab’e provisions of law, shall, if in 
the permanent grade of brigadier general or 
in any permanent grade below that of briga- 
dier general, be retired on that date upon 
which he attains the age of sixty years; and, 
if in the permanent grade of major general, 
be retired on that date upon which he at- 
tains the age of sixty-two years: Provided, 
That officers holding appointments on the 
date of enactment of this Act as chiefs and 
assistant chiefs of services shall nut by rea- 
son of the enactment of this section he re- 
tired while so serving until age sixty-four 
years is reached If serving with the rank of 
major general or until age sixty-two years 
is renched If serving with the rank of briga- 
dier general: Provided further, That the pro- 
visions of this paragraph requiring retire- 
ment at age sixty years and sixty-two years 
shall not become effective for officers of the 
Medien] Corps until one year after date of 
enactment of this Act. 

(2) Each professor of the United States Mil- 
itary Academy, who is not retired or sepa- 
rated at an earlier date under applicable 
provisions of law, shall be retired on that 
date upon which he attains the ege of sixty- 
four years, 

(3) Each commisstoned officer of the Reg- 
ular Army who is hereafter retired by reason 
or reaching the age of sixty years, aixty-two 
vears, or sixty-four years, as the cuse may 
be, shall be retired in the permanent erade 
held at time of retirement and shall receive 
retired pay computed on the basis provided 
in subsection (e) (1) of this section: Pro- 
vided, That, if on the date such officer at- 
taine the age of sixty yenrs, sixty-two years, 
or xixty-four yeurs, as the case may be, he 
is eligible for retirement under any other 
provision of law in effect on that date, In- 
cluding any provision of law providing for 
voluntary retirement on his own application, 
and the retired grade oramount of retired 
pay to which he would’ be entitled under 
such other provision is greater than the re- 
tired grade or amount of retired pay herein 
provided, he shall be entitled to the greater 
retired grade and retired pay. 

(bh) The term “years’ service” as used in 
subsections (c), (4), and (e) of this section 
means and Incluces— 

(1) for any officer appointed In the Reg- 
ular Army between December 28, 1945, and 
December 31, 1947, under the provisions of 
the Act of December 28, 1945 (Publie Law 
281. Seventy-ninth Congress, 59 Stat. 093), as 
amended, the period of service credited to 
such officer onder that law at the time of h's 
appointment, Increased by the period of his 
active commissioned service In the Regular 
Army subsequent to such appointment: 

(2) for any Reserve judge advocate ap- 
pointed In the Regular Army in the grade of 
captain in the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment under the applicable provision of 
section 24e of the National Defense Act, as 
amended (10 U. S. C. 64). a period of service 
equal to the number of days, months, and 
years by which his age at time of such an- 
pointment exceeds twenty-five years, or the 
total period of active Federal service per- 
farmed by him after attaining the age of 
twenty-one years as a commissioned officer 
in the Army of the United States or any com- 
ponent thereof from December 7, 1941, to the 
date of such appointment, whichever ts great- 
er: increased by the period of his active 
commissioned service in the Regular Army 
subsequent to such appointment; and 

(3) for ary other Regular Army officer, 
the reriod of his active commissioned service 
in the Regular Army subsequent to his ap- 
pointment, Increased by the period of active 
Federal service performed by him prior to his 
appointment In the Regular Army after at- 
taining the age of twenty-one years as a 
commissiored officer in the Army of the 
United States or any component thereof after 
December 7, 1941, for those appointed in the 
Regular Army prior to December 31, 1947; 
and after December 31, 1947, for those ap- 
pointed In the Regular Army after Decem- 
ber 31, 1947. 

{c) After the date of enactment of this Act, 
whenever In the opinion of the Secretary 
of War there is an excessive number of offi- 
cers on the active list 6f the Regular Army 
in any grade who have completed thirty 
“yvears’ service,” he may convene a board of 
not less than five géneral officers of the Reg- 
ular Army to consider all officers of that 
grade who have completed thirty “years’ 
service” and recommend for retirement a spec- 
ified number thereof, and the Secretary of 
War, in his discretion, is authorized to retire 
any officer so recommended. 

(d) Unless provided otherwise by some pro- 
vision of law, commissioned officers of the 
Regular Army hereinafter specified who are 
not retired or separated at an earlier date 
under other provisions of law shal! be elimi- 
nated from the active list and retired or sepa- 
rated, as the case may be, at the times here- 
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inafter prescribed. If on the date of elimina- 
tion from the active list hereniafter pre- 
scribed, any officer is within two years of 
becoming entitied to retirement under the 
provisions of subsection (e) of this section, 
his date of elimination from the active list 
shall be the date on which he becomes en- 
titled to retirement, rather than that herein- 
after prescribed, and he shall be retained on 
the active list in the permanent grade then 
held unti! qualified for retirement and then 
retired, unless sooner retired or separated 
under some other provision of law, 

(1) After that date which is six months 
after the date of enactment of this Act, un- 
less provided otherwise by some provision of 
law, each officer heretofore or hereafter ap- 
pointed In the permanent grade of major gen- 
eral in the Regular Army who Is not retired 
or separated at an enriler date ander other 
provisions of law shall be eliminated from 
the active list and retired on the fifth anni- 
versary of the date of his appointment in 
that permanent grade in the Regular Army, 
or on that date which is thirty days after 
the date upon which he completes thirty-five 
“years’ service,” whichever is later, unless 
he is permanently appointed tn a grade above 
that of major general before the later of such 
two dates: Provided, That such officers may, 
In the discretion of the Secretary of War, be 
retained on the active list until age sixty Is 
reached: And provided farther, That not to 
exceed ten such officers, who are either hold- 
ing temporary appointments in any grade 
above major general or are serving In post- 
tions which carry rank above that of major 
general may, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, be retained on the active list 
until age sixty-four is reached, 

(2) After that date which ts six months 
after the date of enactment of this Act, un- 
less provided otherwise by some provision 
of law, each officer heretofore or hereafter ap- 
pointed in the permanent grade of brigadier 
general in the Regular Army who ts not re- 
tired or separated at an earlier date under 
other provisions of law, shal! be eliminated 
from the active list and retired on the fifth 
anniversary of the date of his appointment to 
that permanent grade in the Regular Army, 
or on that date which is thirty days after 
the date upon which he completes thirty 
“years’ service,” whichever is later, unless he 
is appointed in the permanent grade of ma- 
jor general in the Regular Army before the 
later of such two dates: Provided, That such 
officers whose names are carried on the 
recommended list for appointment in the 
permanent grade of major general in the 
Regular Army shall be retained on the ac- 
tive list while their names are so carried; 
and If appointed in the permanent grade of 
major genera! their elimination from the ac- 
tive Hist shall be governed by the provisions 
of paragraph (1) of this subsection: Provided 
further, That not to exceed ten such officers 
who are serving In temporary grades above 
that of brigadier general, may, in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War, be retained 
on the active list until age sixty Is reached: 
And provided further, The provisions of this 
paragraph shall not apply to professors of 
the United States Military’ Academy. 

(3) After June 30, 1953, unless provided 
otherwise by some provision of law, each pro- 
motion-list officer heretofore or hereafter ap- 
pointed in the permanent grade of colonel 
in the Regu’ar Army who ts not retired or 
separated at an earlier date under other 
provisions of law shall be eliminated from 
the active list and retired on the fifth annl- 
versary of the date of his aprointment in that 
permanent grade in the Regular Army, or on 
that date which Is thirty days after the date 
upon which he completes thirty “years’ serv- 
ice.”” whichever is later, unless he ts ap- 
pointed in the permanent grade of brigadier 
general, or any higher permanent grade, tn 
the Regular Army hefore the tater of such 
two dates: Provided, That anch officers whore 
names are carried on the recommended list 
for appointment tn the permanent grade of 
brigadier genera! in the Regu'ar Army shall 
be retained on the acfive list while their names 
are so carried, and if appointed in the perma- 
nent grade of brigadier general their elim- 
ination from the active list shall be governed 
by the provisions of paragraph (2) of this 
subsection: And provided further, That of 
the officers in the permanent grade of colonel 
in the Regular Army whose names are carried 
on the Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Veteri- 
nary Corps, Medical Service Corps, or chap- 
lains promotion list, respectively, not more 
than 10 per centum of the number authorized 
in that grade for any such promotion list, 
respectively, may, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of War, be retained on the active 
list after the date specified for their retire- 
ment and the number of colonels authorized 
for the promotion list concerned may be ex- 
ceeded by the number of such officers of that 
promotion list so retained, but in no event 
shall any such officer be so retained after 
reaching the age of sixty years. 

(4) After June 30, 1953, unless provided 
otherwise by some provision of law, each pro- 
motion-list officer heretofore or hereafter ap-

pointed in the permanent grade of lieutenant 
colonel in the Regular Army who is not re-

Provided, That if on the date of his elimina- 
tion, he is eligible for retirement under any 
other provision of law in effect on that date. 
including any provision of law providing for 
voluntary retirement on his own application, 
and the retired grade or amount of retired 
pay to which he would he entitled under 
such other provision is greater than the re- 
tired grade or amount of retired pay herein 
provided, he shall be entitled to the greater 
retired grade and retired pay: Provided fur- 
ther, That in the case of any officer whose 
computation of active-duty pay fs not based 
upon years of service the phrase “the number 
of years of service creditable to him under the 
law in the compntation of his active-duty 
pay” as used herein shall be construed to 
mean the number of years of service which 
would be creditable to him under the law in 
the computation of his active-duty pay if 
he were serving in the grade of colonel; 

(2) if on the date of elimination, he has 
not completed twenty “years’ service” or 
more, but is eligib’e for retirement under 
any provision of law in effect on that date 
including any provision of law providing for 
voluntary retirement on his own application, 
be retired in the grade and with the retired 
pay to which he would be entitled if retired 
on that date under that law: 

(3) if on the date of elimination, he is not 
eligible for retirement under any provision of 
law, be honorably discharged from the Reg- 
ular Army with severance pay equal to that 
sum of money computed by multiplying, (a) 
the number of years of his “years’ service” 
(fractions of a year less than one-half shall 
be disregarded and one-half or more shall be 
counted as one year); by, (b) the amount 
of base and longevity pay which he would 
receive (computed at the rate applicable on 
the date of his elimination) for two months’ 
active duty in the grade (permanent or tem- 
porary) held at the time of eimination: Pro- 
vided, That the total severance pay shal! not 
exceed two years’ base and longevity pay so 
computed, 

(f) In time of emergency declared by the 
President or by the Congress, and in time of 
war, the President is authorized, in his dis- 
cretion, to suspend the operation of all or 
any part or parts of the several provisions 
of law prescribing mandatory retirement or 
separation of Regular Army officers. 

(z) Section 5 of the Act of July 31, 1935 (49 
Stat. 507), as amended (10 U. S, C, 971b), is 
further amended as follows: 

(1) By deleting therefrom that portion 
which reads: “Provided further, That on 





June 30, 1942, all brigadier generals of the line

Sec. 518. (a) (1) Promotions to the grades 


of captain, major, and lieutenant co!onel 
shall continue to be made under existing 
law until December 31, 1947. During the

The hrief is then reviewed in detail 
bv one of the reneral officer members 
who assures himself of its factuel ne- 
enraecy. completeness and objectivity. 
Tvvnewritten ond nhotestet copes are then 
prensred which are reviewed to make 
certain thet no errors, clerical or other- 
wise hove crent in The resultant record 
furnishes » cerefully nrenared digest of 
each oflicer’s recor’—the hest that can he 
composed from the data on hand and 
which will furnish a usable index for 
subeeqnent intelligent personnel action, 

It has been fonnd that the vears subse- 
quent to 193%, and particniarly those snb- 
sequent to 1941, are the critical ones In 
ech officer’s career. Accordingly, to In- 
clnde 1946. the greatest attention to de- 
tail is paid te this ten-vear verior. Serv- 
ice prior te 19%7 is shown briefly to round 
out the picture and ta insure that nothing 
pertinent fs overlooked. 

Many officers served on particular as- 
sicnments during the war yeurs, the na- 
ture of which was entirely new to the 
militury. In such cases the Bohrd con- 
ducts sufficient research to ascertain ex- 
actly the natnre of the job involved, the 
combat or other eonditions which snr- 
rennd it. the seope of the individual's 
duties, the size and type of the unit or 
installation concerned. and other neces- 
sary factors which determine his degree 
of responsibility and quality of bis per- 
formance 

The Roard goes “behind the scenes” so 
to sneak. in many cases, in its effort to 
gather uv all infermation availah'e, If 
records exhibit blank spots at critical 
times, if relief or transfers have taken 
pince without annarent canse. or if other 
lapses in the record are evident, corres- 
pondence or personal contact is initiated 
with the commiunder, or ether persons in 
a position to know the facts at the time, 
and enlightenment senght. The seurce of 
such evidence, and the date of receipt, 
are carefully recorded. 

No Corclusinn-s Made 

It must be state with the ntmost em- 
phasis that the Board is a fact-finding 
and fact-recording body only. It arrives 
at no conclusions, It expresses no opinions 
of its own, It makes no recommendations, 
It makes no attempt to arrange officers 
on a list of relative merit. But it does 
seek to record all the facts. including 
those which react both faverably or un- 
favorably on the officer under considera- 
tion, 

As an example, the estimate of each 
rating officer, as expressed on an effici- 
ency report, is briefly recorded. The name, 
rank, station and duty assignment of the 
rating ofticer are shown. This shows gen- 
erally the official relationship and proba- 
ble intimacy of contact between the rat- 
ing officer and the officer rated. No, at- 
tempt is made to “rate” the rating offi- 
cer as a “severe rater.” or an “ensy 
rater,” nor to extennate the relationship. 
Every attempt is made to avoid an ex- 
pression of pure opinion on the part of 
any trember of the Board. 

Efficiency reports of the past were not 
designed specifically for selection pur- 
poses, Their adaptability to the puropse 
hax become progressively less due to the 
lack of uniformity in their use by rating 
officers, the changes in the rules con- 
cerning this use, their dislocation during 
the war years, and other factors. The 
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work of this Board is only the beginning 
of an attempt to rectify some of the mal- 
adjustments of the past, to put person- 
nel records in arder and to lay the foun- 
dation for the development of a sound 
index fur the determination of true merit, 
With the briefed records once brought up 
to date, and by the application of scien- 
tifie methods of evaluation in the future, 
it will be relatively simple te maintain 
a personnel record system which will do 
the job expected of It.

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Text of Promotion Act Governing Navy Permanent Line Promotions 


OLLOWING is the full text of Title 

1 of the “Officer Personnel Act of 
1947" governing permanent promotions 
and mandatory retirement of line officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, 

Title I—Permanent Provisions Relating to 
Officers of The Line of the Navy 
Permanent Status of Title I 

Sec, 101. The provisions of this title shall 
constitute permanent, as distinguished from 
terminable, provisions of law relating to the 
distribution of commissioned officers in the 
various grades of the line of the Regular 
Navy, to the promotion of such officers to the 
grades above that of lieutenant (junior 
grade), and to their involuntary separation 
from the uctive list. 


Definitions 

Sec. 102. (a) As used In this title, the word 
“officers” shall be held to mean commissioned 
officers holding permanent appointments as 
such on the active list in the line of the Regu- 
lar Navy. Unless otherwise qualified, it shall 
be held to include officers designated for en- 
gineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, special duty, and limited duty, and to 
exclude commissioned warrant officers. 

(b) As used in this title, military titles 
shall be held to describe an officer or officers, 
as the case may he, holding permanent ap- 
pointment on the active list In the line of the 
Regular Navy in the grade concerned, 

(c) As used in this title, the words “not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty™ shall be 
held to describe officers not designated for 
engineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, special duty, or limited duty, or officers 
of the Marine Corps not designated for sup- 
ply duty or limited duty. 

(d) For the purpose of this title In respect 
to eligibility for continuation on the active 
list and In respect to separation from the ac- 
tive list, the total commissioned service of an 
officer who shall have served continuously In 
the Regular Navy following appointment 
therein in the grade or rank of ensign upon 
graduation from the Naval Academy or pur- 
suant to the Act of Angust 13, 1946 (Public 
Law 729. Seyenty-ninth Congress), shall be 
computed from June 30 of the fiscal year in 
which he accepted such appointment. Each 
other officer shall be deemed to have for 
these purposes as much total commissioned 
service as anv officer described above in this 
subsection who shall not have lost numbers 
or precedence and who Is, or shall have been, 
junior to such other officer for the purpose of 
eligibility for promotion or selection for 
promotion since the date of the latter's first 
appointment to permanent commissioned rank 
in the Regular Navy above the grade of com- 
missioned warrant officer, following which he 
sha'l have served continuously on the active 
Ust of the Regular Navy. 

(e) The words “active-duty pay” as nsed in 
sections 112 and 113 of this title shall he con- 
strued to mean the base and longevity pay 
the retired officer concerned would receive if 
serving on active duty in his grade. 

Distribution of Officers 

Sec, 103. (a) The total number of officers on 
the active list at any one time, exclusjve of 
officers carried by law as additional numbers 
in grade and of fleet admirals, shall be dis- 
tributed in the proportion of seventy-five 
one-hundredths of ore in the grade of rear 
admiral. to six in the grade of captain, to 
twelve in the grade of commander, to eighteen 
in the grade of Ventenant commander, to 
twenty-four and seventy-five one-hundredths 
in the grade of lientenant, to thirty-eight and 
fifty one-hundredths in the combined grades 
of Neutenant (junior grade) and ensign: Pro- 
vided, That of the number of officers so 
authorized in each grade helow captain, not to, 
exceed the following percentages may he offi- 
cers designated for limited duty: In the grade 
of commander three and sixty-four one-hun- 
dredths; in the grade of lientenant commanda- 
er eight and sixty-two one-hundredths: In 
the grade of lieutenant seven and seventy- 
two one-hundredths; and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, six and four one-hundredths: And 
provided further, That, except in time of war 
or national emergency declared after the 
effective date of this Act, the number of rear 
admirals not restricted in the performance of 
duty shall not exceed one hundred and fifty. 

(b) The total number of rear admirals 
designated for engineering duty, aeronautical 
engineering duty. and special duty shall not 
exceed at any one time a number equal to 13 
per centum of the authorized number of offi- 
cers, not restricted in the performance of 
duty, of the grade of rear admiral et that 
time: Provided, That, except In time*of war 
or national emergency declared after the 
effective date of this Act, the number of such 
rear admirals shall not exceed nineteen, 

(c) The total number of officers designated 
for engineering duty, in the combined grades 
of captain. commander. and lieutenant com- 
mander, shal] not exceed at any one time a 
number equal to 9 per centum of the total 
number of officers, not restricted In the per- 
formance of duty, authorized in those grades 
at that time. 

({d) The total number of officers designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty, in the com- 





bined grades of captain, commander, and 
lieutenant commander, shall not exceed at 
any one time a number equal to 5 per centum 
of the total number of officers, not restricted 
in the performance of duty, authorized In 
those grades at that time, 

(e) The total number of officers designated 
for special duty, In the combined grades of 
captain, commander, and lieutenant com- 
mander, shall not exceed at any one time a 
number equal to 5 per centum of the toral 
number of officers, not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, authorized in those grades 
at that time. 

(f) To determine the authorized number of 
officers In each of the various grades above 
lieutenant (junior grade), and in the com- 
bined grades of lentenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, as provided in this section, com- 
putations shall be made by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of the date of approval of this 
Act and thereafter as of January 1 of each 
year, and the resulting number tn each of such 
various grades, and In the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, as so 
computed, shall be he'd and considered for 
all purposes as the anthorized number of 
officers In each of such varions grades and In 
the combined grades’ of Hentenant (junior 
grade) and ensign, and shall not he varled 
between such compntations: Provided, That 
should it be found at the time of making any 
such computation that the anthorized num- 
ber which would result in the grade of cap- 
tain conld not be attained because of the 
minimum total commissioned service require- 
ment prescribed by snbsection 107 (c) of th's 
title, the Secretary of the Navy shall de- 
termine such lesser nnmber as may be ap- 
propriate and such lesser number shall he 
regarded as the authorized number, and the 
authorized number in any lower grade or 
grades shall be increased accordingly as may 
he determined by the Secretary of the Navy: 
Provided further, That to determire the 
authorized number of officers designated for 
limited duty in each of the ¢arious grades 
above *lHentenant (junior grace) and in the 
combined grades of Neutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, the Secretary of the Navy, as of 
the date of approval of this Act and there- 
after as of Jannary 1 Of each rear. shall com- 
pute the maximum number of anch officers 
who may serve in each of auch various grades, 
and in the combined grades of lenterant 
(junior grade) and ensign. as provided in 
sub-section (a) of this section, and shall de- 
termine the number of such officers In each of 
such variovs grades, and in the combined 
grades of lientenant (innior grade) and en- 
sign, not to exceed anch maximum number, 
required to meet the needs of the service dur- 
ing the ensuing year, and the resviting nnm- 
ber of each of auch varions grades, and in 
the combined grades of Nentenant (innior 
grade) and ensign. as so determined, shall he 
held and consifered for all nurnposes as the 
anthorized number of such officers in each of 
such varions grades, and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (iuntor grade) and en- 
sign, and shall not he varied hetween anch 
determinations: Provided further, That no 
officer shall he reduced in grade or pav or 
separated from the active list of the Navy 
as a resnit of any auch eomontation or de- 
termination: And provided further, That not- 
withstanding the provisions of this auhsec- 
tion relating to the avthorized number of offi- 
cers In grade, in order to make adinstment 
for the number of officers originally appointed 
each year in arv grace pursuant to titles I 
throngh 'V of this Act or to other provisions 
of law, the anthorized number of officers in 
each grate concerned mav he tempdrarily 
exceerled by such number of original appoint- 
ments in such grade until the rext aneceed- 
ing annual comnntation authorized by this 
subsection shall be made. - 

(z) Whenever a final fraction orenrs in any 
computation made pursnant to this title, the 
nerrest whole number shall he taken, and if 
such fraction he one-half the next higher 
whole number shall he taken. 

Promotion by Selection: Retention of 
Rear Admira!s 

See, 104. (a) Snbtect to the provisions of 
section 1508 of the Revised Statutes. all pro- 
motions to grades above that of Hentenart 
(iunior grade), including the promotion of 
those officers who are, or may he, carried on 
the Navy list as add'tional numbers tn grade, 
shall be only upon the recommendation of a 
board of naval officers as herein prescribed, 

(b) Rear admirals. not restric*ed in the per- 
formance of duty, who complete forr years of 
service in that grade and thirty-four years 
of total commissiored service shall, aubiect 
to the provisions of subsection 107 (a) of this 
title. he continued on the active list only upon 
the recommendation of a board of naval offi- 
cers as prescribed by titles I through IV of 
this Act. 


Selection Boards 

Sec. 105. (a) A board for the recommenda- 
tion of rear admirals for continuation on the 
active list sha!!l consist of five rear admirals, 
or officers of higher rank, senior to any offi- 
cer under consideration. Boards for the 
recommendation of officers for promotion to 
the grades of rear admiral and captain, and 
for the recommendation of captains for con- 





tinnation on the active list, shall consist of 
nine rear admirals: a board for the recom- 
mendation of officers fer promotion to the 
grade of commander shall consist of three 
rear admirals and six captains; and boards 
for the recommendation of officers for promo- 
tion to the grades of lientenant commander 
and lteutenant, shall consist of nine officers 
above the grade of commander. Whenever 
officers designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, or special 
duty are eligible for consideration by a selec- 
tion board for promotion or for continuation 
on the active list, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall appoint, as alternate members of the ap- 
propriate selection board, three officers of the 
same designation and classification as any 
such eligible officer. and If there be not three 
available he shall so appoint such lesser num- 
ber as shal! be available, and the Junior mem- 
bers who are not restricted in the perform- 
ance of duty, in like numbers, shall not act 
upon the eases of officers designated for engi- 
neering duty, aeronautical engineering duty, 
or special duty. No such alternate member 
shall act npon the cases of officers other than 
those of the same designation as himself. No 
officer designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty 
shall act upon the case of officers not re- 
stricted In the performance of duty. 

(b) The officers composing these hoards 
shall he officers on the active list of the Navy. 
No officer may be a member of two successive 
selection boards for the consideration of offi- 
cers for promotion to the same grade, or for 
the consideration of officers for continuation 
on the active list In the same grade. 

(ce) These hoards shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy and convened at least 
once each year and at such times as the 
Secretary of the Navy may direct. 

Oath for Members of Selection Boards 

See, 1€8. Each member of a hoard provided 
for in section 105 of this tit'e shall awear or 
affirm, that he will, withont prejndice or parti- 
ality. and having In view both the special fit- 
ness of officers and the effictency of the naval 
service, perform the duties imposed upon 
him as herein provided. 

Eligibility of Officers for Consideration by 

election Boards 

See, 107. (n) Rear admirals, not restricted 
in the performance of dntv. who, at any time 
during the fiscal year in which this title he- 
comes effective or at any time during any 
anhseqnent fiscal rear, first attain the atatna 
of having comp'eted four vears of service In 
grade and thirty-four years of total com- 
missiored service shall become eligible for 
consideration by a se'ection board eonvened 
in anch fiseal vear for recommendation far 
eoantinvation on the active list: ‘Provided, 
Thet sveh a rear admiral who at any time 
shall have loet numbers or precedence shall 
hecome eligible for auch consideration tn the 
fieen! vear In which the most senior renr ad- 
miral innior to nim whe sha'l not have tost 
rumbers or precetence bhecomes eligihle 
therefor: Provided further, That ench eligt- 
bility shall contivrre nnfil the officer con- 
cerned shall have been selected far continna- 
tion on the active list or until be shall have

(bh) Captaine designated for encireering 
duty. aeronantical engireering dnty, or 
snectal duty. within the following enategories 
shal! he eligible for consideration by a selec. 
tion board for recommendation for econtinna- 
tion on the active list, (1) Those who have 
twice failed of selection for promotion te rear 
admiral, and (2) those who have failed of 
selection for promotion to rear admiral in the 
immediately preceding vear and wha are not 
recommended for promotion by the selection 
board concerned: Provided, That snch enn- 
tains who will complete thirty-five venrs’ 
total commissioned service of whoa will at- 
tain the are of sixty-two years In the flacal 
vear in which such hoard ts convened wil! not 
he eligible for consideration for continuation 
on the active fist. 

(c) Officers shall be ellgzible for eonsidera- 
tion by a aelection board for promation to 
the rext higher grade when they wili have 
completed, on Inne 30 of the fisen! vear of the 
convening of the appropriate heard the fol- 
lowing periods of service In the grades tn 


which they are serving: Captains, three 
years: commanders, five years: Wentenant 
commanders and Hentenants, fonr sears: 


lientenants (junior grade), two years: Pro- 
vided. That no officer of the grade of com- 
mander shall be eligible for consideration by 
a selection board for promotion to captain 
who, on Tune 30 of the fiscal vear of the cran- 
vening of the board, will have completed leas 
than eighteen years commissioned service as 
defined In subsection 102 (4) of this title, nor 
shall any such officer be ao eligible anti! all 
officers senior to him in his grade are like- 
wise eligible.

while on the active list: Provided, That off. 
cers whose names are on the promotion list 
for any grade on the date of the convening 
of the board shall net be considered for the 
same grade by the board. 

(d) Of the officers, in any grade, designated 
for limited duty, who would otherwise be ej}. 
gible for consideration for. promotion pur. 
suant to the provisions of subsection (c) of 
this section, only the Junior officer In the pro. 
motion zone and officers senior to him in the 
grade concerned shall be eligible for such 
consideration. 

Information to be Furnished Selection 
Boards 

Sec. 108. (a) The Secretary of the Navy shall 
furnish the appropriate selection hoard with 
(1) the number of officers not restricted ig 
the performance of duty, the number of offi- 
cers designated for engineering duty, the 
number of officers designated for aeronautical 
engineering duty, the number of officers 
designated for special duty. and the number 
of officers designated for limited duty, which 
the board may recommend for promotion te 
the next higher grade; (2) the names of all 
officers eligible for consideration for promo- 
tion to each grade or grades to which the 
board will recommend officers for promotion; 
(3) the number of rear admirals not restrict- 
ed in the performance of duty which the 
board may recommend for continuation on 
the active list; (4) the names of all rear ad- 
mirals eligible for consideration for con- 
tinuation on the active list: (5) the number 
of captains designated for engineering duty, 
the number of captains designated for aero- 
nautical engineering duty, and the number 
of captains designated for special duty, which 
the board may recommend for continuation 
on the active list: (6) the names of captains 
eligible for consideration for continuation ou 
the active list: (7) the records of 41) officers 
whose names are furnished to a board; and 
(8) the names of officers in the respective 
promotion zones in the grade or grades under 
consideration for promotion. 

(b) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty shall be 
determined by the Secretary of the Navy 
as of the date of the convening of the board 
and shal! be equal to the number of vacan- 
cles existing among such officers in each 
grade for promotion te which the board will 
recommend such officers plus the estimated 
number of such vacancies which will occur 
during the ensuing twelve-month period and 
minus the number of such officers than on 
the promotion list. 

(c) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers desig- 
nated for limited duty shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of the board and shall be equal 
to the number of vacancies existing among 
such officers in each grade for promotion to 
which the board will recommend such officers 
plus the estimated number of such vacancies 
which will oecur during the ensuing twelve- 
month period and minus the number of such 
officers then on the promotion list, 

(d) The numbers to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, or special duty to the grade 
of rear admiral shall be determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy as of the date of the 
convening of the board. Their total shall be 
equal to the number of vacancies existing 
among such officers in the grade of rear ad- 
miral plus the estimated number of such 
vacancies which will occur during the ensu- 
ing twelve-month period and minus the num- 
ber of such officers then on the promotion 
list. Within and to such total the Secretary 
of the Navy shal! allocate such numbers to 
any or all of the named categories as he shall 
determine to he »ecessary to meet the re 
quirements of the Navy. 

(e) The number to be furnished the hoard 
in respect to the promotion of officers desig- 
nated for engineering duty from a grade be- 
low captain shall be determined by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as of the date of the con- 
vening of the board as necessary to meet the 
needs of the service. Such number shall not 
exceed the number of such officers in the pro- 
motion zone in the grade concerned, nor be 
less than the product of that number and @ 
fraction which for each such grade shall have 
as its numerator a number equa] to the num- 
ber of line officers in the same grade, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, which 
may be recommended for promotion to the 
next higher grade in the same fiscal year and 
as its denominator a number equal to the 
number of line officers, not restricted in the

(f) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers desig- 
nated for aeronautical engineering duty from 
a grade below captain shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of the board as necessary t¢@ 
meet the needs of the service. Such number 
shall not exceed the number of such officers 
in the promotion zone tn the grade concerned,

(h) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to renr admirals not restricted in 
the performance of duty to he continued on 
the active list shall be determined by the 
Becretary of the Navy as of the date of the 
convening of the board and shall be com- 
puted by dividing the anthorized number of 
guch rear admirals by three and subtracting’ 
from the quotient thus obtained the number 
of such rear admirals, exciusive of those who 
have once failed of selection for snch con- 
tinuation, who shall have completed prior to 
the end of the preceding fiscal year four years 
of service in that grade and thirty-four 
years of total commissioned service, which It 
is estimated will remain on the active list at 
the end of the current fiscal year: Provided, 
That the number to be so furnished shall not 
be less than 50 per centum of the number of 
gach rear admirals, exclusive of thoxe who

(i) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect te captains designated for engi- 
peering duty, aeronautical engineering duty, 
or special duty to be continued on the active 
list shall be such a number in each case not 
to exceed in each Inxtance the number pre- 
seribed in subsection 112 (a) of this title, ax 
the Secretary ef the Navy shall determine to 
he necessary to meet the requirements of the 
Navy. 

(j) The promotion zone in any grade for 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty shall be estublished by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of the date of the convening of 
& selection board to consider officers of that 
grade for recommendation for promotion to 
the next higher grade. It shall consist of that 
pumber of the most senior such officers of the 
grade under consideration, who are eligible 
for selection for promotion to the next high- 
er grade and have not previously failed of 
stich selection, which mnat he either selected 
for promotion by the particular board or be 
considered as having failed of such selection, 
in order to maintain a flow of promotion con- 
sistent with the terms of service set ont in 
subsection (m) of this section and to best 
assure to Individuals in sneceeding years 
quality of opportunity for promotion, The 
Dumber shall be determined by the Secretary 
of the Navy and shall be based upon a con-

(k) The promotion zones in any grade, he- 
low that of captain, for officers designated 
for engineering duty. for officers designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty, and for 
Officers designated for specia] duty, shall 
each be composed of al! officers of each such 
designation in the grade who have not pre- 
viously failed of se’ection to the next higher 
Stade and who are senior to the junior officer 
in the promotion zone determined as pro- 
vided in subsection (j) of this section. 

(1) The promotion zone in any grade for 
Officers designated for limited duty shall be 
established by the Secretary of the Navy as 
of the date of the convening of a selection 
board to consider officers of that grade for 
tecommendation for promotion to the next 
higher grade.

(n) The normal terms of service in grade of 
officers designated for limited duty in the 
various grades below that of commander shall 
be the same as those set out in subsection

(o) Any officer eligible for consideration by 
a selection board shall have the right to for- 
ward through official channe!s at any time 
not later than ten days after the convening 
of said board a written communication in- 
viting attention to any matter of record in 
the Navy Department concerning himself 
which he deems impertant in the considera- 
tion of his case: Provided, That such com- 
munication shall not contain any reflection 
upon the character, conduct, or motives of or 
criticism of any officer. 

Duties of Se'ection Boards 

Sec, 109. (a) From among those officers who 
are eligible for consideration for promotion, 
each board shall recommend for promotion 
those officers whom it considers best fitted 
for promotion, in number not exceeding the 
number furnished the board by the Secretary 
of the Navy as provided in section 108 of this 
title: Provided, That, from among eligible 
officers junior in lineal rank to the junior 
officer in the appropriate promotion zone In 
a grade below that of captain, the board may 
not recommend, as best fitted for promotion, 
a number exceeding 5 per centum of the total 
number that the board is authorized to recom- 
mend for promotion to the grade concerned 
or, if such 5 per centum shall not equal the 
whole number one, a number exceeding one: 
Provided further, That in each grade the 
junior officer in a promotion zone and all offi- 
cers of his category senior to him in lineal 
rank who are eligible for consideration shall, 
if not selected for promotion, be considered 
as having failed of selection for promotion, 
and no such officer junior in lineal rank to 
said junior officer in said promotion zone 
shall, if not selected for promotion, be con- 
sidered as having failed of selection for pro- 
motion: Provided further, That any captain 
designated for the performance of engineer- 
ing duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or 
special duty, shall, if net on the promotion 
list for the grade of rear admira) on June 30 
of the fiscal year in which he completes thirty 
years of total commissioned service, be held 
fur all purposes to have once failed of selec- 
tion for promotion, and if not on such list on 
June 30 of the succeeding year shall, subject 
to the provisions of subsection 111 (c) of this 
title, be held for all purposes to have twice 
failed of selection for promotion, and no such 
officer shal} be held to have falled of selec- 
tion for promotion solely by renson of the 
approved recommendation for promotion of 
any officer junior to him: Provided further, 
That an officer who has lost numbers or prec- 
edence shall not be held to have completed 
the service prescribed in the preceding pro- 
viso until he completes five years of service In 
the grade of captain: And provided further, 
That the status of having once failed of 
se ection for promotion shall net be con- 
sidered as prejudicial to an officer with re- 
spect to his qualifications, his fitness for the 
naval service, or his eligibility for selection 
by the next succeeding selection board, 

(b) From among those rear admirals not 
restricted in the performance of duty who are 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list, the board shall recommend for 
such continuation those officers whom it con- 
siders best fitted for continued service on the 
active list, in number equal to the number 
furnished the board by the Secretary of the 
Navy as provided in section 108 of this title. 

(c) From among those captains designated 
for engineering duty, aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty, or special duty, who are e‘igible for 
consideration for continuation on the active 
list, the board shal] recommend for such con- 
tinuation those officers, of each such cate- 
gory, whom it considers hest fitted for con- 
tinned service on the active list, in number 
not exceeding the number furnished the board 
by the Secretary of the Navy, with respect to 
that category, as provided in section 108 of 
this title. 

(d). The recommendation of the board In 
respect to the promotion of officers who are 
now or may hereafter be designated for en- 
gineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, special duty, or limited duty, shall he 
based upon their comparative fitness, within 
such categories, for the duties prescribed 
for them by law. 

(e) All reports or recommendations of a 
selection board under any provision of this 
title shall require the concurrence of at least 
two-thirds of the acting members: Provided, 
That the report or recommendation of a board 
composed of five acting members shal] require 





the concurrence of at least a majority of the 
acting members, 

(f) The selection board shall also report 
the names of any officers among those eligible 
for consideration and of less than twenty 
rears’ service whose reports and records In 
its opinion indicate their ansgatisfactory per- 
formance of duty In their present grades and 
In Its opinion Indicate that they wonld not 
satisfactorily perform the duties of a higher 
grade. 

Reports of Selection Boards 

See, 110. (a) The repor of the board shall 
he in writing. signed by all of the acting 
members thereof, and shall certify that the 
board has carefully considered the ense of 
every officer whose name wae furnished to the 
board hy the Secretary of the Navy, as pro- 
vided In section 108 of thia title. and that, In 
the opinion of at least two-thirda of the act- 
ing members, the officers thereln recommend- 
ed are selected as the best fitted to asenme 
the duties of the rext higher grade enhiect to 
the limitations prescribed In anheection 109 
(a) of this title, except that the recommenda- 
tion of the board In the cnrea of officera who 
are now or may hereafter be designated for 
engineering dnty, aerenantical engineering 
duty, special dnty, or I'mited dnty, shall be 
based nnon their comparative fitness as pre- 
ecribed In section 109 of thia title. The report 
of a hoard convened to recommend rear ad- 
mira's or captains for continvation on the ac- 
tive list shall certify that. In the opinion of 
at least two-thirds of the acting membera, 
and, if the board haa bat five acting membera, 
in the opinion of at lenet a matority of the 
acting members, the officers therein recom- 
mended are selected as the hest fitted for 
cortinvred service on the active list. 

(hb) The report of the hoard shall he anh- 
mitted to the President for approval or dia- 
approval: Provided, That In ense any officer 
or officers recommended hy the hoard for pro- 
motion, or, In the case of rear admirals or 
captains, for continuation on the active list, 
he not acceptable to the President, the hoard 
shall be Informed of the name of anch officer 
or officers and shall recommend a number of 
officers for promotion or for continuation on 
the active list, as the care may he, equal to the 
number of those found not acceptable to the 
President and, If necessary, the board shall 
be recenvened for this purpore, 


Promotion of Officers 

Sec. 111, (a) Officers recommended for pro- 
motion in the approved report of a selection 
hoard shal) be regarded as having heen 
selected for promotion and their names «hall 
be placed upon a promotion list for the grade 
for which recommended In the order of their 
seniority at the time of approval of such re- 
port except that the names of officers recom- 
mended In an earlier approved report shall be 
placed upon the promotion list ahead of 
those recommended for promotion to the same 
grade In a later approved report. Promotions 
to fill vacancies In any grade among officers 
not restricted In the performance of duty or 
officers designated for the performance of 
limited duty and to fill vacancies In the grade 
of rear admiral] among officers restricted in 
the performance of duty shall be made from 
among officers of the appropriate category 
whose names appear on the promotion list 
for the grade concerned and in the order of 
placement on the said promotion list, Each 
commander, lieutenant commander, and lHieu- 
tenant (junior ‘grade) restricted in the per- 
formance of duty whose name appears on a 
promotion list shall he eligible for promo- 
tion to the next higher grade when the officer 
not restricted in the performance of duty 
whose name appears next he'ow on his promo- 
tion list becomes eligible for promotion and, 
for the purposes of this section, snch date of 
eligibility for promotion shall be regarded as 
the date of vucancy in the higher grade. Each 
leutenant restricted in the performance of 
duty whose name appears on a promotion list 
shall be eligible for promotion to the grade 
of lieutenant commander when the officer not 
restricted in the performance of duty whose 
name appears next below his on the promo- 
tion list becomes eligible for promotion or 
when a vacancy exists in the combined grades 
of captain, commander, and Iientenant com- 
mander among officers restricted in the! per- 
formance of duty, whichever may be the later. 
and for the purposes of this section, such 
date of eligibility for promotion shal) be re- 
garded as the date of vacancy in the higher 


grade. 
(b) The commission of each officer promoted 
to a higher grade shall bear such date of 


rank and precedence number which, upon his 
promotion, will assure him precedence in ac- 
cordance with the order in which his name 
appeared on the promotion list; no increased 
pay or allowances shall accrue to any officer 
prior to the date of the occurrence of the 
vacancy which he is promoted to fill, 

(c) The President may remove the name of 
any officer from the promotion list, An officer 
whose name is so removed from the promo- 
tion list, or one whose appointment is reject- 
ed by the Senate, shall continue to be eligible 
for consideration for recommendation for pro- 
motion: Provided, That the next ensuing 
selection board may recommend the officer 
eoncerned for promotion, and thereupon, 
with the approval of the President, the name 
of such officer shall be replaced on the pro- 
motion list, without prejudice by reason of its 
having been temporarily removed therefrom, 
and when promoted such officer shall take the 
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same lineal rank and date of rank that he 
would have had hix name not been so re- 
moved: Aud provided further, That if such 
officer is not so recommended by such next 
ensuing selection board or If the President 
shall again remove his name from the promo- 
tion list or if the Senate shall again reject 
his appointment, he shall be held for all 
purposes to have twice failed of selection for 
promotion. 

(ad) No officer shall be promoted to a grade 
above lientenant unless he has had not less 
than two years’ sea or foreign rervice In the 
grade in which serving and on the promotion 
list for that grade: Provided, That the quall. 
fication of sea or foreign service shall not 
apply to officers restricted by jaw to the per- 
formance of engineering duty only, aeronan- 
tical engineering duty only, or special duty 
only: And provided further, That the Secre- 
tary of the Navy sha!ll determine the types 
of duty which may be counted for the pur- 
pose of this subsection. 

Retirement of Officers Below the Grade of 

Rear Admiral 

Sec, 112. (2) Captains whose names, on June 
80 of the fiscal year In which they complete 
thirty-one years of total commissioned ser- 
vice, are not on a promotion tat, shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of aubsection 111 a 
of this title, if not otherwire retired pureuan 
to law, be placed on the retired Hat on that 
date: Provided, That such an officer who has 
lost numbers or precedence shall not he placed 
on the retired list by reason of completion of 
thirty-one years of total commiasioned set- 
vice unti! Jure 30 of the fiscal year in which 
he completes five vears of service in the grade 
of captain: Provided further, That captaing 
net restricted In the performance of duty 
whore names, on Jnne 30 of the flacal year to 
which they complete thirty yeara of total com- 
miasioned service, are not on a promotion 
list, shall, subject to the provisions of sub- 
section 11% (¢), If not otherwtee retired pur- 
suant to law, and If they shall have twice 
failed of selection for promotion to rear ad- 
miral, be placed on the retired list on that 
date: Provided further, That not to exceed 
ten captains designated for engineering duty,

(b) Commanders, except commanders 
designated for limited duty, whose names, on 
June 30 of the fiaeal year in which they 
complete twenty-six years of total commis- 
sioned service, are not on a promotion list, 
shall, subject te the provisions of section 
111 (c) of this title, if not otherwise retired 
pursnant to law and if they shall have twice 
failed of selection fer promotion to captain, 
he placed on the retired list on that date, 
Commanders, except commanders designated 
for limited duty, who shall twice fail of 
selection for promotion to captain, If such 
second failure shall occur anbseqnent to June 
30 of the fiscal yeur in which they complete 
twenty-six years of total} commissioned ser- 
vice, shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant 
to law, be placed on the retired list on June 
30 of the fisen! year in which such second 
failure shall oecur, 

(c) Officers designated for limited duty 
shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant to 
law, be placed on the retired list on the Inst 
day of the month following the month tn 
which they complete thirty years of active 
naval service exclusive of active duty for 
training in a Reserve component. 

(4) Lieutenant commanders, except Hlen- 
tenant commanders designated for limited 
duty, whose names, on June 30 of the fiscal 
year in which they coniplete twenty years of 
total commissioned service, are not on a pro- 
motion list, shall, anb‘ect to the provisions 
of section 111 (c) of this title, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law and If they shall 
have twice failed of selection for promotion 
to commander, he placed on the retired list on 
that date. Lientenant commanders, except 
Henutenant commanders designated for limited 
duty, who shall twice fail of selection for pro- 
motion to commander, If such second failure 
shall occur subsequent to June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which they comp'ete twenty 
years of total commissioned service, shall, if 
not otherwise retired pursuant to law, be 
placed on the retired list on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which such second failure shall 
occur. 

(e) Lieutenant commanders designated for 
limited duty shall, if not otherwise retired 
pursuant to law, be placed on the retired list 
on June 30 of the fiseal year in which they 
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shal! have twice failed of selection for pro- 
motion to commander: Provided, That such 
an officer instead of such separation from the 
active list shall, if he had the permanent 
status of warrant officer or commissioned 
warrant officer when first appointed an offi- 
cer for the performance of limited duty only, 
have the option of reverting to the grade and 
status he would have held had he not been so 
appointed, and if he had a permanent rating 
below warrant officer when first so appointed 
he shall have the option of reverting to the 
grade and status he would have held had he 
not been so appointed but aad instead been 
appointed a warrant officer, and in any com- 
putation to determine such grade and status 
all active service as an officer designated for 
limited duty or as a temporary or Reserve 
officer shalj be Included: And provided fur- 
ther, That such an officer exercising such op- 
tion sha'l, if not otherwise retired pursuant 
to law, be placed on the retired list in the 
grade in which then serving, upon the com- 
pletion of a total of thirty years of active na-

while serving on active duty as an officer of 
the Naval Reserve, who is so placed on the 
retired list, shal! uot be less than 50 per 
eentum of his active-duty pay at the time of 
retirement. 

(gz) Lieutenants, and leutenants (junior 
grade), who sha!l haye twice failed of selec- 
tion for promotion to lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant, respectively, and officers 
whose nanies are reported in accordance with 
subsection 109 (f) of this Act, shall be hon- 
orably discharged from the Navy on June 30 
of the fiscal year in which they fail of such 
selection the second time, or in which their 
names are reported in accordance with sub- 
section 109 (f) of this Act, with a lump-sum 
payment computed on the basis of two 
months’ active-duty pay at the time of dis- 
charge for each year of commissioned service 
computed in accordance with subsection 102 
(d), but not to exceed a total of two years’ 
active-duty pay: Provided, That for the pur- 
pose of this subsection a fractiona) year of 
six months or more shall be considered a full 
year in computing the number of years’ com- 
missioned service upon which to base such 
lump-sum payment, And provided further, 
That an officer designated for limited duty, 
instead of such separation from the active 
list, shall have the option described in sub- 
section (e) of this section. 

(h) Officers on a promotion list who, at 
any time prior te promotion, are found in- 
ecapacitated for service by reason of physical 
disability contracted in line of duty shall, 
when retired, be retired in the grade for 
which they were selected, with retired pay at 
the rate of 75 per centum of the active-duty 
pay of the rank to which selected. 

(i) The provisions of this title relating to 
the discharge or retirement of officers who 





have twice failed of selection for promotion, 


shall be applicable to officers above the grade 
of ensign who fail on professional reexamina- 
tion for promotion in the same manner as if 
such officers had twice failed of selection for 
promotion. 

(j) Nothing tn this section shalB be held to 
reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 
Officer would be entitled under other pro- 
visions of law. 

Retirement of OMice-s Above the Grade of 

Captain 

Sec, 113. (a) Rear admirals who, having 
been considered by two successive selection 
boards for recommendation for continuation 
on the active list, are not so recommended tin 
the approved report of such a board shall, if 
not otherwise retired pursuant to law, be 
placed upon the retired list on June 30 of the 
then current fiscal year with retired pay at 
the rate of 2% per centum of their active-duty 
pay in the grade in which serving at the time 
of retirement multiplied by the number of 
years of service for which they would be en- 
titled to\credit in the computation of pay on 
the active list had they been serving in the 
grade of captain at the time of their retire- 
ment, but retired pay so computed shal) not 
exceed a total of 75 per centum of said active- 
duty pay. 

(b) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
conveniug of a buard for the consideration of 





rear admirals who are not restricted in the 
performance of duty for continuation on the 
active list. that the number to be furnished 
the board as determined pursuant to the pro- 
visions of subsection 108 (h) would, except 
for the proviso to said subsection, be less 
than 50 per centum of the number of such 
rear admirals, excluding those who have once 
fal'ed of selection for continuation on the ac- 
tive list, eligible for such consideration, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall convene a board 
of not less than five officers, not restricted in 
the performance of duty and serving in ranks 
above that of rear admiral, to consider such

ance of duty, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
convene a board of not less than five officers, 
not restricted in the performance of duty and 
serving in ranks above that of rear admira', 
to consider and recommend for retirement 
a sufficient number of such rear admirals to 
permit the selection for promotion of the said 
number of such captains. 

(d) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration of 
captains designated for engineering dnty. 
aeronautical engineering duty, or special duty 
for promotion to the grade of rear admiral. 
that the number of vacancies existing plus 
the estimated number of vacancies which will 
occur during the ensuing twelve-month 
period in the grade of rear admiral is less 
than will permit the selection for promotion 
of a number of such captains equal te 1) per 
centum of the authorized number of rear ad- 
mirals designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty, 
the Secretary of the Navy shall convene a 
bourd of not less than five officers, serving in 
ranks above that of rear admiral, to consider 
and recommend for retirement a sufficient 
number of such rear admirals to permit the 
selection for promotion of the said number 
of such captains. 

(c) The report of a board convened pur-

Sec, 114, (a) Commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps shall be authorized in number 
in the same proportion te authorized enlisted 
strength and shall be distributed in grades, 
promoted, retired, and discharged in like 
manrer and with the same relative conditions 
in all respects as provided for commissioned 
offivers of the line of the Navy, by existing 
law, or by laws hereafter enacted, except as 
may be necessary to adapt the said provi- 
sions to the Marine Corps, or as herein other- 
wise provided. 

(b) Of the authorized number of*commis- 
sioned officers above the grade of colonel who 
are not restricted in the performance of duty, 
not more than 50 per centum may be major 
generals and the remainder brigadier gen- 
erals: Provided, That after July 1, 1SH8, ex- 
cept in time of war or national emergency 
declared after the effective date of this Act, 
the number of such officers shall not exceed 
thirty-two, of which not exceeding twelve 
may be major generals. 

(c) The number of brigadier generals desig- 
nated for supply duty, ineluding the officer 
serving as the head of the Supply Department, 
shall not exceed at any one time a number 
equal to 13 per centum of the number of gen- 
eral officers of the Marine Corps not restricted 
in the performance of duty authorized at that 
time: provided, That except in time of war 
or uationa; ewergency declared after the effec- 
tive date of this Act, such number shall not 
exceed four,

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(d) The total number of officers des‘'gnated 
for supply duty in the combined grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major ‘shall 
not exceed at any one time a nuinber equal 
to 8 per centum of the total number of offi- 
cers not restricted in the performance of duty 
authorized in those grades at that time. 

(e) The requirement of sea or foreign ser- 
vice in grade shal] not apply to promotion of 
officers of the Marine Corps, 

(f) Selection boards shall ‘consist of nine 
officers of the active list of the Marine Corps, 
the composition of the boards to be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of the Navy: Pro- 
vided, That no officer shall be recommended 
for promotion or for éontinuation on the ac- 
tive list unless he shall have received the

(t) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration 
ef colonels designated for supply duty for 
promotion to the grade of brigadier general, 
that the number of vacancies existing plus 
the estimated number of vacancies which 
will occur during the ensuing twelve-month 
period in the grade of brigadier genera! is 
jess than will permit the selection for pro- 
motion in such period of a number of such 
colonels equal to 15 per centum of the au- 
thorized number of brigadier generals desig- 
nated for supply duty, the Secretary of the 
Navy shall convene a board of not less than 
five officers serving in ranks above that of 
brigadier general to consider and recommend 
for retirement a sufficient number of briga- 
dier generals designated for supply duty to 
permit the selection for promotion in such 
period of the said number of such colonels. 

(u) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to colonels designated for supply 
duty to be continued on the active list shall 
be such number, not to exceed two, as the 
Secretary of the Navy shall determine to be 
necessary to meet the requirement of the 
Marine Corps. 

(v) Officers recommended for retirement in 
the report of a board convened pursuant to 
subsections (1), (m), and (t) of this section, 
as approved by the President, shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
on the retired list on June 30 of the then 
current fiscal year with retired pay at the 
rate of 2% per centum of their active-duty 
pay in the grade in which serving at the 
time of retirement multiplied by the num- 
ber of years of service for which they would 
be entitled to credit in the computation of 
pay on the active list had they been serving 
in the grade of colone] at the time of their 
retirement, but retired pay so computed shall 
not exceed a total of 75 per centum of said 
active-duty pay. 

(w) From among the officers designated for 
supply duty who are eligible for considera- 
tion for continuation on the active list the 
board shall recommend for such continuation 
those officers whom it considers best fitted for 
continued service on the active list in num- 
ber equal to the number furnished the board 
by the Secretary of the Navy. 

(x). Nothing in this section shall be held 
to reduce the retired rank or pay to which 
an officer would be entitled under other pro- 
visions of law. 

(y) The report of a board convened pur- 
suant to the provisions of subsections (1), 
(m), and (t) of this section shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval; if the President shall disapprove 
the recommendations of the board in whole 
or in part, the board shall then recommend 
additional appropriate general officers for re- 
tirement equal to the number disapproved 
by the President. 

Determination of Upper and Lower Half 

Rear Admirals 

Sec. 115, Rear admirals on the active list 
of the line in the upper half of that grade, 
exclusive of officers carried as additional 
numbers in grade, shall be entitled to the 
pay and allowances prescribed by law for 
rear admirals of the upper half: Provided, 
That for the purpose of determining the 
number of rear admirals in the upper half, 
there shall be excluded those officers carried 
as additional numbers in that grade, and 
each rear admiral carried as an additional 
number in that grade shall be entitled to such 
pay and allowances from the date on which 
the officer next junior to him becomes en- 
titled thereto pursuant to this section, 


Effective Date of Title I 
Sec, 116, Sections 101, 102, and, as to dis- 
tribution, sections 103 and 114 of this title 
shall be effective upon the date of approval 
of this Act. The remaining provisions of this 
title shall be effective upon the termination 
of title ITI of this Act. 





Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 

In the House, after learning that the 
Senate had passed the promotion bill, 
Representatives Dewey Short (R-Mo.) 
and Paul Kilday (D-Tex.) stressed the 
urgent need for the promotion bill at this 
time, and the House approved the bill ex- 
actly as it had passed the Senate. 

Virtually the only provision of the bill 
which becomes immediately effective after 
the President's approval is that authoriz- 
ing increases in the numbers of permanent 


general officers of the line and for the 


Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Veterinary 


Corps, and Chaplains. It was stated at 


the War Department this week that stud- 
ies are now underway to provide a basis 
upon which the Secretary may exercise 
under the bill to determine the 
numbers of officers in the various corps. 








It will not be until that decision is made 
that the number of generals in the Medi- 
cal Department and Chaplains can be fi- 
nally determined, for they are based on 
percentages. For example, the law pro- 
vides a maximum of 16 generals for the 
Medical Corps, but the actual number 
may be as low as 13, depending on the 
finally authorized strength of the Corps. 
It is estimated that the general officer 
appointments will not be made until Sep- 
tember or October. 

Dispelling doubts that the new U. 8. 
Air Force might scrap the new promotion 
Act insofar as it applies to them, it was 
stated at Air Force headquarters this 
week that the previsions of the new law 
meet with the full approval of the air 
command and will be carried out when 
the new Department of the Air Force is 
set up. Any changes necessitated by the 
new Departmental arrangement can be 
made administratively, it was said, so 
that there will be no necessity for re- 
course to Congress unless experience 
should later dictate modifications. 

The “Officer Personnel Act of 1947” di- 
rects the Army to continue promotions to 
grades of Lieutenant Colonel and below 
on the basis of pre-war law until 31 Dec. 
1947. 

The new promotion-by-selection system 
will be effective immediately, however, 
for all promotions to permanent grades 
of Major General, Brigadier General, and 
Colonel. 

Promotions to First Lieutenant will be 
made to fill vacancies upon completion of 
three years service in grade of Second 
Lieutenant. 

After 31 Dec. 1947, there will be no 
permanent grade promotions to Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, Major, or Captain until 1 
July 1948, when vacancies in those grades 
existing on that date will be filled. 

In preparing for these selections, the 
War Department has begun the task of 
outlining the complete record of each of- 
ficer on the new Officers Pvaluation Rec- 
ord Cards, which are described elsewhere 
in this issue. 

he “Officer Personnel Act of 1947” 
orders a resumption of promotions on 1 
Jan. 1949, and all promotions to grades 
of Captain and above will thereafter be 
made in the Army only by selection. 

For the Navy, Title III requires that 
the following action be completed not later 
than 30 days after approval of the bill 
by the President: 

1. A single lineal list of all line officers 
of the grade of Ensign and above will be 
established, taking into account existing 
relative precedence except for spot pro- 
motions. 

2. Applying the percentage distribution 
authorized for each grade to this lineal 
list, the numbers authorized to hold 
permanent appointments in each grade 
will be determined, and the numbers au- 
thorized to hold temporary appointments 
in each grade also will be determined. 

On completion of the establishment of 
the lineal list, the President is authorized 
to fill vacancies in permanent and tem- 
porary grades. These will be the first 
permanent promotions in the Navy since 
before the war. 

After establishment of the lineal list 
of the line, the Secretary of the Navy will 
convene a board to recommend assign- 
ment of running mates to Lieutenants 
(junior grade) and above in each of the 
Staff Corps. Assignment of running mates, 
as recommended, must be completed not 
later than 60 days after approval of the 
bill. 

Not later than 30 days after this, or 90 
days after the President signs the bill, 
lineal lists for each Staff Corps will be 
established, and officers will be appointed 
to the same permanent and temporary 
grades as are held by their line running 
mates, 

Also upon approval of the bill, the Navy 
will have to determine upper half and 
lower half Rear Admirals, so that Rear 
Admirals of the Staff Corps may proper- 
ly draw upper half pay to which entitled. 

At the same time, administrative ac- 
tion will be taken soon to establish AEDO 
and SDO officers apart from the line, in 
which they were originally commissioned. 

An Alnav will be issued to the Service 
explaining the Navy promotion system, 
and a more lengthy explanation will be 
printed in the Navy Department Semi- 
Monthly Bulletin. 

Portions of Senate debate on the bill 
are quoted : 








Mr. Johnson of Colorado, I think that legis- 
lation along this line is very badly needed. 
I recall, several years ago, when the automatic 
promation plan was adopted by the Congress, 
the Senior Senator from Texas (Mr, Connal- 
ly) and I made a losing fight which lasted 
several days. We lost, in trying to escape from 
the automatic promotion system. I have care- 
fully listened to what the Senator has said, 
and I am convinced there is much merit in his 
proposal. It is a very complex matter. It 
seems to me that perhaps we are pyramiding 
favoritism now upon automatic promotion. 
Automatic promotion was very bad, and it has 
not proved successful. High generals in the 
Army, and Senators on the floor who were 
members of the Military Affairs Committee 
fought against that bill, I noticed that we 
were honored today by the presence of former 
Senator from Indiana, Judge Minton, who 
helped to lead the fight that the Senator from 
Texas (Mr. Connally) and I waged against 
the automatic promotion bill, Nevertheless, it 
was adopted. It was a great mistake. I am 
glad to see that the high military leaders of 
this country acknowledge that it was a mis- 
take, which they are now trying to correct. 
I wonder if the proper correction is being 
made to the automatic promotion system. 

Mr. Baldwin, May I ask the distinguished 
Senator from Colorado, who, I know, is 
familiar with the Navy system, if he was sat- 
isfied that that system provided a proper 
method of promotion? 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, Yes; I will say 
to the Senator that at the time the automatic 
promotion plan was adopted, it was my hope 
that the Army might adopt the Navy system. 

Mr. Baldwin. I want to say to my distin- 
guished colleague that what the bill does is 
to apply to the Army insofar as is now pos- 
sible the method of selection followed in the 
Navy. In other words, in the Navy, presently, 
when a man reaches the rank of junior-grade 
lieutenant and is ready to he advanced to 
the rank of lieutenant, he must pass a selec- 
tion board, The same rule is here applied to 
officers of the Army who reach the rank of 
captain, 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. What I fear is 
this hybrid or cross between antomatic pnro- 
motion and the so-called favoritism method 
of selecting officers. If the outright merit sys- 
tem is followed, then of course I wonld be 
wholeheartedly in favor of it, but I have a 
fear of halfway measures, It seems to me 
we run the danger of adopting all that is bad 
in both systems when we adopt a hybrid sys- 
tem. ‘ 

Mr. Baldwin. I want to assure the Senator 
that the committee shared his view, and for 
that purpose and to that end we adopted a 
bill which endeavors to get away from the in- 
equities of the old promotional system, which 
was almost automatic, This is really a selec- 
tion system, 

Mr, Tydings. Mr, President, I sincerely hope 
that this bill may be considered before we 
adjourn. The bill is intended, in connection 
with the unification bill, to put the Military 
Fstablishment on a firm and ready basis. The 
House of Representatives held hearings last- 
ing for several months. It is not easy to re- 
vise the promotional system of the Army and 
Navy. The bill has the support of the high 
officers in the Army, Navy, and Air Force. 
It will do as much as anything I know of to 
put competent, skilled, intelligent, and young 
men, for the most part, in charge of our Mili- 
tary Establishment, ‘ 

Mr. Overton, As I understand the Senator's 
position, the Navy has had a very admirable 
method of promotion, that is, by merit, while 
the Armv has had the automatic promotion 
system. The question I want to ask the Sena- 
tor, in all seriousness, is this: Has that re- 
sulted in the Navy having finer admirals than 
the Army has had generals? 

Mr. Tydings. I am not an expert in military 
matters, and I do not know what my opinion 
would be worth, but offhand I would say 
“Yes,” and for the following reasons. The 
Army has been unable at any time to retire 
an officer, because under the automatic sys- 
tem he went throngh all the grades up until 
he reached a certain term of years, while, 
on the other hand, in the Navy it was pos- 
sible to take out an officer who did not for 
one reason or another have the qualifications 
to make a senior naval officer, In the Army 
it was possible to retire him, 

We have already taken into consideration, 
in the engineer department, that that service 
has certain civil functions which the remain- 
der of the Army and the Navy do not have. 
The Senator from Louisiana very properly 
brought up that consideration, and we tried 
to meet it and fit it into tle system, because 
the point of view the Senator expressed to 
our committee has real merit, and we at- 
temnted as best we conld to make the ex- 
cention, which was a deserved one, to fit in 
with the general scheme of promotions. 

Bat to come down to the point. The Army 
authorities themselves said, in testifying be- 
fore our committee that they thought the 
Navy system was productive of more efficient 
and better qualified officers than was the 
Army system, because under the automatic 
system of promotion they had no alternative. 

Mr. Overton. I think that the last war 
demonstrated that we had fine admirals and 
fine generals. I do not think there can be in- 
stituted any invidious comparison between 
the two classes of officers. I think we pro- 
dneed npon the field of battle the finest gen- 
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erals who served any country under any flag, 
and I think that under the Navy system we 
produced as magnificent admirals as ever 
served upon the high seas at any time in the 
history of the world, 

Mr, Tydings, I agree with the Senator. 

Mr. Overton. I do not think the promotion 
system of the Navy and the promotion sys- 
tem of the Army have had so much to do with 
the magnificent admirals and generals who 
have been produced out of the loins of Ameri- 
can fathers and American mothers. 

Mr. Holland, Mr. President, this may be a 
bit out of order, but I am wondering if Sen- 
ators who have read the three-hundred-and- 
thirty-odd pages of the bill will be good 
enough to raise their hands so that we may 
see how many such there are. 

I note one hand, Mr. President, Are there 
others? Apparently one Senator—and I con- 
gratulate him upon his diligence—has had 
the opportunity to read the bill and has read 
it, I have not had that opportunity. I think 
I should be allowed such an opportunity, and 
I think every‘ other Senator should be al- 
lowed that opportunity. 

Mr. President, if the Senate tonight rams 
through a measure so important without 
knowing what is in it, we assume responsibil- 
ity for everything that is in it, whether it is 
right or wrong. I am not willing, by my af- 
firmative vote, to assume responsibility in a 
matter so vital without knowing more about 
it than has been communicated to us. 

I find no fault with the distinguished Sena- 
tor who has explained the bill in the brief 
space of time which has been allowed him. 
Apparently he did not have an opportunity 
to read the bill, because he did not raise his 
hand, T find no fault with him, T wanta fina 
fault with us if we were to pass a bill of such 
consummate importance without knowing any 
more about it than we do, 

Mr. President, I should like to ask several 
questions, and I hope some Senator will be 
in a position to answer them, They are not 
asked out of caprice. They are asked out of a 
sincere desire to find out what is in the bill. 
I hope Senators will give me their attention. 
because I think these are questions which 
will give us concern, and should give u« con- 
cern, and will cause concern to others in the 
event we should enact this bill, 

The first question is, What provision is 
made in the bill for the independent Air 
Corps? I have pursued the inquiry as diligent- 
ly as possible, I have talked very briefly with 
the Senator from Connecticut (Mr. Baldwin) 
and the Senator from Massachusetts (Mr. 
Lodge), for both of whom I have the highest 
regard, and who I know are deeply bound up 
in this measure, or they would not take the 
position they have taken. 

With the enactment of the unification law 
there is created an independent, separate, au- 
tonomous Air Corps, Senators will recall that 
the other day when we passed the bill I had 
some references to make to the fact that it had 
beer a dream toward which I had been work- 
ing, and toward which I am sure many oth- 
ers had been working for years, including the 
late General Mitchell, That dream is now 
being realized. 

I have hurriedly, but as well as I could, 
consulted, as I stated, with the Senator from 
Connecticut (Mr, Baldwin), the Senator from 
Massachusetts (Mr, Lodge), and one or two 
others, in connection with this matter, but I 
find, as I expected, that there is no provision 
directly in the bill with reference to the in- 
dependent Air Corps. Quite to the contrary, 
the bill is drawn, and the title of the bill will 
show, “to provide for the promotion and 
elimination of the Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps, and for other purposes.” It is true, as 
I read the report and as I read the bill hur- 
riedly, that there was in contemplation the 
fact that there would be, or might be, an in- 
dependent Air Corps. 

Mr. President, I find that in the brief check 
which I was able to make the only references 
to the Army Air Corps which I have found 
in the report were in the few lines which I 
have read. In the bill itself, in two sections 
thereof, the Army Air Corps, the Medical 
Corps, and the Chaplains were excluded from 
the other provisions of the bill. Whether that 
is sufficient to meet the problem is a question 
on which I should like to be advised now, and 
as to which, regardless of what the distin- 
guished senior Senator from Maryland may 
say, feeling that anyone who believes as I do 
and as the junior Senator from Massachusetts 
believes, that the Army Air Corps is the first 
line of our national defense, I think one should 
have the right to familiarize himself with the 
situation and to know that there are ade- 
quate safeguards. 

Mr. Tydings. The question the Senator 
from Florida asks is a very proper question. 
There is no doubt in the world that it is per- 
tinent to this discussion. Let me say to the 
Senator from Florida that in the unification 
bill ample provision is made for carving, 80 
to speak, the new Air Force out of the Army. 
In other words, we cannot simply say there 
shall be created an Army Air Force and let 
it go at that, There the mechanics are'set up, 
the procedure by which the new Air Force 
will be carved out of the Army. If this bill 
shall pass, provision is made in the unification

Brig. Gen. Meriweather L. Walker, 
USA-Ret., former Governor of the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone, died 29 July in the Ma- 
rine Hospital at Vineyard Haven, Mass., 
where he had been a patient for some 
time. 

General Walker was born in Lynchburg, 
Va., the son of Dr. Thomas Lindsay Walker 
and Catherine Dabney Walker, In 1893 he was 
graduated from the U. S, Military Academy, 
at West Point, where he later was professor 
of practical military engineering, In 1893, 
General Walker was graduated from the Army

General Walker was appointed governor of 
the Canal Zone in 1924 and, while holding this

In 1928 General Walker was transferred to 
Boston to take command of the 18th Infantry 
Brigade. 

During World War I General Walker went 
to France as chief engineer of the 41st Division 
and later became director of the Motor Trans- 
port Corps of the American Expeditionary 
Ferces.

bill for the officers in the Air Force, The 
promotion list would be identical, because it 
ls provided there how the transfer is to be 
made, the grades in the Air Force, and so 
forth, But all of those things cannot be put 
into one bill. 

The Senator’s question is a proper one, All 
I wanted to do was to try, in my humble way, 
to give him the answer to it.

Mr, Baldwin, The unification law has re- 
cently become effective by the President’s 
signature.

So it will be seen that by that particular 
language the Secretary of the Air Force is 
vested with all the authority that the Secre- 
tary of War had heretofore, so that the au- 
thoriy given transfers to him, by virtue of 
that authority, the full authority which is 
referred to in the promotion bill, Thus is 
the authorization made from the Secretary 
of War to to (,oatvsishrdluetaoinshrdlunu 
of War to the Secretary of Air. So there is a 
complete intergration of the two bills.

Financial Digest 

Despite the optimistic tone of Presi- 
dent Truman’s Midyear Economic Report 
to Congress, the “free” economy of which 
he spoke is encountering serious diffieul- 
ties. 

Following the recent increase in soft- 
coal miners’ wages, bringing their scale up 
to more than 200 per cent above pre-war 
schedules, many large steel companies 
have announced increases for flat rolled 
steel ranging from $5 to $8 a ton. The 
effect of this on manufacturing industries 
and on ultimate retail prices will natural- 
ly be to add to the inflationary wage-price 
spiral. 

In Detroit, the Ford Motor Company, 
crippled by the lack of automobile parts 
it normally receives from the strike-struck 
Murray Corporation plant, announced 
that it may have to cut back to two days 
a week operation. The UAW strike al- 
ready had put approximately 35,000 of 
its own and other workers on the idle list. 

The Murray strike, in progress since 
23 July, stems from the UAW efforts to 
follow John L. Lewis’ lead in requiring 
the employers to evade the intent of the 
Taft-Hartley Labor Act by agreeing not 
to hold the union liable to law suits under 
that Act. 

In the international picture, England 
has expressed its willingness to modify 
existing quantitative import controls in 
the dependencies so that there will be no 
discrimination against imports from the 
United States except with respect to goods 
from other dependencies and from the 
United Kingdom. The basis for such an 
exception is the fact that the United 
Kingdom and the dependencies share a 
common quota in the International Mone- 
tary Fund and the United Kingdom is 
responsible for maintaining the parities of 
the colonial currencies. 

Specifically, this means that while 
either the United Kingdom or any of the 
dependencies included within the British 
Fund-quota would be permttted to dis- 
criminate in favor of each other, they 
could not discriminate against the United 
States in favor of any country or area 
havhg a separate quota in the Fund, for 
example, Australia or Canada or Brazil. 
The State Department is studying the pro- 
posals, and has announced that it will be 
necessary to examine carefully the rights 
assured the United States under mandate 
conventions, the trusteeship agreements 
and other international acts.

Preliminary tests of nylon boat falls 
lead the Coast Guard to the belief that 
boat falls of this material will be satis- 
factory for service use. 

In a test of 102 lowerings and hoistings 
of a 26-foot self-bailing motor surf boat 
supported by one nylon fall and one 
manila fall, the Coast Guard found “some- 
what less wear on the nylon fall than 
on the manila.” 

At the same time, it was determined 
that braided nylon stoppers are suitable 
for use on either nylon or manila rope. 

A test will now be made of the physical 
characteristics of the nylon and manila 
boat falls used in the first test to deter- 
mine the exact changes which have oc- 
eurred as a result of wear. 

Additional comparative tests are under- 
way to establish the weathering char- 
acteristics of nylon boat falls as well as 
to determine the extent of their deteriora- 
tion under extreme service storage, such 
as a hot and humid hold. 

Present indications are that the use of 
nylon in lieu of manila for boat falls 
would be uneconomical due to the cost of 
nylon, which is approximately seven to 
ten times that of manila in equivalent 
sizes.

RCA Income Statement 

The consolidated statement of income 
of the Radio Corporation of America and 
subsidiaries for the second quarter of 1947 
and the first six months of the year, with 
comparative figures for the corresponding 
periods of 1946, was issued this week by 
Brig.

To gain knowledge of the biological ac 
climatization and adaptation needed by 
humans in the Arctic, the group will study 
the metabolism of warm and cold-blooded 
animals, the expenditure and economy of 
animal heat and the physiological basis 
of orientation of Arctic birds during mi- 
gration. 


Deputy WAC Director 

Col. Mary A. Hallaren, Director of the 
Women’s Army Corps, this week ab- 
nounced the appointment of Lt. Col. Mary 
Louise Milligan as Deputy Director of 
the Women’s Army Corps. Colenel Milli- 
gan has been serving as Executive Officer 
of the Procurement and Separations 
Branch, Personnel and Administration 
Division, War Department General Staff.

In the closing hours of the first session 
of the 80th Congress, the House Commit- 
tee on Armed Services favorably reported 
out the bill for Universal Military Train- 
ing, members pointing out that while the 
House could not be expected to act on 
such an important measure in the short 
time left, the bill would be before it for 
immediate consideration when the Con- 
gress reconvenes. 

In its report the Committee stated: 


Military Necessity 

“Throughout the course of its deliberations, 
the committee was deeply conscious of the 
departure from traditional policy implied in 
this legislation, and was therefore determined 
that a clear military necessity should be dem- 
onstrated before approval of the measure 
could be justified. Collateral benefits, such 
as the improvement of the Nation's health 
and increased educational opportunities, were 
urged by some proponents as compelling rea- 
sons for the adoption of such a program, The 
committee felt, however, that the one criterion 
must be “military necessity” and that no 
other reason could justify the establishment 
of compulsory peacetime training, At the con- 
clusion of its hearings the committee was 
convinced that a program of universal military 
training is vitally necessary to the security 
of the United States, The sources of this 
conviction are as follows: 

“1, The United States has traditionally fol- 
lowed, and is following today, a military 
policy which depends heavily upon the ci- 
vilian Reserve components, In every major 
war in which the United States has partici- 
pated, the Regular forces have constituted 
less than 10 per cent of the total strength. 
These wars have been fought by citizen sol- 
diers, directed and organized by a small nu- 
cleus of professionals, 

“2. In the past, the geographical isolation 
of the North American Continent from the 
battle areas has provided adequate time for 
the training and equipping of large numbers 
of Americans—fresh from civil life and un- 
skilled in the art of war—before it was nec- 
essary to send the men to battle, In any fu- 
ture emergency, however, the War and Navy 
Departments hold the sober conviction that 
no such ‘cushion of time’ can be expected. 
They emphasize without equivocation that 
there must be sufficient trained American 
forces in being on any future ‘emergency day’ 
if the United States is to be capable of ef- 
fective defense and retaliation. 


Regular Forces 

“3. The Regular forces today constitute no 
more than the traditional nucleus of profes- 
sional military skills. Furthermore they are 
spread thinly over a large area of the world, 
engaged in the occupation of those former 
enemy nations who were brought to defeat 
only 2 years ago, There is a single American 
combat division in Europe, in addition to 12 
constabulary regiments, organized and 
equipped for police duty only. There are four 
combat divisions in Japan. There are two 
and one-half ready divisions within the con- 
tinental United States. In the circumstances, 
taking cognizance of the obligation attach- 
ing to the United States as a permanent mem- 
ber of the Security Council of the United Na- 
tions and the military strength required to 
support a firm foreign policy, the size and 
degree of readiness of the Reserve components 
becomes a matter of the must vital concern 
to the American people. For if these Reserve 
components are not adequate, then the over- 
all military strength of the United States is, 
in words of the President’s Advisory Com- 
Mission, a ‘hollow shell’—the impressive 
facade of a strong Navy and a temporary 
atomic monopoly notwithstanding. 


Reserve Components 

“4. At present, the Reserve components are 
far below their authorized strengths and 
Without hope of filling their quotas by vol- 
Untary means alone, These authorized 
Strengths are the basic factors of a joint 
mobilization plan, drawn by the War and 
Navy Departments, and represent the barest 
minimum estimate of manpower requirements 
in the event of war, The wide discrepancy be- 
tween authorized and actual strengths of the 
National Guard and of the Organized Reserve 
Corps are listed below: 
National Guard:

“5. It will be noted that the National Guard 
is at approximately 16 per cent of its author- 
ized strength, the organized units of the Or- 
Zanized Reserve Corps at 14 per cent of au- 
thorized strength, and the unassigned Reserve 
Pool at 35 per cent of authorized strength. 
It should be made clear that the 1,200,000 
Members of the unassigned Reserve pool are 
Merely names on paper, untrained and unor- 
Sanized, Moreover, these figures do not reflect 
the state of readiness or training of any of the 
above units, While this latter is confidential 
information, it is common knowledge that 





the majority of Reserve components today are 
in an advanced state of confusion and staffed 
with only skeleton forces. 

“6, A program of universal military train- 
ing as provided in H. R. 4278 would build 
up the Reserve components to their authorized 
strengths, and would achieve a stability and 
an increased efficiency of our ready forces 
that do not now obtain. The one alternative 
means of acquiring the volume of trained man- 
power called for in the joint mobilization plau 
would be to maintain a Regular Army of ap- 
proximately 4,500,000. It is quite clear that 
the cost involved in this alternative would 
be prohibitive, and that such a policy would 
pose a far more serious question for democ- 
racy than a trained citizens’ reserve; more- 
over, it could never be accomplished without 
recourse to a Selective Service Act, which 
would be far more disruptive of community 
life than 6 months’ training for 18-year-old 
boys, 

Atomic War 

“7. Close and serious consideration was 
given to the claim that the atomic bomb has 
rendered large numbers of trained men ob- 
solete, and that future warfare will be the 
‘push button’ variety requiring ‘only a hand- 
ful of scientists.’ The committee rejected this 
claim as a dangerous illusion, Fully cognizant 
of the continuing revolution in methods of 
warfare, the committee concurs with the War 
and Navy Departments that the best evidence 
points in precisely the opposite direction. If 
there is another war, the committee believes 
it will be more ‘total’ than the last and will 
involve a greater number of human beings 
without any hope of distinguishing the com- 
batant from the noncombatant. The war will 
in all probability come into the cities and 
the homes of the people of the United States. 
In such event, the survival or recovery of the 
Nation might well depend on the presence 
of well-disciplined and able-bodied men in 
every community, who could restore order, 
organize disaster services, reestablish broken 
communications and, if necessary, repel air- 
borne invaders and organize for guerrilla war- 
fare, Without such men so distributed, it is 
entirely possible that mass hysteria or de- 
featism might result after an initial attack, 
which would wholly disrupt or dangerously 
impair the war effort. 

“8. Moreover, the committee believes that 
the number of trained men needed will be di- 
rectly proportionate to the increasing com- 
plexity of weapons, even though there may 
well be a diminishing need for ‘mass armies’ 
as they have been known in the past, The 
committee feels it is important to distinguish 
between ‘mass armies’ and large armies of 
technically trained specialists, A decade ago 
it required a ground crew of three men to 
service a combat aircraft, Today it requires 
12 men to keep a jet-propelled P-80 in the air. 
Progressive development of radar, electronic 
devices, fire control, guided missiles, and 
other weapons will require not merely in- 
creased numbers of men to man the instal- 
lations, but longer periods of training as 
well, The committee believes that such train- 
ing must of necessity be completed prior to 
any future emergency, if the country is to 
avoid dangerous unpreparedness. 

“For the above reasons, therefore, the com- 
mittee concludes that a flexible and well-ad- 
ministered program of universal military 
training, as provided in H. R. 4278, is a vital 
military necessity for the United States at 
this time.” 





New Liaison Plane 

The XL-15, a new liaison plane being 
procured by the Army Air Forces for use 
by the Army Ground Forces, has com- 
pleted its initial flight tests at Wichita 
Division of Boeing Aircraft Company. 

The plane, unconventional.in appear- 
ance with its gondola-type fuselage and 
inverted tail surfaces, will soon be de- 
livered to the AAF for routine perform- 
ance tests. 

With its 125-horsepower Lycoming en- 
gine, the all-metal, high-wing monoplane 
is designed to take off and clear a 50-foot 
obstacle in 600 feet, to climb 628 feet a 
minute, to cruise at approximately 100 
miles an honr, and land at 35 miles an 
hour. The XT--15 was designed specifically 
for use in connection with Army Ground 
Forces operations and can he used for 
aerial observation, photographic or com- 
munications assignments. 

Provisions are made for armor plate to 
provide protection for the two-man crew. 
The observer, who sits directly behind 
the pilot in the “gondola,” is provided 
with a full-swiveling seat, all-around 
visibility, and basic flight controls for 
use in an emergency. The transparent 
doors at the rear of the crew compart- 
ment can be opened in flight for dropping 
supplies or commmunications equipment. 
Large windows which slant inward at 
the bottom permit observation directly 
downward, while a transparent section in 
the top of the “gondola” offers a clear 
upward view. 

The XL-15’s twin-tail arrangement is 
supported by a single conical boom ex- 





tending from the “gondola.” A conven- 
tional type, short-coupled three-wheel 
landing gear with large diameter tires 
permits operation from muddy and unim- 
proved fields. 

With its full-span, fully-extended flaps, 
the XL-15 can hover at speeds less than 
50 miles an hour. Early flights have dem- 
onstrated exceptional lateral control 
characteristics made possible by use of 
these flaps. 

Designed for operation in either tropi- 
eal or Arctic climates, the XL-15 can be 
quickly disassembled and loaded on a 
2%-ton Army cargo truck. Without the 
propeller being removed, the XL-15 can 
be towed in glider fashion at speeds up 
to 165 miles an hour. Skis, floats, or a 
Brodie gear for cable landings can be at- 
tached easily.

Inter-American Highway 

Placing the blame on the War Depart- 
ment, the Special Senate Committee In- 
vestigating the National Defense Pro- 
gram has made public a report severely 
condeming action in undertaking the con- 
struction of the Inter-American Highway 
in Central America as a war project. 

The Report, submitted to the Senate 
by Senator Furgenson (R-Mich.), stated: 

“1. The War Department shonld not have 
undertaken construction on the so-called 
Inter-American Hichway itn Central America 
as a war project, Thirty-six million dollars 
were added to the cost of World War IT with- 
out contributing to the defense of the United 
States. Indeed, our war effort was hampered 
by the diversion of rast quantities of con- 
struction equipment, road materials, constrne- 
tion manpower, and shipping In 1942 and 
13, when we were facing shortager on all 
sides and the universal cry was “too little too 
late.” 

“2.Like the Canol project—which was ap- 
proved during the rame period, in the apring 
of 1942—the War Department's Inter-Ameri- 
can Highway project was conceived hastily 
and founded upon an absence of sonnd plan- 
ning or reasoning, War Department approval 
was predicated almost wholly upon informa- 
tion supplied by the Public Roads Adminis. 
tration. There estimates clearly epecified the 
conditions under which a highway conld he 
completed within the time desired, The War 
Department disregarded the conditions and 
specifications upon which the Public Roads 
Administration estimates were hared and 
ordered the highway built, nothwithstanding 
clear evidence that it was impossible to ex- 
ecute the project as ordered. 

“2. Roth hefore and after approval ef the 
Inter-American Highway project, the official 
position of the War Department had con- 
sistently heen that an overland ronte to the 
Panama Canal was not required for the logis- 
tical support of our forces in Panama. Never- 
theless, the Secretary of War, on July 23, 
1942, advised the Secretary of State that the 
construction of the Inter-Ameriean Highway 
was an urgent military necessity. It Is clear 
from the evidence that the urgent military 
necessity was not military enpply, bat the 
promotion of continental solidarity. The com- 
mittee believes that the War Department in- 
vaded the province of the State Department 
in certifying that the pro.cotion of continental 
solidarity was an urgent military necessity. 
The committee further helieves that defense 
funds and scarce manpower, materials, ma- 
chinery, and shipping shonld not have heen 
diverted to a project of snch questionable and 
nebulons benefit to onr war effort, 

“4. Execntion of the project by the Army 
engineers was unbnainesrslike, Excessive equip- 
ment rentals were paid, Reeorda were in- 
adequate, Supervision of contractora war in- 
effectual, Coordination with the United States 
Public Roads Administration was poor, Ter- 
mination of the projeet was ordered he- 
latedly. Liquidation was slow and expensive. 
As a reanit of these and other Inefficiencies 
in handling the project, only 347 miles of 
road were completed at an expenditure of 
$36,000,000, although it had heen estimated 
that 905 miles of road conld he completed for 
14% million dollars, Only one-third of the 
work done by the Army engineers is eati- 
mated to he neefnl to the furnre Inter- 
Ameriean Highway. Much of the work done 
by the Army engineers was on roada which 
will not be nsed by Publie Reade Adminia- 
tration as a part of the Inter-American High- 
Way as presentiy located. 

“5. Some contractors’ profita were exces- 
sive. General provisions to prevent inordinate 
profits, anch as price ceilings, Income taxes, 
and renegotiation, as applied to this project, 
have not proved effective to date. Towever, 
tax recoveries against some of the contractors 
may yet be achieved.” 


Wins All-Japan Golf Match

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Task Force “Furnace” 


With few exceptions, the hundreds of 
items undergoing tests under desert tem- 
perature and terrain conditions at Task 
Force “Furnace” near Yuma, Ariz., this 
Summer have held up remarkably well, 
it was reported this week, 


Work of the Task Force, which is com- 
manded by Lt. Col. W. B. Richardson, 
is being conducted by representatives of 
three AGF Boards: No. 1, Fort Bragg, 
working primarily with artillery and air- 
borne items; No. 2, Fort Knox, dealing 
with gun motor carriages, tanks and all 
related items including weapons, and No. 
3, Fort Benning, Ga., testing infantry 
items and items of importance to the per- 
sonal comfort and well-being of the indi- 
vidual soldier. 


Among the new items undergoing tests 
are the desert combat boots—made with 
cleated soles to provide air-space be- 
tween the sole and the ground and a can- 
vas upper to provide ventilation: the air- 
flow helmet; lister bags and water con- 
tainers, rations, and the Nylon work or 
fatigue suit. 

Expertence thus far has shown that 
the new “E” ration is somewhat too 
heavy for desert use, Less caloric intake 
is required since food is necessary only to 
produce energy for performance of work 
and not for production of body heat as 
would be needed in cold climates. 


Similar to the results obtained at Task 
Force “Williwaw” in the Alentians, 
“Furnace” testers have determined the 
need for a more wind resistant squad 
type shelter. One was blown down during 
a desert “twister” or wind gust. 


The desert tests have shown that main- 
tenance problems are more severe under 
the extremes of climate and terrain, but 
that they can be solved without great 
difficulty. Vehicles and tanks, for in- 
stance, churn up great clonds of sand 
when traversing the desert. This condi- 
tion makes it necessary for individual 
operators to give increasing attention to 
maintenance to prevent failures and ex- 
cessive wear and tear on equipment. 

“Solar radiation” or the heating of ob- 
jects by the sun’s rays also presents com- 
plications. It is not uncommon, for in- 
stance, for the sand or metal objects to 
be heated to a temperature of 150 de- 
grees, although the alr temperature may 
he only 110 degrees. The field repair of 
vehicles makes necessary the use of 
gloves since the bare flesh cannot be 
placed in contact with metal heated to 
such temperature extremes. 

Tt was pointed out that motor lubri- 
eants Neoe baie up well and that most 
motors have functioned satisfactorily 
when operating in extreme hent. Some 
general purpose motors actnally ran 
cooler than they did at home stations due 
to the lack of humidity.in the desert cli- 
mate. 

Ventilation and an ample water supply 
has heen found to be the key to success- 
ful operation in the desert. Men are en- 
couraged to drink all the water they 
want. When this water intake is ex- 
tracted from the body in perspiration, it 
is immediately exaporated by the wind, 
producing a cooling effect on the skin 
which makes it possible to withstand the 
desert heat. Hence tight fitting clothes 
are not practical for desert operations in 
that they would deter the evaporation 
process, Men have been able to wear the 
loose-fitting work jackets without dis- 
comfort althongh most members of the 
Task Force wear only the new type T- 
shirt as upper garment after they have 
gradually built up a tan to resist the 
rays of the sun. 

The importance of ventilation was 
demonstrated in the storage of powder. 
An ordinary canvas cover failed to pro- 
vide sufficient protection to prevent ex- 
cessive heating, but when air space was 
provided between the stored powder and 
the cover, temperature was materially 


reduced.

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Unification Act Signed

Tewoven into the new set-up. The same 
is true of Army and Air Force personnel 
serving with the other’s organization— 
they can not be withdrawn to their home 
services at once without considerable dis- 

ruption. 

No decision has been made, and it is 
said that none will be made for some time, 
in the matter of special uniforms, in- 
signia, or special rank designations for 
the U. S. Air Forces. The cost alone, both 
to the Government in the case of enlisted 
personnel and to the individuals in the 
case of officers, would be terrific if new 
uniforms were suddenly decreed, so that 
it is apparent there will be no immediate 
changes. There has been some talk of 
adopting special ranks such as used by 
the RAF—Group Commander, Flight 
Lieutenant, ete.—but inasmuch as these 
have not been very satisfactory to the 
British (a Group Commander does not 
command a group nor does a Wing Com- 
mander command a wing) there is little 
likelihood that such a system will be 
followed. 

Following passage of the Act there 
were heard, fur the first time publicly, 
rumblings from some naval aviators who 
felt that all air activities should be un- 
der the new Department of the Air Force 
instead of retaining naval air as an inte 
gral part of the Navy. One officer, Comdr. 
Allen M. Shinn, USN, (USNA °32), sta- 
tioned with an Air Carrier Group at Nor- 
folk, was quoted in press dispatches as 
saying that such views would have been 
heard earlier except that naval officers 
were banned from speaking on unification 
until the ALNAV of 21 June. The Navy 
Department’s only comment was that the 
entire matter had been settled by the 
unification bill. 

Sec. Forrestal’s Views 

Secretary Forrestal hailed the National 
Security Act of 1947 as “the most decisive 
and definitive step taken by this country 
in the formation of a national military 
policy since the foundation of the re- 
public.” 

Mr. Forrestal told a press conference on 
28 July that the date on which he will 
take the oath ag Secretary of Defense 
had not been determined, and that this 
date and the location of his office would 
be determined after consultation with the 
President. 

In setting up his office and the agencies 
ordered| into being by the National Se- 
curity Act, Secretary Forrestal said the 
first step will be to “get people.” 

He proposes to do “as little dislocation 
as possible,” he said, adding: “This will 
be an evolution, not a revolution, and it 
will reflect unification and integration. 
That cannot be done overnight.” 

Although he said he had given no 
thonght to whom his principal assistants 
would be, it was considered likely that 
Kenneth Royall will be named Secretary 
of the Army, W. Stuart Symington Sec- 
retary of the Air Force, and either John 
L. Sullivan or W. John Kenney Secretary 
of the Navy. 


Begin Joint Budget 

Mr. Forrestal said that work will be- 
gin within a short time to coordinate 
budgets of the three departments for 
fiscal 1949. The Secretary of Defense is 
charged with supervising, coordinating 
and preparing budget estimates of the 
Departments and the agencies in the Na- 
tional Military Establishment. 

It was considered likely that Mr. W. J. 
McNeil, Fiscal Director of the Navy, 
would be placed in charge of this task. 
Mr. Forrestal said that he would probab- 
ly need such an assistant. Capt. John W. 
Barry, USN, who last week relieved Capt. 
William G. Beecher, jr.. USN, as special 
assistant to the Secretary, was said to 
be in line for a top job in Mr. Forrestal’s 
new office. 

The National Security Act defines the 
Secretary of Defense as follows: 


Secretary of Defense 

“Sec. 202. (a) There shall he a Secretary of 
Defense, who shall be appointed from civi- 
lian life by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate: Provided, 
That a person who has within ten years been 
on active duty as a commissioned officer in 
a Regular component of the armed services 
shall not he eligible for appointment as Sec- 
retary of Defense. The Secretary of Defense 





shall be the principal assistant to the Presi- 
dent in all matters relating to the national 
security. Under the direction of the Presi- 
dent and subject to the provisions of this 
Act he shall perform the following duties: 

“(1) Establish general policies and pro- 
grams for the National Military Establish- 
ment and for all of the departments and 
agencies therein; 

“(2) Exercise general direction, authority, 
and control over such departments and 
agencies ; 

“(3) Take appropriate steps to eliminate 
unnecessary duplication or overlaping in the 
fields of procurement, supply, transportation, 
storage, health, and research ; 

“(4) Supervise and coordinate the prepara- 
tion of the budget estimates of the depart-— 
ments and agencies comprising the National 
Military Estab’ishment; formulate and de- 
termine the budget estimates for submittal 
to the Bureau of the Budget; and supervise 
the budget programs of such departments 
and agencies under the applicable appropria- 
tion Act: 

“Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the Secretary of the Army, the 
Secretary of the Navy, or the Secretary of 
the Air Force from presenting to the Presi- 
dent or to the Director of the Budget, after 
first so informing the Secretary of Defense, 
any report or recommendation relating to 
his department which he may deem neces- 
sary: And provided further, That the De- 
partment of the Armv, the Department of 
the Navy, and the Department of the Air 


Force shall be administered as individual . 


executive departments by their respective 
Secretaries and all powers and duties relat- 
ing to such departments not specifically con- 
ferred upon the Secretary of Defense by 
this Act shall be retained by each of their 
respective Secretaries, 

“(b) The Secretary of Defense shall sub- 
mit annual written reports to the President 
and the Congress covering expenditures, 
work, and accomplishments of the National 
Military Establishment, together with such 
recommendations as he shall deem appropri- 
ate. 

“(c) The Secretary of Defense shall cause 
a seal of office to be made for the National 
Military Establishment, of such design as the 
President shall approve, and judicial notice 
shall be taken thereof. 

Military Assistants to the Secretary 

“Ser, 203. Officers of the armed services may 
be detailed to duty as assistants and per- 
sonal aides to the Secretarv of Defense, but 
he shall not establish a military staff. 


Civilian Personnel 

“Sec, 204. (a) The Secretary of Defense is 
authorized to appoint from civilian life not 
to exceed three special assistants to advise 
and assist him in the performance of his 
duties, Each such special assistant shal! re- 
ceive compensation at the rate of $10,000 a 

ear. 

“(b) The Secretary of Defense is author- 
ized, snbiect to the civil-service laws and the 
Classification Act of 1923, as amended, to ap- 
point and fix the compensation of such other 
civilian personnel as may be necessary for 
the performance of the functions of the Na- 
tional Military Fstablishment other than 
those of the Departments of the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force.” 

The first steps to be taken to imple- 
ment unification will be determined by 
a committee of top-ranking officers of 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force. Of 
course, all plans made and heing made by 
the individual services will merely con- 
stitute recommendations to the new 
Secretary who undoubtedly will make his 
own studies before final approval is 
given. 

The Air Force is expected to join with 
the Army and Navy in establishing area 
commands within the United States with- 
in the same geographical limits. 

Studies have heen underway to co- 
ordinate further the joint efforts of Army 
Areas, Navy Dis*victs, and Air Defense 
Commands. One move in this direction 
was the recent establishment of joint dis- 
ciplinary control hoards. 

One of the most important bodies in 
the new organization is expected to be 
the War Council, which will meet as 
soon as its members are appointed. They 
will be the Secretary of Defense, the 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force, and the Chief of Staff, Chief of 
Naval Operations, and Chief of Staff of 
the Air Force. 

The War Conncil's duty is to advise 
the Secretary of Defense “on matters of 
broad policy relating to the Armed 
Forces” and to “consider and report on 
such other matters as the Secretary of 
Defense may direct.” 

Mr. Richard R. Deupree, until recent- 
ly the chairman of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Roard, may he urged to he 
come Chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board, which is charged with 
advising the President concerning the co- 
ordination of military, industrial, and 
civilian moblizaton. ’ 





The executive order issued by Presi- 
dent Truman on 26 July is the same one 
agreed to by the Army and Navy when 
agreement on unification was first an- 
nounced last January. The full text of 
this Executive Order was printed on 
page 471 of the Akmy anp Navy JOURNAL 
of 18 Jan. 


New Secretary's Statement 

In his first press conference after his 
appointment, Secretary Forrestal said: 

“I wonld like to say something about the 
enactment of the bill. In my judgment it 
constitntes—when I say ‘it,’ I mean the Na- 
tional Security Act of 1947—the most decisive 
and definitive step taken by this country In 
the formation of a national military policy 
since the foundation of the republic. It is a 
law which reflects an accommodation he- 
tween many divergent points of view, but 
it’s a workable law. I should like to observe, 
however, that any law will only he as ef- 
fective as the administration of the people 
who constitute its administration, and this 
one will take hard work over a snbhatantial 
period of time before its accomplishments 
become manifest. We have a blueprint and a 
charter, but the bineprints and charters have 
to be manned hy people. 

“I’ve had the expressed declaration and co- 
operation from General Eisenhower and 
Admiral Nimitz, General Spaatz, and, I'm 
happy to say, from my associate in the War 
Department, Secretary Royal). My only re- 
gret is that my colleagve of the last seven 
years, the Honorable Robert Patterson, is 
not here to share this responsibility. I know 
all of you gentlemen will agree with me in 
paying tribute to the steadfast character of 
his service, to his patriotism, his fairness, 
and his high sense of public duty. 

“T want to congratulate the members of 
Congress whore patience and tact and under- 
standing made this result possible, and I 
think it is in essence and in fact a reflection 
of the American method of government—the 
writing of a 'aw which no one man porsiblly 
finds complete agreement with and vet is the 
reflection of the views of many and, having 
been enacted, has the suprort and the co- 
oneration of all hands in trying to make it 
effective.” 

Q. “When will you 
Secretary ?” 

Secretary Forrestal: “That has not heen 
determined, It will have to he after consul- 
tation with the President and in accordance 
with his wishes,” 

Q. “Have any estimates heen made, Mr. 
Secretary, on how much saving you think 
this will be or how much added administra- 
tive expense?” 

Secretary Forrestal: “T hope the added ad- 
ministrative expense will he nominal. It is 
my hope that it will not add a large number 
to the Federal pavroll hecanse T think, to 
some extent, the success of this foh will he 
reflected by the smallness of its administra- 
tive staff. 

“As far as savings, T think thev’re enfire- 
ly conjectural. As T have said earlier hefore 
the Congress, I think there wil) he savings 
bnt T won'd be reluctant to try to identify 
what they are.” 

Q. “You mean in the long run there will 
be savings, or immediately ?” 

Secretaw” Forrestal: “I say in my opinion 
there will be—when I say there will be, that 
same observation will apply to the working 
of the law in other respects, This will not 
produce immediate or miracn’ons resnits. In 
the long run, I think it will he beneficial, 
both in the operation of the military depart- 
ments and In economy in the sense of getting 
the best out of our money.” 

Texts of messages to the Services call- 
ing for support of the new Defense Es- 
tablishment-are quoted : 

Gereral of the Army Elsenhower — “The 
President has signed the National Security 
Act of 1947 and Unification of the Armed 
Forces will soon be an established fact, 

“This measure is designed to integrate our 
military forees—Army, Navy, and Air Force 
—into a coordinated fighting team. It is in- 
cumbent upon all ranks to accept and to 
practice unification in spirit and in action 
ag a patriotic duty. We of the Army must do 
ovr full part to inenre the success of this 
legislation and demonstrate that it reanits in 
greater unification as opposed to separation. 

“There will be no change in official status 
of the Army with respect to the Air Force 
until specific orders are issued, Thereafter, 
I am particularly anxious that the existing 
pleasant and friendly relations hetween 
ground and air personnel continne, and that 
every possible means be adopted to insure 
that legal recognition of the antonomy of 
the Air Force will serve only to bring us 
closer together in friendship and in perfor- 
mance of duty. 

“Air Force personnel will continve to en- 
joy the same rights, privileges and facilities 
to which they have always been entitled as 
members of the Army in such matters as 
command status, assignment of quarters, 
commissary and post exchange privileges. 
membership in cinhs and use of recreational 
facilities and activities. In short, although 
legally they wi!l no longer be ‘in the Army,’ 
they will in all ways continue to be treated 
as members of the ‘Army Family.’ 

“IT am equally anxious that a similar rela-

tionship be achieved with Navy personne) 
within the new National Military Establisy. 
ment. Army personnel whose duties bring 
them in contact with members of the Nag 
and Marine Corps will make a particular ef. 
fort to foster the most cordial possible re 
lation. 

“Commanders of all ranks will give their 
personal attention to this matter, which | 
consider of paramount importance and the 
keystone of Army policy in our future relg- 
tions with our sister services.” 

Fleet Admiral Nimitz—“The National Se 
curity Act of 1947 is now law. Its ‘Declarg. 
tion of Policy’ states: 

“ ‘In enacting this legislation it is the in. 
tent of Congress tu provide a comprehensive 
program for the future security of the United 
States; to provide for the establishment of 
integrated policies and procedures fur the 
departments, agencies, and functions of the 
Government relating to the national security; 
to provide three military departments for 
the operation administration of the Army, 
the Navy (including naval aviation and the 
United States Marine Corps), and the Air 
Force, with their assigned combat and sery- 
ice components; to provide fur their authori. 
tative coordination and unified direction 
under civilian contro] but not to merge them; 
to provide for the eftiective strategic direction 
of the armed forces and for their operation 
under unified control and for their integra- 
tion into an efficient team of land, naval, and 
air forces.’ 

“The terms of the Act fulfill its Declara- 
tion of Policy. With its enactment the Navy 
enters upon a new and closer relationship 
with its sister services, the Army and the 
Air Force, and becomes a member of the 
larger over all organization, the National 
Military Establishment. 

“Such differences of opinion as were ex- 
pressed in the naval service in the past with 
respect to the merits of the new organiza- 
tion are resolved by the President’s ap) roval 
of the Act, The personnel of the Navy and 
all of its components will apply themselves 
wholeheartedly and with the fullest spirit 
of cooperation to the implementation of its 
provisions.” 

General Vandegrift — “The National Se- 
curity Act coordinating the Armed Forces 
of the United States under a Secretary of 
Defense has been enacted and is now a law 
of the nation. The effective operation of this 
legislation and the achievement of its ob- 
jectives will require the wholehearted sup- 
port and cooperation of every member of 
the Armed Forces, I am confident that 
Marines everywhere will do their utmost to 
insure its success.” 





Points in Army Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
and Lieutenant Colonel on completion of 
3, 7, 14, and 21 yeurs’ service respective- 
ly. 

“3. Will make officers eligible for grade 
of Colunel after 22 years’ service. Initial- 
ly, officers will be promoted to Colonel 
after 28 years’ service. There will be a 
gradual reduction in required yerrs of 
service until officers with 25 years’ serv- 
ice will be making the grade of Colonel. 

“4, Makes all officers, regardless of 
branch, eligible for selection to perma- 
nent General Officer grade. Heretofore, 
officers of the services did not have that 
opportunity. It makes the number of 
permanent General Officers proportion- 
ate to the increased size of the Regular 
Army. It increases the General Officer 
grades available to Medical, Dental, 
Veterinary, and Chaplain Corps officers. 

“5. It greatly increases the opportunity 
also to all officers because if prevents a 
few fortunate officers reaching high 
grades at an early age and remaining in 
those positions for long periods, thus 
stagnating all helow them. 

“6. Ir will prevent the laggards from 
unlimited security regardless of their ef- 
ficiency or lack of it. 

“What The Act Does Not Do: 

“1. It will not resnit in an immediate 
and large forced attrition. Except for re- 
tirements because of age, there is no 
mandatory forced attrition in the upper 
grade until 1953. There will be no forced 
separations because of failure to pass 
two consecutive selection boards until 
1951. The first selections which will 
count as a pass-over will occur after 1 
Jan. 1949. There will not be any forced 
attrition because of lack of vacancies in 
grade of Colorel until about 1969. There 
should not be many officers passed over 
for promotion due to the high caliber of 
the present officer corps. 

“2. It will not change the present as 
signment of officers to branches. Officers 
will be commissioned in the Army, the 
Air Force, in one of the Corps of the 
Medical Department, or as Chaplains, 
and not in a branch: 

“Officers will be assigned to and will 
stay in branches exactly as heretofore.’ 
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
